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Legacy and Lunacy 

Rush Limbaugh and Waterloo Records leave their marks - in very different ways

Anyone in a position where they receive 
regular, written feedback from the public 
knows that people are much more likely to 
write if they don’t like or are angry about 
something than to offer any kind of positive 
reaction. This is certainly true at the Chronicle. 
We also get a lot of press releases and guest- 
opinion editorials disguised as letters. These 
are not really connected to Chronicle content; 
instead, people hope to post a note about 
events, offer their opinions on national con- 
cerns, or lobby on some local or state issue. 
Neither neutrality nor negativity are absolutes 
in these matters, as there are positive letters 
offering thanks and/or compliments as well as 
thoughtful, relevant letters and online posts. 
But the dominant negative bent is not para- 
noid fantasy. 

Unfortunately, this tone and attitude has 
become the prevailing Web style for blog- 
gers and those who post comments: domi- 
nant but, again, not absolute. There are so 
many of the Chronicle’s Web site conversation 
threads that are really interesting and contain 
more thought and observation than vitriol. 
The online discussions initiated by Michael 
Ventura’s’ “Letters @ 3am” gamer a lot of 
interesting reactions, both positive and nega- 
tive. The occasional hostile flame tossed at 
Ventura is as a spice added to the taste, not 
one that overwhelms it. 

Even when complaining about an error in 
a piece, many letter-writers are likely to offer 
some scorching comment. Sentiments along 
the lines of “How can you idiots live with 
yourselves?” or “Just how dense is your staff?” 
often serve as the greeting for letters correct- 
ing a relatively simple error of fact. 

Some years back, I wrote a “Page Two” 
observing that Hunter S. Thompson had 
been the major literary influence on many 
letter-writers and would-be Chronicle contrib- 
utors who submitted long, drug-fueled rants 
of run-on sentences stacked on each other 
as though that is the way Thompson wrote. 
Really, the only things most of these writers 


missed was his brilliant sense of style, writing 
skill, wit, intelligence, and inspiration. 

At some point in the past decade or so, the 
dominant influence on this public dialogue 
changed to the verbal stylings of radio talk- 
show host Rush Limbaugh. The genius of 
Limbaugh’s presentation is an outrageously 
disingenuous, but successful, conceptual 
sleight of hand. As does any good magician, 
he distracts his audience by directing its 
attention one place, while all the real activity 
is elsewhere. 

First, he makes it clear that, unlike all other 
politicians, talk-show hosts, commentators, 
and elected officials, rather than mere opin- 
ion, he deals in the truth and only the tmth 
- untainted by conventional establishment 
thinking, liberal propaganda, partisan dogma, 
or any kind of political correctness. He doesn’t 
just overtly state that he is always pure and 
consistently right, but physically evidences 
this by his regal tones, overwhelming disdain, 
and prissy bearing - all while acknowledging 
that his own intellectual and moral brilliance 
is such that his analysis of almost anything is 
so superior as to be essentially factual. 

The ultimate con artist, Limbaugh is actu- 
ally intent on reinforcing the status quo and 
upholding social norms rather than in any 
way challenging them. Since he specializes 
in playing off long-accepted, clearly biased 
views, any actual analysis is antithetical to 
his purpose. Facts are used only as cheap 
decorations to illustrate points inappropri- 
ately and dishonestly. Any contradictions 
they offer to the ideological thrust of his 
positions are denied, derided, and dismissed. 
Ironically, Limbaugh presents himself as a 
renegade, attacking the status quo by pre- 
tending that his insider status, mainstream 
views, and establishment pandering are radi- 
cal. Instead, rather than offering any real 
analysis, Limbaugh plays to existing preju- 
dices and socially accepted bigotry. 

Uninterested in discussion or debate, 
Limbaugh is a performance artist of con- 


descension, working with attitude rather 
than ideas; the aesthetic goal is absolute, 
pervasive disdain. Constantly contemptu- 
ous tones are used to make it clear that 
almost every response one gives is a put- 
down unavoidably forced by one’s superior 
brilliance. Opinions are stated as facts and 
facts dismissed as the ideas of the inten- 
tionally corrupt. A differing argument is 
countered by the imperial wave of the 
hand, indicating that one does not deign 
to even address such insane assertions. 
Rush is still the master here - although, 
unfortunately, over the years his style 
and execution have deteriorated to the 
point where they make homogenized milk 
seem swarthy and spicy. Always defined by 
attitude, Limbaugh has evolved from an 
at-least committed political outsider to a 
bombastic establishment hack whose lazy 
performances now consist of cheap stylistic 
quirks and boilerplate routines. 

Limbaugh’s contentless, contemptuous 
tone has become so common in political dis- 
course as to be boring rather than offensive. 
Unfortunately, in the hands of all too many 
of the online scribes, this style has mutated 
toward the most extreme rhetoric. The many 
intelligent, rational, and calmer voices being 
offered are often diluted to flotsam by the 
flood of postings, offered in a tone of absolute 
authority, in which thought and content have 
been banished by attitude. 

The real democratic beauty of an online 
dialogue in which equality can actually be 
achieved, regardless of status, is consequendy 
polluted. Instead of many voices offering many 
ideas, too often it consists of many voices 
attempting to prove the same idiotic assertion: 
that one’s own excretions are the most putrid 
and vile-smelling of all. In ways, the more 
ineptly rendered, the worse the stink. 

This is not to argue that an exchange of 
ideas needs to be cordial and avoid extremes, 
but much the opposite: Ideas should be 
potent, dangerous, and engaging. It’s just 


that these posts come from completely dif- 
ferent parts of the body than the one where 
ideas originate. 

□ 

There can be something very special about 
a record store that is greater than even its 
retail mission, something beyond even a great 
selection and a knowledgeable staff (though 
a store can be much loved and respected but 
fail to transcend). Sometimes these places 
function like a clubhouse - a hangout, a 
home, an ongoing discussion group, a place 
to check in and catch up. Sometimes, the 
quality is not even social: A store becomes 
the perfect library, one filled with memories 
of the past and possibilities for the future. 
Obviously, many establishments other than 
record stores can function this way, depend- 
ing on one’s interest. Bars are probably the 
most common such businesses, but the 
phenomenon can occur almost any place: 
a garage, repair shop, book store, bakery 
jeweler, library, video-rental store, hardware 
store, lumberyard, restaurant, and so on. 
Such places are sanctuaries; not only do you 
feel safe and engaged within, but they pro- 
vide a certain peace with oneself that is not 
often achieved. 

Waterloo Records is celebrating its 25 th 
anniversary. Twenty-five years along, my rela- 
tionship with Waterloo, John Kunz, and staff 
goes back to the very beginning. Over the 
years, both the store and I have changed (at 
the very least, we’ve both expanded), but we 
really haven’t changed at all. A place such as 
Waterloo evidences contradictions and a vari- 
ety of purposes. It is a sanctuary of the known 
and an adventure into the unknown, with the 
calm of the familiar set against a strain of anxi- 
ety about the new. Memories, both good and 
bad, mix with regrets and invite desire. Yes, it 
is just a store - and yes, it is so much more. 

It is not uncommon in the first couple 
of weeks after SXSW that, when visiting

Waterloo, I run into South by Southwest Music Creative Director Brent Grulke. We are old 
friends, always both pleased and amused to see each other there.

After 
the sleepless, extended, draining, unrelenting exertion of a no-rest, nonstop week-and-a-half 
endurance test that is SXSW - Brent’s and my thoughts turn to spring, to the fancy of the no- 
longer-even-within-hailing-distance-of-young. Going to Waterloo is the reward. Neither a chore 
nor work, it is the reason and the light. I smiled at Brent, but he was face deep into looking at 
CDs and didn’t even notice. 

Congratulations to Waterloo, John, and all on 25 extraordinary years and a personal, 
heartfelt thanks. 

Just a couple of weeks ago Dale Dudley celebrated 20 years at KLBJ-FM, which at the time I 
failed to note. Now, I am someone not given to honoring anniversaries and actively forbid the 
staff to do the same. So noting both of these is self-indulgent. Big deal! I want to thank and 
congratulate Dale. I feel the strength of this column is being very up-front with the readers, but 
lately I’ve hit a very unnerving turbulence. After I visited Dale, Bob, Charlie, and Angela this past 
Monday, the rapids of the last few weeks calmed down to still waters. It was, however, as KLBJ 
is wont to be, not only therapeutic but fun and terrifically amusing as well. Maybe next week I’ll 
talk about what I’m talking about here, and maybe not. But here, at least, as always, my most 
heartfelt thanks to all. ■

Dying Because of Bigotry

Disrespects Planning Process

Despite no authority to do so, city staff pro- 
posed their own amendment to the Dawson 
Neighborhood Plan, and they did so without 
notifying the two homeowners whose proper- 
ties they had offered up for a scheduled vote 
by the Planning Commission (NPA-07-0001.01, 
Planning Commission meeting, March 27). One 
of the homeowners is 73, and the other is 90. 


Both longtime citizens had refused to sign 
papers necessary for the developer group’s 
original proposed plan amendment. They both 
came to neighborhood meetings to clearly state 
that they did not care if their neighbors sought 
changes that would allow development but that 
they did not want to change their own property. 
City staff attended these meetings. After los- 
ing a neighborhood vote, the developer group 
applied for the plan amendment, leaving out 
these two senior citizen’s properties. This was 
the decent thing to do. These elders obviously 
wanted to be left alone. However, city neighbor- 
hood and planning staff decided that they had 
the authority to add properties that had not been 
applied for! 

This is the first time city staff has offered 
up properties for a plan amendment when the 
owner did not apply. This is also the first time 
the city did not inform the owners nor the sur- 
rounding owners that properties not listed in 
the official city notice would be voted on. City 
staff's disrespect for the elderly and disre- 
spect for the neighborhood planning process 
is shocking.

Get Serious About 
Affordable Housing 

Dear Editor, 

Part of what makes Austin so wonderful is the 
diversity of the community and the degree to 
which so many in Austin care about the future of 
this city. 

One increasingly vocal cry from many in the 
community surrounds the lack of affordable 
housing Downtown. The March 23 article “We 
Were the Urban Pioneers” [News] by Wells 
Dunbar and Jordan Smith highlights the scarcity 
of affordable housing in many of the buildings 
under construction Downtown. 


A primary goal of Andrews Urban is to bring 
housing to a broader range of income earners. 
At 360 Condominiums, where our homes start 
at $190,000, our future residents include a 
number of teachers, police officers, firefight- 
ers, and a librarian. Many rightfully say that 
$190,000 is out of reach for a large percentage 
of the workforce and also for many of the art- 
ists and musicians who help make Austin such 
a vibrant and alluring city. They, too, should be 
able to live in our urban core. 

We know that for even the smallest home in a 
Downtown high-rise, the cost to construct a unit far 
exceeds $190,000, and no one is in the business 
of development to sell square footage at or below 
the cost to build it. So what’s the solution? 

Those who take seriously the matter of 
affordability should read the Affordable Housing 
Incentives Task Force report issued in February 
2007 and let your opinion be known at the upcom- 
ing meetings of the Community Development 
Commission on April 10 and at City Council on 
April 19. 

For high-rises in the Central Business District, 
the cost to build affordable housing would be off- 
set by waivers or reimbursements of development 
fees by the city. Last year the voters of Austin 
passed $55 million in bond money for afford- 
able housing. This public contribution in the form 
of bond proceeds could offset the fee revenue 
forgone by the city so that affordable housing 
becomes both a public and private responsibility. 

As Austin adds hundreds of thousands of resi- 
dents over the coming decades, most of us rec- 
ognize the importance of focusing development 
in Downtown instead of over Edward’s Aquifer. To 
maintain Austin's uniqueness and its celebration 
of diversity, let's come together to find a solution 
for affordability in Downtown.

The third 
annualTexas Muslims Legislative Day on 
April 4 almost went off without a hitch, 
with only freshman Sen. Dan Patrick, 
R-Houston, casting a shadow on the 
Muslim community's rare moment of 
state recognition. Patrick, a Houston 
radio jock who subscribes to the views 
of an extremist Christian sect, boycotted 
the prayer, not only demonstrating 
a lack of respect for the imam and 
visiting Muslims on hand to witness the 
historic occasion, but also breaking with 
Senate decorum by snubbing an event 
sponsored by a ranking member - in this 
case Education Chair Florence Shapiro. 
Shapiro, who is Jewish, praised the 
imam for his leadership roles in a host 
of interfaith-related activities in Dallas 
and across the state. And as Patrick now 
knows, it's not nice to piss off Mother 
Shapiro. After the prayer, Shapiro went 
out of her way to call attention to 
Patrick's vacant seat when she expressed 
gratitude to "28 of my colleagues on the 
Senate floor." (See "Quote of the Week," 
left.) Later, before the Senate adjourned 
for the day, Patrick delivered a personal 
privilege speech in which he described 
the morning prayer as "an extraordinary 
moment," while pointing out that Jews 
and Christians are denied the same right 
to public prayer in many other places in 
the world. "I'm proud of my faith as a 
Christian," he said. - Amy Smith

Also this 
week, two former administrators of the TYC's West Texas State School were 
arrested and charged with multiple counts of sexual abuse of former inmates. 

The state announced that a tentative agreement has been reached in Frew 
v. Hawkins, the 14-year-long lawsuit on behalf of Medicaid patients. It will 
reportedly increase funding for Medicaid, enable more patients to be 
served, and raise provider rates; presiding federal Judge William Wayne 
Justice is expected to review a final version in the next few weeks.

NAKED CITY 


The Save Our Springs Alliance filed for bankruptcy in federal court Tues- 
day, after the Texas Supreme Court refused to hear an appeal of a lower 
court judgment requiring SOS to pay the defendants' legal fees - nearly 
$300,000 - in the organization's failed attempt to stop the Lazy Nine Muni- 
cipal Utility District for the Sweetwater development above Bee Creek and 
Lake Travis. “SOS Alliance will continue to advocate in the court of public 


opinion and the courts for preserving our Hill Country water and wildlife for 
today and for future generations. ... And we need the community's contin- 
ued support to resolve this financial challenge," said SOS director Bill 
Bunch in a press release. SOS had sued the MUD on several grounds, 
including that the legislation enabling its creation delegated public, govern- 
mental powers to a private developer in violation of the state constitution. 
The lower court ruled that SOS did not have standing to sue, ordered it to 
pay the developers' legal fees, and this week the Supreme Court refused to 
review that decision. - Michael King 

An official at the University of Texas has become snared in an investigation 
by New York Attorney General Andrew Cuomo into what appears to be shady 
dealings between universities and the student-loan companies they recom- 
mend. Lawrence Burt, the director of student financial services at UT, was 
found to have owned stock in Student Loan Xpress, a company that also 
happened to land on the university’s “preferred lender” list, which is given 
to students. Burt says he paid for the stock, but - in documents turned over 
to U.S. Sen. Edward Kennedy - the president of Student Loan Xpress 
describes the stock transfer to Burt and others as gifts. Burt has denied any 
connection between his ownership of stock in the company and its appear- 
ance on the list. Still, UT suspended Burt from his position Thursday, and on 
Friday, U.S. Education Secretary Margaret Spellings asked Burt to resign 
from an advisory panel on student aid. Cuomo's allegations are being inves- 
tigated internally by UT’s general counsel, Barry Burgdorf. - Michael May 

City Council's Land Use and Transportation Committee buzzed a bit with talk 
of a city-backed streetcar connection between the Downtown terminus of 
Capital Metro’s commuter rail line and the soon-to-be-developed Seaholm 
site. Chair Brewster McCracken, who sees Downtown mobility as critical to 
the success of city-owned property, would like to see some numbers on a 
possible system - maybe even funded by the city - but other council mem- 
bers are less inclined to spend the money. The idea will go to the council’s 
Audit and Finance Committee next. - Kimberly Reeves

Unconventional 

Is the Hodge affair the end of 
an era or the beginning?

Good times create big temptations. 

That’s at least one lesson to be learned 
from the Robert Hodge story, still very much 
in progress. Hodge, since 1994 the director 
of the city’s Convention Center Department, 
was fired a week ago after City Manager 
Toby Futrell reportedly concluded that he 
had tampered with official documents, specifi- 
cally the customer-service surveys that in part 
determine employee bonus pay in Hodge’s 
department (which also manages the Palmer 
Events Center). Officially, Hodge was fired for 
unspecified violations of city policy, but the 
Statesman's Kate Alexander broke the survey 
story, and the search warrants for Hodge’s 
office and home confirm that’s one thing the 
District Attorney’s Office is now investigating. 
Because of that now-criminal investigation, 
more details will be a while in coming; the DA’s 
Office is as usual mum, and the city will wait 
on the DA’s results before taking any additional 
action, if necessary. 

Asked if he thought what has been discov- 
ered thus far might be the beginning of a much 
larger problem, Assistant City Manager Rudy 
Garza told me Tuesday that the city will “wait 
until the DA’s investigation is completed, but at 
this time, we have no information that would 
suggest we should have further concerns, 
beyond this one person.” 

Hodge presided over the rapid growth of 
the Convention Center, which doubled in size 
and nearly that in use over the last 10 years. 
According to the city’s figures, there were 
392,000 center visitors in i 996 and 515,000 
last year, in part because of the physical 
expansion made possible by voter bond sup- 
port. While much of that growth is no doubt 
due simply to Austin’s physical and economic 
expansion, Hodge presided over what by all 
accounts is a very successful operation. Why 
would he jeopardize that success with what 
from this distance looks like a fairly penny- 
ante scam? 

At What Price? 

What’s gotten most of the attention thus 
far, perhaps because it’s the easiest detail to 
understand, is the apparent altering of those 
customer-service surveys that conventioneers 
complete to rate the center on its services. 
According to Garza, there are three basic com- 
ponents to the “gain-sharing” program avail- 
able to employees of the Convention Center 
Department (and also the Aviation Department, 
i.e., Austin-Bergstrom International Airport), 
who share financial bonuses if the whole 
department meets its annual goals. First, there 
are the surveys themselves, for which an overall 
“customer satisfaction” goal (e.g., 4.5 on a five- 
point scale) becomes a benchmark for bonuses 
based on rank. Secondly, there must be a pool

of bonus money available from departmental 
income in a given year to invoke the program. 
And finally, annual expenditures must meet or 
be below budget goals for that year. “We recog- 
nize that this is a very competitive industry,” 
said Garza, “and that Austin is competing for 
a limited number of events and people don’t 
have to choose Austin. The program is a way of 
creating economic incentives for our employ- 
ees in that competition.” 

Unfortunately, the program also creates a 
potential incentive for cheating on the surveys 
or the survey calculations, and Hodge stands 
accused of personally collecting and tamper- 
ing with the raw surveys, even discarding low 
scores. Since Hodge’s firing, the city has taken 
steps to remove the survey analysis from the 
hands of anyone with a financial stake in the

outcome; why that wouldn’t have been done 
from the program’s inception suggests some- 
thing about small-town naivete from another 
place and time. (Hodge allegedly personally 
scuttled a computerized survey that would 
have prevented tampering.) 

What’s more puzzling about the survey mat- 
ter is why Hodge would take the obvious risk 
- readily spotted by employee whistle-blowers, 
who alerted the city auditor - for what seems 
like pretty small potatoes, at least in his own 
case. With his base salary at $152,700, his 
$9,600 (before tax) 2006 bonus shouldn’t 
have looked all that juicy, although distribut- 
ing more than $400,000 to employees is quite 
a departmental gold star - yet it isn’t even yet 
confirmed that the alleged tampering was nec- 
essary to that year’s bonuses. 

Visibly more troubling is the money - the 
warrants estimate $600,000 from 2004 to 
2006 - allegedly shifted from a contract-desig- 
nated equipment repair and purchasing fund 
to what may have been unauthorized expen- 
ditures on whatever Hodge deemed necessary, 


although the nature of those expenditures 
remains vague. The warrants also allege viola- 
tions of state procurement laws, use of illegal 
sole-source contracts, “and that some of these 
contracts had been given to Hodge’s friends.” 

Blowing the Whistle 

Beyond Futrell’s abrupt dismissal of Hodge, 
these investigatory charges remain unproven 
allegations, and it remains to be seen whether 
the issue will be serious personal enrichment 
or instead the kind of endemic scratch-my- 
back culture that is all too familiar from con- 
tracting of any kind, public and private. Thus 
far, the seizure of high-end golf balls from 
Hodge’s home doesn’t argue major corrup- 
tion but the more ordinary kinds that all flesh 
is heir to, like those folks 
who blithely walk off with 
the silverware from conven- 
tion hotels. It’s worth not- 
ing that there is a persis- 
tent but mostly untraceable 
buzz about self-dealing in 
city contracting operations, 
and this tale will hardly 
help quench it. But the DA’s 
investigation and the city’s 
eventual response will be 
telling in what it says about 
Austin’s reputation and institutional culture 
and whether Hodge’s predicament marks the 
end of a small-town way of doing city business 
- or the beginning of a big-city atmosphere of 
professionalization, stronger financial checks 
and balances, and periodic investigations and 
reform of procedures that for too long have 
been taken for granted. 

In the meantime, four whistle-blowing 
employees are named in the search warrants as 
originating the allegations against Hodge, 
although I won’t name them here, because 
they haven’t decided yet if they wish to go fully 
public. If the legal matters proceed, they will 
likely have little choice down the line. They are 
to be commended for going to the city auditor 
with their suspicions about Convention Center 
procedures early this year; according to Garza, 
that’s the first moment Hodge’s superiors got 
wind that anything might be wrong in the 
department. Let’s hope that’s true, and let’s hope 
that the city recognizes the extraordinary ser- 
vice of workers who at the least certainly risked 
their jobs to do what’s right by Austin. ■ 


In the laudatory welter of adulation that 
was City Manager Toby Futrell’s perfor- 
mance evaluation last week, Betty Dun- 
kerley thanked her for “coming through a 
really tough year.” We had to wonder, tough 
for whom: the city or Toby? 

Despite the fluffy clouds of council’s com- 
ment - the toughest debate was if Futrell is 
the best city manager “in the country" 
(Brewster McCracken) or “in the world” 
(Dunkerley) - the review was slightly more 
subdued than last year's bash, when 
Futrell’s $36,000 boost to approximately 
$232,000 a year was immediately trumpet- 
ed in a press release from her office min- 
utes later. No, if last year was the raging 
kegger, then this was more along the lines 
of drinks at a friend’s house. Tito’s Vodka, 
to be accurate - in a complete coincidence, 
we’re assured, one of the city’s proclama- 
tions that meeting went to hooch-distiller 
Tito Beveridge, who repaid the favor by giv- 
ing the mayor a bottle of his namesake 
liquor, which promptly disappeared behind 
the dais and was never seen again. 

Going into the evaluation, you’d think a 
stiff drink would’ve been in order - but not 
for celebratory reasons. The still-warm 
search warrant served that day on the office 
of former Convention Center director Bob 
Hodge was only the capper on a long list of 
troubling occurrences at the city under 
Futrell’s watch last year. Aside from the still- 
unfurling Convention Center shenanigans, 
there’s been: on-duty porn viewing by EMS; 
untrustworthy information at the Small and 
Minority Business Resources Department; a 
delay in naming police chief finalists, while 
the cop shop reportedly flounders; Futrell’s 
hand-wringing over spiraling police overtime 
(somewhat disingenuous considering her 
office sold the budget to council amid con- 
cerns the overtime budget wasn’t enough); 
a massive audit of the water utility for 
wastefulness, along with the uncertain 
future of Water Treatment Plant No. 4 and 
unseemly allegations stemming from former 
project manager Bill Moriarty's dismissal; 
and most prominently, an abdication of pro- 
active city planning, leaving neighborhoods 
to fend for themselves while the city inexpli- 


cably drag-assed everything from the Big 
Box Ordinance to affordability and PUD stan- 
dards. This culminated in the biggest blun- 
der of them all: Northcross, where, despite 
her acknowledged conflict-of-interest in 
cases involving Wal-Mart, the Best City 
Manager in the World didn’t recuse herself 
until everything had long been approved. 

Oops. 

Don’t get us wrong; we’re not eager to 
see Futrell get all Khalid Sheikh Mohammed 
on our asses and cop to raining out Easter 
Sunday and busting FactoryPeople. But an 
acknowledgment of the massive challenge 
facing the city in the face of unprecedented 
growth would have been nice. True, the 
boom she’s presiding over is surely the envy 
of city planners everywhere. But her reluc- 
tance to differentiate or qualify economic 
development - as we’ve seen by the city’s 
laissez-faire handling of Northcross - has 
created such blowback that one massive, 
motivated, and pissed-off neighborhood 
group (Responsible Growth for Northcross) 
is calling for a referendum on her very office 
next election. 

Not exactly the envy of city managers 
worldwide. 

Mike Martinez made the sole attempt to 
temper his acclaim, obliquely noting that 
he’d “been critical” in the past (not of Fut- 
rell, mind you, but faceless “city concerns"). 
But it was plainly Futrell’s day Thursday. 
Maybe council leveled with her more behind 
close doors, in executive session - likely 
between shots of Tito’s. 

□

"U.S. District Judge Barry 
Ted Moskowitz ordered each to serve 1,040 hours of community 
service and spend three years on probation," the AP also notes. 


Wal-Mart may be drastically underestimating the number of car trips its 
planned supercenter at Northcross will generate, according to a traffic-impact 
study discussed before City Council last week. According to an article in the 
ITE Journal (Institute of Transportation Engineers), the traffic draw of 200,000- 
plus-square-foot supercenters is 5.5 trips per 1,000 square feet, compared to 
3.9 trips for smaller stores. Brewster McCracken said that even at a slightly 
smaller 219,000 square feet (down from 225,000), “under this new data, 
there’s 50 percent more traffic than the bigger store would have had in the 
old data.” By way of comparison, in a follow-up e-mail, McCracken writes, “in 
the case of the Ben White Super Wal-Mart, in fact it appears the traffic impact 
is 100% greater, not 50% greater" - citing Wal-Mart’s adjusted traffic-impact 
analysis of 8,648 trips per day for the store and gas station, compared to 
what city staff actually recorded: on Tuesday, Jan. 9, city staff counted 14,192 
trips in 24 hours, while on Saturday, Jan. 27, there were 17,453 - “That is 
over 100 percent higher than what Wal-Mart stated." At council, McCracken 
said if the counts are that inaccurate, “the city has the authority to require 
mixed-use or smaller store size” to mitigate traffic. “The next step is to find 
out what the truth is.” For more on this story, check out Chronic, the 
Chronicle's news blog, at austinchronicle.com/chronic.

Monday night’s meeting of the Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization’s Transportation Policy Board was a low-key affair, despite 
the serious changes that new Chair Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, has brought 
to the regional planning committee. As of this month, most of the elected 
officials on the board are gone, replaced by small-city representatives. And 
Watson has added a peer-review committee to take a look at standing trans- 
portation organizations such as Capital Metro and the Central Texas Regional 
Mobility Authority. As of now, the 18-member board includes Watson, Austin 
Mayor Will Wynn, and three City Council members; three Travis County com- 
missioners; the mayors of four smaller cities, including Round Rock; the Hays 
County judge; a Williamson County commissioner; plus state Reps. Eddie 
Rodriguez, D-Austin, and Mike Krusee, R-Taylor. Capital Metro and TxDOT also 
still have representatives on the board. - K.R. 

Concordia University is moving. Dual land deals - one to sell Concordia’s 
existing 22-acre site on the edge of Downtown Austin and the other to buy a 
major chunk of the Schlumberger tract in far North Austin for a new campus - 
closed simultaneously. Concordia’s existing campus site will be redeveloped 
as a high-density mixed-use planned unit development, although the develop- 
er continues to wrangle with the Historic Landmark Commission over how to 
preserve elements of the original historic building on the Concordia site. The 
facade of Killian Hall will be taken to the new campus and incorporated into 
the new campus construction. - K.R. 

Nonprofit Liveable City has announced the recipients of this year’s Vision 
Awards. Corresponding to a theme of Innovative Public Engagement, the 
recipients are Responsible Growth for Northcross, the Mueller Neighborhood 
Coalition, the St. Johns neighborhood, SaveTownLake.org, and Downtown (the 


locally produced television show). Liveable City grants its Vision Awards annu- 
ally to recognize people, organizations, and community efforts that demon- 
strate commitment to improving life in Austin.

Perhaps at its next retreat, council can 
squeeze in a remedial poetry class. - Katherine Gregor

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


At press time, the execution of James Lee Clark, convicted and sentenced 
to die for the 1993 robbery, rape, and murder of a 17-year-old girl in Denton 
County, was set to go, which would make him the 13th inmate executed in 
Huntsville so far this year. Five executions were carried out in March - includ- 
ing those of Charles Nealy, condemned to death for murdering a clerk in the 
course of robbing a Dallas convenience store; Vincent Gutierrez, sentenced 
to die for a carjacking and murder committed when he was just 18; and Roy 
Pippin, executed for his role in the kidnapping and murder of two men sus- 
pected of absconding with $1.6 million in drug money from a Colombian drug 
organization to which Pippin was linked. Clark's death Wednesday night brings 
Gov. Rick Perry’s official execution total to 152, notes the Texas Coalition to 
Abolish the Death Penalty, tying the record of Perry's predecessor, George W. 
Bush. With eight executions already scheduled through mid-August, Perry is 
poised to take over as the reigning King of the Damned. - Jordan Smith 

Texans could lose the right to find out what’s happening on 20 million acres 
of state-owned land if a bill currently before the House passes. HB 699, 
sponsored by Rep. Sylvester Turner, D-Houston, changes the secrecy rules 
about deals between the Texas General Land Office and private firms. 
Currently, all property deals struck by the GLO, which administers state prop- 
erty and leases out its valuable mineral rights, are open under the Texas 
Freedom of Information Act: If the bill passes, these deals would be secret 
until the entire property has been sold. According to GLO commissioner Jerry 
Patterson, "Everything that is currently subject to public disclosure will 
remain so. All this does is allow us to delay disclosure." By withholding sen- 
sitive contract details, he said, the state would keep a strong negotiating 
position on other deals on the same land. However, this means the state 
only has to release information when the land is sold, so all lease or devel- 
opment agreements would remain secret. And if the state sells off a property 
in small parcels, it doesn't have to release anything until all of the land has 
been sold. If the state kept a single square foot of land, the records would 
effectively be permanently sealed. Fred Hartman, chair of the legislative com- 
mittee of the Texas Daily Newspaper Association, said “this bill flies in the 
face of what open government is supposed to be about. We don’t think that 
it serves the public interest whatsoever to take transactions that have previ- 
ously been open to the public and make them secret.” - Richard Whittaker 

The right-wing media and wing-nut blogosphere has been up in arms over 
whether U.S. House Speaker Nancy Pelosi did or didn't violate the Logan 
Act, the law that makes foreign policy the president’s sole purview, when she 
visited Syria.

TXU Meltdown

At a time when major energy bills are at a critical make-or- 
break stage of the legislative process, the “new" TXU had 
hoped by now to be basking in the glow of a successful image- 
building ad campaign. 

TXU is glowing all right, but a radioactive glow is not what 
the state’s largest and politically influential utility company had 
in mind when it set out to win big at the Lege this session. 

Right now, TXU is sitting in the hot seat after a stunning pub- 
lic-relations meltdown late last week. A quick recap is in order: 

First, TXU Wholesale CEO Mike McCall sent a letter to the 
Public Utility Commission threatening to shut down power 
plants in response to a PUC-imposed $210 million fine for 
alleged market manipulation during the long, hot summer of 
2005. The Dallas Morning News published a story about the 
threat. TXU brazenly fired back in an April 5 statement, accus- 
ing the daily of running a story “that some [readers] may mis- 
interpret.” The paper followed up with an editorial blasting the 
utility for penning a PUC letter that “smacks of blackmail.” 
Next, TXU asked the PUC to disregard the letter and issued a 
public apology “for creating any perception of threatening to 
shut down power plants.” 

The utility’s prospective investors, Kohlberg Kravis Rob- 
erts & Co. and Texas Pacific Group, saw an opportunity to 
play up TXU’s stumble and released a statement claiming they 
never saw the PUC letter and that’s not how they intend to do 
business if their pending $45 billion buyout of the company 
wins approval at the federal level. 

Late Tuesday night, McCall appeared before the House 
Committee on Regulated Industries to apologize once 
again, sort of. The controversial letter, he said, “was written in 
a fashion that was easily misunderstood by the public.” 
Committee chair and TXU friend Rep. Phil King, R-Weather- 
ford, was willing to let it go at that, but committee member 
David Swinford, R-Dumas, came down hard on McCall for the 
utility’s sloppy handling of the whole ordeal. Swinford and 
Houston Democrat Sylvester Turner each grilled McCall on 
TXU’s involvement with an amendment to a utility-related bill 
that the House is expected to debate today (Thursday). 

The House versions of Senate bills 482 and 483 are con- 
siderably weaker than the Senate versions, which would, 
among other things, give consumers stronger protections and 
grant the PUC more regulatory authority over electric utilities. 
Another Senate bill also seeks to give the PUC an opportunity 
to review proposed utility sales, such as the one TXU has on 
the table. TXU, of course, favors the House bills over the 
Senate versions, which passed with relative ease. The House 
bills were temporarily derailed last week on points of order 
called by Pasadena Republican Robert Talton. 

Despite TXU’s long-running reputation as an industry bully 
(helped along by Gov. Rick Perry and the Legislature), some 


of its biggest critics were taken aback by the company’s 
botched PR work last week. “TXU has always been the biggest 
and most dominant utility in the state,” said Tom “Smitty” 
Smith, who heads the Texas office of Public Citizen, “but 
this was way over the edge, even for TXU.” 

Sen. Troy Fraser, R-Horseshoe Bay, issued a not-so-sur- 
prised response to the utility’s meltown: “I find it interesting 
they knew they could not shut down power plants without prior 
approval, yet they were still willing to issue unwarranted 
threats,” he said. “This type of behavior is only consistent with 
their track record of ratepayer and market abuse.” Fraser, who 
chairs the Senate Committee on Business & Commerce, is 
not shy about taking TXU to task, despite the utility's gener- 
ous contributions to his campaign coffer. Where TXU is con- 
cerned, he’s the consumer-friendly darling this session. “Chair- 
man Fraser is standing up for consumers,” Smith said. “In 
this particular issue, he is fulfilling the role of the chairman in 
protecting not only his immediate constituency but also the 
citizens across the state.” 

Getting back to the Tuesday night committee meeting, PUC 
Chairman Paul Hudson appeared before members to dis- 
close another TXU-related wrench. Hudson said that 

Sharyland Utilities, a company owned by the wealthy 
Hunt family of Dallas, had claimed to have made 
inquiries into acquiring the electric delivery division 
of TXU but backed off after the company threatened 
litigation - presumably because TXU would prefer to 
sell its entire company to KKR and TPG without set- 
ting off a bidding war. Hudson said he pondered 
what to do with this information for a few days 
before sending what he thought would be a private 
letter, dated April 9, to both Fraser and King. Word 
of the letter leaked out in no time, however. Hudson 
said the governor’s office called him immediately 
requesting a copy of the letter. 

While Hudson appeared more concerned over the 
alleged litigation threat, King took issue with the fact 
that Sharyland would report the matter to the PUC 1 
instead of taking its claim to court. “It’s inappropri- § 
ate to use a state agency in any type of free-market “ 
negotiation," King said. “It’s highly inappropriate.” <

King ratcheted up his disapproval early Wednesday, 
announcing he would ask the attorney general to review the 
latest PUC development. “As I expressed in the hearing last 
night, no party should attempt to use state regulators to 
obtain an advantage in a business negotiation,” King said in a 
statement. “If that occurred, it may not be illegal but it certain- 
ly is highly inappropriate and cannot be tolerated. This episode 
underscores why the PUC should not be in the middle of com- 
plex business negotiations.” For the record, King strongly 
opposes what consumer advocates say is needed most - 
greater regulatory authority over the way electric power utilities 
do business, no matter how complex. ■ 


CAPITOL BRIEFS 


The Texas House passed a two-year moratorium on toll roads 

with up-front concession payments on Tuesday, a deal aimed at 
high-stakes, high-profit roads such as the Trans-Texas Corridor. The 
proposal was attached as an amendment to a bill that bypassed 
the House Transportation Committee, chaired by Rep. Mike Krusee, 
R-Taylor. Krusee has shepherded toll-road legislation through the 
House the last two sessions but was in a distinct minority on 
Tuesday - one of only five votes in the House to oppose the mora- 
torium. North Texas, which has a number of concession deals in 
the works, was carved out of the deal. And the moratorium would 
not apply to most of the Central Texas toll roads, which are backed 
by bonds issued by the Central Texas Regional Mobility Authority.

Legislation that would convert the position of insurance commis- 
sioner from a governor-appointed job to an elected one got a boost 
last week when the 14-year veteran House Insurance Committee 
chair, Rep. John Smithee, R-Amarillo, signed on in support of the 
measure. House Bill 3323, filed last month by Rep. Mark Homer, 
D-Paris, would add the commissioner’s job to the list of four-year 
positions selected by voters during a general election. Homer said 
an elected commissioner would be more accountable to consum- 
ers: “Texans continue to pay more than twice the national average 
to insure their homes,” he said, even though, in 2006, Texas insur- 
ers averaged a nearly 46% profit. “That tells us the system is bro- 
ken. The way the office of the insurance commissioner works today, 
you have one bureaucracy answering to another bureaucracy while 
Texas ratepayers’ bank accounts are being drained." The solution, 
he said, “is an open democratic process.” Smithee’s decision to 
sign on to the measure, Homer said, sends the signal that “govern- 
ment accountability is a bipartisan priority.” - Jordan Smith 
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Hundreds of people marched Tuesday from the state Capitol to City Hall to protest a variety of bills 
in the 80th Legislature that they say are anti-immigrant. Among other speakers, state Rep. Jose 
Menendez of San Antonio said such bills and other anti-immigrant actions are "a hypocrisy that says, 
'We want you to come, we want you to work cheaply, but we don't want to give you any rights.'" 


Arbitrary Justice at TYC 


Joseph Galloway, who last Thursday 
became one of the first inmates to be 
released from the Texas Youth Commission 

system by conservator Jay Kimbrough, filed 
a federal class-action suit Tuesday in Austin, 
naming as co-defendants the guards who 
allegedly assaulted him during his incarcera- 
tion, the guards who failed to protect him, 
and TYC. The suit, which lists 28 defendants, 
alleges physical and sexual abuse, as well as 
multiple violations of Galloway’s civil rights, 
including disability discrimination. In addition 
to unspecified damages, the suit seeks “speedy 
and systemic reform of the whole organiza- 
tion,” said the Texas Civil Rights Project's 
Scott Medlock, Galloway’s attorney. 

Like many other inmates, Galloway had his 
basic sentence extended for seemingly arbi- 
trary reasons before his unexpected release. 
The 19-year-old's family members are asking 
why Galloway was locked away for so long so 
far from home and now has been freed with 
no explanation or apology. 

In March 2003, the then-15-year-old Gallo- 
way entered TYC care, where he alleges he 
was sexually abused by guards and inmates. 
He was never supposed to go into a TYC facil- 
ity in the first place, however. After it was orig- 
inally discovered that he had inappropriately 
touched his twin siblings, a family-court judge 
ordered him to receive counseling. Since 
there were no suitable outpatient resources 
near his home in Houston County, his family 
agreed to let him receive his treatment with 
TYC. Youth sentences are indefinite, suppos- 
edly until the child has been rehabilitated, but 


come with a minimum recommendation - in 
Galloway's case, nine months. Galloway has 
been clinically diagnosed with Tourette’s syn- 
drome, the neurological condition that gives 
sufferers involuntary tics. His behavior, 
caused by his affliction, led to his sentence 
being repeatedly extended, with no due pro- 
cess and no right of appeal. Nine months 
turned into four years. 

According to Medlock, some of the rea- 
sons given for keeping him behind bars 
included sitting in the wrong place in church, 
staring into space in class, and wearing pants 
that were too baggy - even though they had 
been issued to him by TYC. “He was doing 
normal things that normal teenagers do, and 
his sentence at TYC was extended because 
of them,” Medlock said. 

Part of the problem was that Galloway was 
kept far away from his family, Medlock said. 
Like all TYC inmates, Galloway began his sen- 
tence in the Marlin Orientation and Assess- 
ment Unit. Then, rather than being placed 
near his family at Crockett State School, he 
spent 3Y2 years in Giddings State School. A 
three-hour drive from his family, Giddings spe- 
cializes in dealing with the most violent young 
offenders in the system, not at-risk youth like 
Galloway. When his parents complained, he 
was transferred to Evins Regional Juvenile 
Center, more than 400 miles away. When 
TYC become engulfed in scandal two months 
ago, Galloway was finally moved to Crockett. 
His discharge paperwork simply said 
Kimbrough had made an executive decision.

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Revisiting the Capitol View Corridors: 



Where's the View? 

Have an opinion about possible changes to 
the protected Capitol View Corridors? View 
preservation squawkers - and Downtown eco- 
nomic development boosters - will likely want 
to make themselves heard by May 4. That’s 
when the Downtown Commission - asked 
by City Council to review the view corridors 
and recommend updates - will close the win- 
dow for public comments on its March 29 
draft report. 

The Capitol View Corridors were given sepa- 
rate city and state legal protections in 1983, 
in order to preserve views of the state Capitol 
from key vantage points around the city. The 
corridors are defined by plans that limit build- 
ing heights, and thus development, between 
the vantage point and the Capitol. Last Sep- 
tember, after receiving a report from the Down- 
town Commission that detailed the limited 
sites available Downtown for high-rise devel- 
opment (desired for Downtown residential), 
council asked the volunteer, council-appointed 
commission for an inventory and evaluation of 
the corridors - particularly the views from 
highways - as a follow-up research project. 

Whether this project should have been 
assigned to the Downtown Commission at all 
is ethically controversial. Several downtown 
commissioners have inherent conflicts of 
interest; for example, Perry Lorenz, Robert 
Knight, and Tim Finley ail are Downtown 
landowners with their own major development 
deals cooking. Given that Mayor Will Wynn 
recently recused himself, upon the advice of 
city legal, from a council vote on a Downtown 
high-rise project because he owns a Downtown 
condo, giving this job to developers - however 
civic-hearted and fair-minded - has been seen 
as an ill-considered choice by council. 

“The integrity of the city report is subject to 
question because of the real estate holdings 
of those directly participating, and the recom- 
mendations impacting their individual proper- 
ties,” said Joe Pinnelli, a former president of 
the Heritage Society of Austin. “The city’s 


minimal ethics requirements seem to have 
been simply disregarded. We look forward to 
an explanation.” 

Back in February, Julian Read, a member 
of the society’s executive committee, also 
expressed worry about the report. “The Herit- 
age Society of Austin is extremely concerned 
about the review initiated by the Downtown 
Commission,” Read said. “The commission 
has pursued its review on this important 
issue with no involvement or testimony from 
the vast preservation community that can tes- 
tify to the inherent economic and cultural 
value of preserving views of the Capitol.” 

HSA is reviewing the report and plans to 
submit a detailed response. Read said in 
February that HSA “will strongly oppose any 
modification of the existing Capitol View Corri- 
dors.” Pinnelli said after the draft report’s 
release, “Some of the recommendations may 
be reasonable - but others raise significant 
concerns. For example, the recommendation 
to completely eliminate the view corridor bene- 
fiting the largest area of East Austin, CVC 10, 
while views impacting other sections of the 
city are preserved or merely modified, raises 
an issue of equitable treatment that the com- 
mission - and the city - must address.” East 
Austin residents have expressed concern 
about having their views taken away, and 
treated as less important than west-side 
views; any altering of views from the east and 
southeast may prove the most controversial. 

Most of the draft report recommendations 
are mild. The Downtown Commission recom- 
mended “No Change” for 19 of the 30 exist- 
ing view corridors. The remaining 11 are rec- 
ommended for re-evaluation, modification, or 
further study. Of these, three are technical 
corrections only, and three more are adjust- 
ments that would reconcile conflicting state 
and city definitions of the corridors. For two 
(Mueller and LBJ Library), the recommenda- 
tion is simply to update - to omit portions of 
the view that already have been, or soon will 


be, obscured. That leaves three recommended 
changes to highway corridor views (from 
MoPac and northbound 1-35) and one to the 
view corridor from Wooldridge Square Park 

- all likely to spawn controversy and debate. 
Altering the views from the east and south- 
east may prove the most controversial, as 
East Austin residents have already expressed 
concern about having their views taken away. 

In truth, a few of the vantage points select- 
ed back in 1983 now appear rather random. 

In a number of cases, the views have become 
partially obscured. The accompanying photos 
in the “Downtown Development and 
Capitol View Corridors” report - which 
show the actual view today from each vantage 
point that defines a corridor - make a compel- 
ling case that it would not be heresy to con- 
sider in a public dialogue, at least, updating 
or correcting some view corridors. 

The Downtown Commission is scheduled to 
further discuss the draft report at a public 


meeting on Wednesday, April 18, at 5:30pm 
at City Hall. Commissioners hope to finalize 
and approve the report at their May 16 meet- 
ing. Their recommendations then will go to 
City Council - offering another opportunity for 
public dialogue. But nothing is likely to 
change too quickly; enacting the recommen- 
dations in the report will require action by 
either council, the Texas Legislature, or both. 

“The people pushing this need to under- 
stand that the Capitol views belong to all the 
people of Texas, not land speculators and 
developers,” said former state senator and 
U.S. Rep. Craig Washington, who was instru- 
mental in passing the state legislation to pro- 
tect the views. - Katherine Gregor

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KEYSTONE KRIMINALS KAUGHT 

After their photos ran on the local evening news, mem- 
bers of the Midgetville Gang - the mental giants who broke 
into gamer Richard Garriott's property on Coldwater 
Canyon in southwestern Travis Co. in February, stole a 
bunch of liquor and wine, and then dropped a digital camera 
they’d used to photograph themselves during the burglary - 
began singing like birds to Travis Co. Sheriffs Office 
Detective Don Rios. According to their statements, the 
group of nine (ranging in age from 18 to 22) was hanging 
out at the Loop 360 overlook by the Pennybacker Bridge 
when one of them suggested they take a walk over to 
“Midgetville," the name they'd given to Garriott’s property and its “numerous" small buildings. 
(Get it? Small buildings equals Midgetville. Clever, eh?) Apparently, at least one member of the 
group, Travis Foxell, told the others he’d been to the property before and allegedly showed off 
the “tavern pipes and minted coins" that were souvenirs of the experience - interestingly 
enough, Garriott’s property had also been burgled before. Ignoring the “no trespassing” signs, 
the gang ambled onto the property, broke into several of the small buildings, and thieved, it 
seems, whatever liquor they could get their hands on. According to arrest affidavits filed last 
week, after the partners in crime saw their mugs flashed on the news, they knew the jig was 
up. Despite an apparent plan to offer a cover story about the reason they were on the property, 
five flipped, fessing up to the fuzz. All nine have been charged with burglary (a state jail felony) 
and/or criminal trespassing (a class B misdemeanor). - Jordan Smith

What Would 
Andres Duany Do? 

The town-planning messiah fixes Austin

Andres Duany is the New Urbanist guru. So when he was 
in town recently, I took the opportunity to chat him up over a 
beer at the Cedar Door about solving Austin’s various current 
urban-design and planning conundrums. 

Duany helped found, and for the past quarter-century has 
passionately advanced, the New Urbanism movement. 
Together with his wife and collaborator, Elizabeth Plater- 
Zyberk, Duany has profoundly altered 
urban planning and development practice. 

The Miami-based Duany Plater-Zyberk & 

Co. helped create the Traditional 
Neighborhood Development Ordinance, 
an influential model for pedestrian-orient- 
ed, mixed-use compact urban growth as 
an antidote to suburban sprawl; TND 
design principles strongly influenced 
Austin’s own recently adopted Design 
Standards and Mixed-Use Ordinance. 

Duany first received recognition in 1980 
for the neo-traditional community of 
Seaside, Fla. (described by Time as “the 
most astounding design achievement of 
its era"), Since then, Duany and his firm 
have designed some 300 new towns, 
regional plans, and community-revitaliza- 
tion projects. The company now focuses 
on creating urban plans that are carefully 
integrated into SmartCode design codes 
and local land-development codes. 

Duany gave a public SmartCode talk in Austin at the end of 
March to help create excitement about Austin’s hosting of the 
2008 Congress for the New Urbanism conference next 
April. Afterward, he offered savvy advice about Austin’s current 
development and urban-planning challenges - variations on 
issues he’s seen repeatedly in communities nationwide. 

On the Downtown cityscape visible from the Cedar Door, 
which overlooks the Downtown block where Las Manitas and 
other small local businesses are being displaced for a Marriott 
Hotel complex: 

“I’m disappointed in what I see here. This city is acting like 
a beggar, with a beggar mentality. It’s acting like it needs the 
Marriott. There may have been a time when you needed the 
Marriott, but you don’t now. Austin is hot! You don’t have to go 
out on every date! But there’s something left over here about 
an inferiority complex. You should see how New York acts, how 


L.A. acts - you should see how Paris acts. Austin accepts too 
many things that others would not. 

“Austin should have high self-esteem as a city, but from 
what I’m seeing, it hasn’t yet become ingrained. It’s like, 
‘We’re country folk, really; we don’t trust that we’ve arrived.’ 
You need to say instead, ‘We’re a very desirable city. We no 
longer will put up with B-grade service from developers. We 
demand and deserve A-service. Superb service! 

“Austin should stop acting like a cheap date - and ask its 
suitors to dress properly and take her out to a good restaurant.” 

On whether Austin needs to do a comprehensive citywide 
urban plan rather than a collage of neighborhood plans: 

“You have to get the increment of planning correction. The 
planner’s role is to create a system that allows the smallest 
possible effective increment to make a decision. Acting at the 
neighborhood level, a city can design itself. 

“Democracy is a series of adjustments. It’s normal for plan- 
ning sentiments to swing back and forth, between a pro-devel- 
opment phase and then a slow-growth or 
no-development phase. The best thing is 
to change government often, to keep the 
oscillations short.” 

On preventing future neighborhood vs. 
developer battles, like those with 
Northcross and Concordia: 

“The citizens need design services. You 
need an ongoing town architect position 
that inexpensively provides urban-design 
services to the citizens and the neighbor- 
hoods. Citizens petition to qualify for the 
services of the town architect. The town 
architect works with them to create coun- 
terprojects - counters to the developers’ 
proposals - so the citizens can do some- 
thing other than say ‘no.’ The counterpro- 
ject they create must be the same pro- 
gram, with the same entitlements. And 
the developer might participate with the 
town architect. Then you give the counter- 
proposal, as an alternative, to the City 
Council and let them be the final judge. 

“You also need to rewrite code. You need a simple perfor- 
mance code, a people’s code. It can’t be so advanced that to 
be implemented it requires a bureaucracy that's nonexistent.” 

On fixing Austin's Planned Unit Development ordinance: 

“The language of law does not resolve it; the language of 
design resolves it. That’s the disease of the PUD ordinance: 

By not requiring design, it empowers the lawyers. You need to 
write another ordinance that requires design standards. Get 
rid of the PUD code. You can’t fix it. Write a preferred alterna- 
tive, an option that’s better. 

“The PUD can’t just be an outline. It has to say what a 
‘superior’ development means. Here’s what ‘superior’ should 
mean: connective, compact, complete, comfortable, convivial, 
conservant. Connective means properly related. Compact 
means arranged in as small a place as possible. Complete 


means lacking none of the parts. Comfortable means provid- 
ing ease and enjoyment. Convivial means a diversity of hous- 
ing types. Conservant means preserving natural resources.” 

On inner-city circulator rail: 

“You don’t have the fabric yet for it to be successful. Austin 
doesn’t have enough walkable stuff. Look at the history of 
what’s happened in lots of other cities - Miami is a good 
example, a famous example; look at what happened when they 
built the Metrorail in ’78. Only now is the urban pattern com- 
ing in to support it. Nobody used it; everyone made fun of it. 

“Building transit first gives transit a bad name. You have to 
build the urban pattern first, achieve the density. Then do your 
transit next. 

“The good thing about a bus is you can remove it if it gets 
embarrassing. You need to make a rail reservation in the city 
infrastructure now, but don't build it yet. You’ll know when you 
need it; it will be so evident. There has to be a pain factor.” 

On sustainable cities and global warming: 

“I think it’s too early for real sacrifice. The people that are 
really going to walk, not drive, are still under 20 years old. 
They’re the first generation that’s been brainwashed on the 
environment since kindergarten. So start planning for them, 
but we're not quite there yet. The real environmentalists will be 
buying real estate in about another five years - they’re the ones 
who will do with less for the sake of doing the right thing.” 

On integrating the Austin Climate Protection Plan into the 
building code and neighborhood plans: 

“Adopt it by sectors of the city. Pick the neighborhoods 
most likely to support changes, and make those your ‘early 
adopter’ sectors.” 


Priming the Urban Pump 

Austin will host the 16th annual Congress for the New Urban- 
ism conference April 3-6, 2008. According to the CNU Web site 
(www.cnu.org), “New Urbanism is repairing the damage done to 
our cities through environmental degradation, misguided infra- 
structure projects, and designs that isolated the poor." CNU XVI: 
New Urbanism and the Booming Metropolis will bring to Austin 
“the world's experts in enhancing walkable, sustainable mixed-use 
development" to explore strategies for enhancing the character 
and function of communities. The 2,000 participants annually 
include developers, architects, landscape architects, town plan- 
ners, urban designers, real estate professionals, consultants, and 
government officials. 

Conference organizers hope CNU XVI will positively shape 
growth and development patterns in the Austin region - as has 
occurred in other host cities. “With the rapid development occur- 
ring as more and more people are moving to our community, it’s 
imperative that growth happen in a responsible way. We hope this 
conference will help promote smart growth in Austin and through- 
out Central Texas,” said Austan Librach, president of the Central 
Texas CNU Organizing Committee. - K.G.

Barton Springs Pool 
Master Plan 

Do you love Barton Springs? The city of 
Austin is seeking public input on a master plan

Barton Springs Pool. Improvements to be con- 
sidered include the facilities, grounds, infra- 
structure, water quality, and salamander habitat 
conditions. At a town hall meeting on 
Monday, April 16, at 6pm, city staff and consul- 
tants will gather citizen comments (each speak- 
er is limited to three minutes). The public input 
will influence a list of short-term projects to be 
presented to City Council for review in early 
summer, with final approval by late summer. A 
list of long-term projects also will be generated. 


Opportunity Mapping 

Community Partnership for the Homeless 
held a well-attended luncheon event on March 
21, Opportunity Mapping: Leveling Central 
Texas’ Playing Field, to unveil the results of 
a study with far-reaching implications for land- 
use development and the siting of affordable 
housing. Opportunity mapping previously has 
been used in other U.S. cities to identify geo- 
graphic patterns of societal opportunity - 
measured by indicators such as access to 
education, transportation, affordable housing, 
and health care. 

The thought-provoking local report "The 
Geography of Opportunity: Austin Region’’ was 
presented by its author John A. Powell, execu- 
tive director of the Kirwan Institute for the Study 
of Race & Ethnicity in Columbus, Ohio. The 
report and intriguing, colorful maps and graph- 
ics are now online atvwvw.austinhomeless.org. 
Perhaps most striking was Powell’s strong rec- 


ommendation that new subsidized and afford- 
able-housing projects should not be located on 
cheap land, located in outlying areas that are 
far from the axis of opportunity; instead such 
housing should be close-in, so that residents 
can access resources to improve their lives. At 
a subsequent Planning Commission meeting, 
Commissioner Cid Galindo called for this con- 
clusion - and the Central Texas opportunity 
maps - to be considered in all new city of 
Austin affordable-housing initiatives. 

The nonprofit’s board president is develop- 
er Tom Stacy, president and CEO of T. Stacy & 
Associates, known for his work with landmark 
Downtown properties such as the Scarborough 
Building, Littlefield Complex, and the Stephen 
F. Austin Hotel. In conjunction with requested 
upzoning for a planned condo tower near 
Fifth and Congress, Stacy has offered as a 
community benefit a $250,000 donation to 
Community Partnership for the Homeless, to 
be used for affordable housing. 

Conservation 
Development Design 

Randall Arendt, a leading national expert 
on conservation design, will present a public 
workshop in Hays County. Arendt is a nation- 
ally known planner who focuses on green 
building and conservation design (for subdivi- 
sions that dedicate at least 50% of the land 
for permanent preservation). Land planners, 
large landowners, and developers working in 
the Texas Hill Country are encouraged to 
attend, as are real estate professionals and 
public policy makers. 

The event is Monday, April 16, 3:30-8:30pm 
at the Hays Consolidated Independent School 
District Performing Arts Center in Kyle (dinner 
provided by the Salt Lick). Travis Co. recently 
passed a conservation subdivision ordinance 
to promote the practice; the city of Austin 
now is actively exploring adoption of a similar 
ordinance. The event is hosted by Hays Co. 
commissioners Jeff Barton and Karen Ford, 
with support from the Hill Country Alliance.

What Should Replace 
the Farmers' Market? 

Travis County is selling the 2.3 acre proper- 
ty on Burnet Road that long has been home 
to the Travis County Farmers’ Market. On 

March 21, County Commissioner Sarah 
Eckhardt hosted a public hearing for area resi- 
dents to review three alternative private rede- 
velopment concepts for the property - by 
developers who all promised to follow the 
2004 Brentwood/Highland Neighborhood 
Plan, which allows for mixed use on the site. 
However, the eventual purchaser of the prop- 
erty cannot be required to follow the redevel- 
opment concept they presented at the neigh- 
borhood hearing, according to Crestview resi- 
dent Steve Kuehner. Look for a sale by late 
summer, with redevelopment beginning in mid-

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Council: 

Call Me a 
(Lone Star) Cab! 

In a relatively rare split decision, 

City Council decided last Thursday 
(first reading only) to award Austin’s 
new taxi franchise and 55 permits to 
Lone Star Cab Co., bucking staff and 
commission recommendations that 
rival Capital City Cab Co. get the 
nod. In an evaluation matrix, Capital 
City outscored Lone Star by a single 
point, but Council Member Mike 
Martinez, who led the 4-3 vote, felt 
Lone Star’s unique business model 
would be “best for the citizens and 
best for the cab industry.” 

Lone Star will be an owner-operated 
or co-op style business. “The owner- 
operated business model empowers 
drivers and incentivizes them to provide better service,” said 
Martinez. “It’s an extremely unique opportunity to create a 
franchise of this measure.” Lone Star founder Solomon 
Kassa describes the company as “kind of a hybrid of co-op 
and corporate. ... It’s there to sell shares to drivers” should 
they wish to become shareholders in the company. (If they 
don't, Kassa says his company’s comparatively lower terminal 
fees and rental rates will still be a boon to drivers.) Aside 


from providing funding, these owner-opera- 
tors will also form a board of directors, 
which, in turn, will hire a manager to over- 
see the company; Kassa compared it to 
Austin's form of government, under which 
City Council hires a city manager to over- 
see daily operations. “This is one more 
step forward in our efforts since 2002,” 
says Kassa (Lone Star was denied a cab 
franchise in 2003 on the grounds the mar- 
ket was already too crowded). An Ethiopian 
immigrant, Kassa called the opportunity 
“the right way to bring our American dream 
forward.” Martinez also applauded Lone 
Star’s computerized dispatch service as 
safer for passengers. 

Over recent weeks, Martinez had steadily 
morphed into the council leader in the fran- 
chise debate. He noted from the dais that 
his office had been responsible for the 
delay in naming the winner (originally 
scheduled in January), as he requested the 
city auditor examine each applicant’s 
finances more closely. While nothing came 
back on Lone Star or third-place applicant 
Longhorn Cab initially, the auditor noted discrepancies in 
Capital City’s application. While a follow-up from the auditor 
dispelled the questions about Capital City’s cash-on-hand and 
business relationships with other franchises, it’s likely the 
extra attention they received didn’t help any. “There were 
some questions that were answered that pointed to informa- 
tion staff didn’t look at," Martinez says, noting that the final 
decision rests with council. 


That decision passed by only a single vote, 4-3, which 
means the council will have to revisit the matter on second 
and third readings. Voting with Martinez were Jennifer Kim, Lee 
Leffingwell, and Will Wynn; Sheryl Cole made the unsuccessful 
motion to give the franchise to Capital City, supported by Betty 
Dunkerley and Brewster McCracken. Echoing Dunkerley’s com- 
ments from the dais, Cole said, “I wanted to go with the staff 
recommendation and the [Urban Transportation Commission] 
recommendation. The taxicab union [the ad-hoc United Cab 
Drivers Association, not a recognized union] also supported 
Capital City.” Cole was also concerned that with only a scant 
55 permits to be issued, the winning company should be the 
strongest financially. Kim countered, “If it turns out [Lone Star] 
can’t handle it, we’ll pull the franchise back, and we’ll go 
through this again, but I believe it’s worth giving them a shot.” 
The hearing Thursday morning was crowded and conten- 
tious, with dozens of drivers jammed into City Hall and not shy 
to express their opinions, occasionally doing themselves no 
favors. The delay in picking a winner prompted one speaker - 
Ray Castro, a Capital City advocate - to ask council, “Is 
somebody lining your pockets?" It drew an angry - or, more 
precisely, pissed-off - response from Will Wynn. “I’m not going 
to sit here and listen to you make some accusation about my 
council colleagues or I lining our pockets by not granting a cab 
franchise. ... You're about to lose a vote,” he said, before 
forcefully ordering Castro to sit down. “We’re not going take 
that lightly - I'm certainly not,” said Martinez, noting it was 
the second time such accusations flew from Capital City 
boosters. “I’m glad the mayor reacted the way he did.” 

The debate isn’t entirely over, as both companies are likely 
to keep twisting arms while the final approval hangs fire. We’ll 
see if more bad blood spills at second and third readings.

Fixing 290: 

A Different Alternative 

Put another option on the table to help fix U.S. 290 West 
through Oak Hill: Build a bypass around the area by complet- 
ing another segment of State Highway 45. 

The alternative was raised during a discussion with 
Commissioner Gerald Daugherty at Fix290’s forum last week. 
David Richardson, an Oak Hill community leader, asked 
Daugherty whether he had heard of the proposal to build a new 
bypass as a way to divert traffic around Oak Hill. By connecting 
SH 45 between Highway 290 and FM 1826, traffic could be 
diverted across Travis County and tunneled onto MoPac. 

Carol Cespedes, who facilitates the Fix290 group, is quick to 
say that this is not an option that has been formally endorsed by 
the group. And Colin Clark of Save Our Springs Alliance - 
which has been active in the Fix290 group - says SOS would not 
support such a measure. Richardson says the road project - once 
in the region’s long-term road plan - was removed after the Save 
Our Springs Ordinance was passed, but he adds that the seg- 
ment is not as problematic as others in more sensitive areas. 


Daugherty was open to the idea of the bypass, although 
he pointed out that diverting traffic to the south end of 
MoPac simply clogged a second roadway that also is over- 
burdened. But given the logistical nightmare that U.S. 290 
West/Highway 71 actually is, be it as a tollway or a park- 
way - squeezing too many lanes through a minicanyon in an 
ecologically sensitive area - it’s an interesting proposal. 

District engineer Bob Daigh has promised to meet with 
U.S. 290 stakeholders to assess options on the U.S. 290 
West/Highway 71 project, possibly as early as mid-May. 

Daigh says it will not be a “this way or the highway” dis- 
cussion. Instead, Daigh and his staff will outline the trade- 
offs for various options on the highway project, from the 
number of lanes to the placement of exits to the height of 
the roadway. 

Daugherty told the group that Fix290’s parkway plan would 
be an easy vote before the Capital Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organization board - if that’s what the Texas 
Department of Transportation recommends - but urged the 
group to consider compromise if TxDOT does not support the 
parkway. The Fix290 group has been skeptical, at best, when 
it comes to TxDOT’s willingness to consider Fix290’s proposal, 
which would de-elevate the tollway through Oak Hill.

“I will defend TxDOT to this degree,” Daugherty told the 
group. “These folks are putting time in to put up - at least - 
an attempt to come up with a plan that will mitigate some of 
the things that some of the people out here have had as prob- 
lems with this project.” - Kimberly Reeves

Refugees Remain in Taylor Prison

The T. Don Hutto Residential Center in Taylor, which critics say would be better described 
as a prison camp, still has several children incarcerated inside with their families. 


By now, most of the country has heard of 

the T. Don Hutto Residential Center in 

Taylor, 40 miles north of Austin. About four 
months ago, protests outside the detention 
center, organized by the human-rights coalition 

Texans United for Families, garnered local 
coverage that soon turned national. In 
February, the New York-based Women's Com- 
mission for Refugee Women and Children 

visited the Flutto facility and called for its 
immediate closure, stating that the standards 
of care - from the food to education to health 
care - are unacceptable. Small changes have 
since been made to the educational program, 
which was recently increased from two hours 
a day to seven. The facility - run by the larg- 
est private prison company in the world, 
Corrections Corporation of America - was 
a prison before it reopened for business 
almost a year ago as a “residential facility” 
for immigrant parents and their children, 
many of whom are asylum seekers. Of course, 
CCA is in the incarceration business, and at 
Flutto, families aren’t held in apartments but 
in prison cells. 

On March 6, the American Civil Liberties 
Union filed a suit against the Department of 
Homeland Security and its secretary, 
Michael Chertoff, calling the Flutto facility in 
violation of Flores v. (Wee se, a 1997 settle- 
ment that established a minimum of stan- 
dards for the care of minors in federal immi- 
gration custody. The suit is filed on behalf of 
10 kids who were incarcerated at Flutto; six 
have since been released with their families: 
Kevin Yourdkhani, Richard Carbajal, 
Angelina Carbajal, Aisha Ibrahim, 
Mohammed Ibrahim, and Bahja Ibrahim. 
Deka Warsame, mother of the Ibrahim chil- 
dren, must wear a tracking device until her 
immigration status is determined, “further 
confirmation that alternatives to detention are 
viable," says Amy Everhart-Davis, communi- 
cations director of the ACLU of Texas. “And 


[it] poses the question of why such alterna- 
tives are not employed in the first place.” 
Congress has stipulated that the detention of 
kids should only occur after ail other alterna- 
tives have been exhausted. Furthermore, as 
Michelle Brane, the director of the WCRWC’s 
Detention and Asylum Program, pointed out in 
testimony before Congress less than a month 
ago, immigration violations are civil offenses, 
not criminal ones. Yet DHS arrests more than 
1.6 million undocumented people each year 
in this country, of whom more than 230,000 
are detained. 

The 1997 settlement upon which the ACLU 
is basing its case requires that the federal 
government actively seek the release of chil- 
dren in its custody unless their safety is in 
question or if there is any indication that they 
will not appear in a court hearing and that 
children be held in the least restrictive setting 
and be provided with adequate food, medical 
care, and education. (Each plaintiff in the 
ACLU case has complaints about life in Flutto, 
from cruel guards to disgusting food to negli- 
gence in health care.) A common argument in 
favor of detention is that people aren't show- 
ing up for their immigration hearings, but 
“that doesn’t apply to one plaintiff in this 
case,” says Vanita Gupta, an ACLU staff 
attorney with the Racial Justice Program. 
Another reason that the federal Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement agency gives for 
the existence of detention centers like Flutto 
is that they’re trying to keep families together, 
which Gupta agrees is of utmost importance. 
“Flowever, there are a lot of intermediate 
steps that the federal government could have 
taken to ensure that its immigration laws 
would be complied with that would be far 
short of detention.” Gupta offers electronic 
monitoring with ankle bracelets as a viable 
option, saying that it is more humane and 
cost-effective than detaining people at Flutto, 
which costs ICE $2.8 million a month. 


Four plaintiffs remain imprisoned at Flutto. 
According to the ACLU, 9-year-old Saule 
Bunikyte and her 15-year-old sister, Egle 
Baubonyte, have been held with their mother, 
Rasa Bunikiene, since Dec. 14, even though 
the mother is married to a U.S. citizen who’s 
willing to have the girls live with him. Four- 
year-old Wesleyann Marieh Emptage has, 
along with her mother, Raouitee Pamela 
Puran, been at Flutto since Dec. 28. Puran 
fled Guyana after her husband was kidnapped 
by forces linked to the government, who then 
threatened to kill the entire family. When she 
applied for a visa to legally enter the U.S., 
she was denied due to lack of assets. She 
came anyway and is now seeking asylum from 
her cell. Finally, 13-year-old Sherona Verdieu 
and her mother, Delourdes, have been held 
at Flutto since Sept. 12, the longest of any of 
the plaintiffs. They fled FHaiti after Delourdes’ 
husband was kidnapped and killed when she 


couldn’t afford the ransom. She, too, is seek- 
ing asylum from behind bars. 

In the four months since the T. Don Flutto 
Residential Center was first brought into the 
public eye, only one elected official has 
called for any action: In February, state Rep. 
Eddie Rodriguez introduced Flouse 
Concurrent Resolution 64, requesting that 
DFIS explore all alternatives to the detention 
of immigrant and asylum-seeking families. It 
was referred to the Flouse Committee on 
State Affairs in February, and no action had 
been taken on it since. - Diana Welch 

Supporters of T. Don Hutto detainees will stage a three- 
day walk this weekend in protest of ICE policies, from the 
state Capitol to the facility in Taylor. Walkers will depart 
from the Capitol steps at 10am Friday and finish at the 
intersection of Springdale Road and U.S. 290; on Saturday 
at 9:30am, they will begin at Manor City Hall (West 
Parsons & South Burnet) and march to Rice’s Crossing 
(Highway 973 & FM 1660); on Sunday, the third leg will 
resume at Rice's Crossing and finish at the T. Don Hutto 
Residential Facility; a vigil will then be held until 8pm. 


Polygamous Possible 
Prophet Update 

According to Warren Jeffs, the prophet leader of polyga- 
mist breakaway Mormon sect the Fundamentalist Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, he’s no prophet at all. 
That’s right, in a handwritten note, scribbled by a shaky and 
frail Jeffs in court March 27, Jeffs reportedly revealed that he 
is, alas, a mere mortal. “I have not been a prophet and am 
not the prophet," he wrote. 

At least that’s the message, as reported by The Salt 
Lake Tribune and the Deseret Morning News. The 
Morning News, whose photographer snapped a 
shot of Jeffs handing the note to his lawyer, actu- 
ally called in a forensic handwriting expert and a 
genealogist to analyze the note, which the paper 
“enhanced” from a blow-up of the original photo. 

All that work - which the paper describes in a 
perky graphic in its April 5 edition - apparently 
yielded little juice. Other than the sentence 
above, the paper deciphered just one additional 
fragment: “failed [to] lead the people of the funda- 
mentalist church.” 

Still, Jeffs’ revelations - if you can call them that - 
are fairly intriguing, and what effect, if any, they’ll 
have on his defense is unknown. According to 


reports in both Salt Lake City dailies, Jeffs first tried to hand 
the mystery note directly to state Judge James Shumate, 
who is presiding over Jeffs’ trial for rape-as-accomplice, where 
Jeffs faces up to life in prison for his role in marrying a 14- 
year-old girl to her older first cousin. Shumate refused to allow 
Jeffs to address the court directly, forcing him instead to hand 
the note over to his attorneys who, the dailies report, have 
declined to comment publicly on its contents. 

So far, Jeffs’ defense attorney Walter Bugden has said 
that the prosecution amounts to little more than religious per- 
secution for the FLDS’ polygamist ways - an argument 
that would be a tad undermined if Jeffs admits he’s no 
man of God. (Not that the persecution defense 
would have gotten Jeffs out of hot water; the 
Utah Supreme Court hasn’t exactly 
embraced that rationale for breaking the 
state’s one-man-one-woman definition of 
marriage.) If Jeffs is actually renouncing 
his lofty position as prophet, however, it 
could hamper his defenders’ ability to keep 
sealed documents they’ve up to now 
claimed are privileged religious materials, 
says Randy Mankin, publisher of the week- 
ly Eldorado Success - who, with his wife, 

, Kathy, broke the story about the FLDS exodus 
f to his West Texas town, where sect members 
have been hard at work building their gated 
Yearning for Zion ranch. 




This isn’t the first time Jeffs has renounced his role as 
prophet, says Mankin, who first heard the news back in 
January when Jeffs apparently made similar statements - that 
“he’d never been the prophet,” Mankin recalls - during a con- 
versation with his brother Nephi, which was videotaped by 
Jeffs’ Utah jailers. That same day, Mankin says, the YFZ ranch 
went completely dark; for two weeks, he says, the West Texas 
flock didn’t turn on a single light (save for two, attached to a 
public water supply that, by law, must remain on). Mankin 
hasn't confirmed a connection between Jeffs’ confession to 
Nephi and the self-imposed blackout (nor what it might mean), 
but the timing was, to say the least, eerily coincidental. The 
lights have since come back on, and the ranch is again bus- 
tling: Mankin says construction at YFZ has continued unabat- 
ed and that the population appears to have grown consider- 
ably. (For more on the FLDS in Eldorado, see “Meet the New 
Neighbors,” July 29, 2005.) Since Jeffs has been in jail, there 
have been numerous reports of FLDS members leaving the 
twin towns of Flilldale, Utah, and Colorado City, Ariz., together 
known as Short Creek, which have served as FLDS’ head- 
quarters for nearly 100 years. While it’s impossible to know 
exactly how many people live at the gated compound in 
Eldorado, Mankin says there were about 80 vehicles on the 
property at last count, up from the 20 or so prior to Jeffs’ cap- 
ture. There are some cars, Mankin says, but the majority are 
trucks and SUVs - for sure, when you’ve got a family of 20 or 
so to cart around, a Kia sedan isn’t exactly practical.

How Do You Pick a Chief? 


APD reviewer list raises questions about the process

Not long after former Austin Police Chief 
Stan Knee retired last spring to take a security 
job in Afghanistan, Austin NAACP President 
Nelson Linder joined representatives of more 
than a dozen local groups that submitted a let- 
ter to City Manager Toby Futrell, asking that 
the city’s search for a new top cop be, in its 
entirety, “open to the public.” Specifically, the 
groups - among them the American Civil 
Liberties Union, Austin Neighborhoods 
Council, and the Gray Panthers - asked that 
the city’s search criteria be made public, that 
the city post a “calendar” of hearings related to 
the selection process, and that citizens be 
allowed to ask direct questions of job candi- 
dates during public hearings. 

These seemed like reasonable requests, given 
the recent state of police-community relations. 
There were the troubling shooting deaths of 
Jesse Lee Owens in 2003 and Daniel Rocha in 
2005, for example, and the 2004 Midtown Live 
nightclub fire that sparked the “bum baby 
bum” fiasco, when responding officers 
exchanged celebratory messages about the fire. 
In the months after the groups submitted the 
letter to Futrell, while the search for a chief 
continued, members of the ad hoc coalition 
had been in communication with city staff, and 
the city had taken steps to keep the public 
apprised, by posting to the city’s Web site a list 
of qualifications and qualities expected in a 
successful applicant, for example. 

Yet on April 4, when the city released a list of 
nine semifinalists, Linder was caught off-guard: 
The city “hadn’t called anybody” from any of 
the coalition groups, he said. Even more trou- 
bling was the concurrent announcement that 
Futrell had already chosen a 10-member panel 
to interview the semifinalist candidates (phase 
one of the final selection process, according to 
the city). The panel is composed primarily of 
city staff, other public officials, and members of 
two chambers of commerce - but is notably 
without a single member from the coalition of 
those groups that have, from the start, been so 
concerned with the necessity of community 
involvement in the hiring process. 


Indeed, the city says it won’t be until phase 
two - after the candidate list is narrowed again, 
to no more than five candidates - that the pro- 
cess will broaden to include direct community 
input, the very situation the community groups 
had hoped to avoid. “We don’t want to be 
invited in at the end of the process,” when city 
management has, implicitly, “already decided” 
who to hire. “The process is flawed, and we’re 
upset,” says Linder. 

The group of candidates includes acting 
APD Chief Cathy Ellison (one of five minority 
candidates and the only woman on the list), 
the current chiefs of the Waco and El Paso 
police departments, a former Houston Police 
Department assistant chief, the former head of 
the U.S. Drug Enforcement Administration, 
and a division chief with the California Highway 
Patrol. (Noticeably absent is Assistant City 
Manager Mike McDonald, a veteran APD offi- 
cer and former APD assistant chief, arguably 
the most qualified in-house choice. McDonald 
didn’t apply for the job, he said, because he 
feels his current job as assistant city manager 
“puts me in a very significant position to 
impact all of public safety” - not only police 
but also fire and EMS, whose administrators 
are within his chain of command.) 

On paper, each of the nine candidates looks 
well-qualified, Linder said. Nonetheless, says 
Debbie Russell of the Austin ACLU (who 
thinks that Linder, who with Ellison co-chaired 
the African-American Quality of Life public 
safety committee, should’ve been tapped to sit 
on the phase-one panel), the fact that Futrell 
has already trimmed the pool to nine, without 
any community input, leads Russell and other 
observers to suspect that Futrell is already eye- 
ing a specific candidate for the post. Linder 
says he believes Futrell already “knows who 
she wants” to hire. Russell concurs, especially 
considering that none of the named interview 
panelists are “really critics of the police depart- 
ment.” She believes it likely that, by the time 
the public is called on for input, the choice 
will, for the most part, already have been made. 
“The only reason I can think of” for doing

things this way, says Russell, is to send “a loud 
and clear message that [the city] doesn’t want 
our involvement.” 

The notion that city management might 
already have someone in mind to be chief - or 
that Futrell will have made her own choice by 
the time there are just two or three candidates 
remaining - isn’t much of a stretch. During last 
year’s search for a new police monitor, when 
the city finally opened the floor to public com- 
ment, it was obvious that former Travis Co. 
Assistant District Attorney Cliff Brown - flanked 
by an out-of-towner also-ran and acting Monit- 
or Susan Hudson - was the chosen one. Brown 
may turn out to be fine, but Linder and Russell 
aren’t pleased with the idea of selecting a 
police chief - charged with overseeing a 1,300- 
officer and 700-civilian personnel department 
and a $183 million-plus annual budget - using 
the same sort of preordained process. 

Assistant City Manager McDonald responds 
that the selection process is designed, specifi- 


cally, to encourage community 
input. Last summer, after hiring a 
Georgia consulting firm, Slavin 
and Associates, to coordinate the 
application process, the city con- 
ducted “several community meet- 
ings” (which included the ACLU, 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
and other groups) in order to com- 
pile “profile information” - a sense 
of what the community is looking 
for in a new chief. That informa- 
tion was used to narrow the field 
of more than 60 initial applicants 
to a group of 25 that Futrell and staff then cut 
to nine. And the majority of the interview panel 
is made up of key city staff and county officials, 
because they are exactly the people the police 
chief must “deal with” (and well) in order to 
succeed as an administrator. The panel includes 
McDonald, Chief Financial Officer John 
Stephens, Police Monitor Brown, and Rosy 
Jalifi of the city’s Economic Growth and 
Redevelopment Services. McDonald says the 
other panel members were selected in a delib- 
erate attempt to keep the community involved 
and to vet community concerns, he says. For 
example, Paula Hui, chair and president of the 
Austin Asian-American Chamber of Commerce, 
and Elizabeth Gonzales, former chair of the 
Hispanic Chamber, were chosen not for their 
“business connections” but for their strong 
“community connections,” McDonald said. 
And veteran Fort Worth Police Chief Ralph 
Mendoza was selected based on his demon- 
strated ability to foster strong ties between

Once the panel has weighed in, Futrell will 
further narrow the field to no more than five 
candidates, who will be brought back to town 
for a series of “cluster meetings” with “every- 
one from the NAACP to the ACLU to the police 
union,” McDonald continued, and a series of 
public meetings where each candidate will be 
available for direct question-and-answer ses- 
sions (likely held at the Palmer Events Center). 
Futrell will consider the public’s assessment of 
each candidate’s “strengths and weaknesses” 
as she selects a final candidate to present to 
council for approval, said McDonald. In that 
way, he believes the final decision will ulti- 
mately be made by the Austin public. “I can tell 
you this truly is a wide-open process,” says 
McDonald. “There is no one that is predeter- 
mined to be chief at this point.” ■ 
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news 


The Last Rock & Roll Deejay 

KLBJ cans the legendary Johnny Walker 



In his heyday, his grumbling voice boomed 
into the night on KLBJ-FM, the master of cere- 
monies for evenings fueled by the guitar-crunch- 
ing bombast of the Rolling Stones, ZZ Top, and 
the Who. Turn up Foghat’s “Slow Ride,” and he 
was the man. Untold numbers of beer bongs 
were hoisted in his honor. Joints were lit to his 
sainthood. And women called in to say his bari- 
tone invoked lewd thoughts as they drove up I- 
35, blasting the Zep on the car stereo. 

For 16 years Johnny Walker was part of 
Austin rock & roll radio, manning afternoon 
and evening shifts at KLBJ, the hard-rock icon. 
Through the years the business changed, the 
music turned into “classic” rock, and the busi- 
ness evolved into the world of perky Top 40 
American Idol lovers. But Walker - his voice 
tinged with the excess of Southern rock, more 
Lynyrd Skynyrd than Ryan Seacrest - was a 
consistent voice on KLBJ, putting together one 
of the longest-running stints on local radio. 

The run ended two weeks ago, when his 
bosses at Emmis Communications, which pur- 
chased KLBJ four years ago, fired him. Officially 
he was let go for “budget reasons,” along with 
“A.D.,” another KLBJ staple. However, Emmis 
market manager Scott Gillmore also noted that 
Walker’s evening show, which has been prere- 
corded for the last three years, was “not per- 
forming well” in the ratings. 

In many ways, it was the end of an era. Walker 
is a member of a disappearing breed of hard-rock

deejays, grounded in Led Zeppelin and the 
Allman Brothers, who lived the music as much 
as the bands and fans. On the air, they were 
conversational and honest, making it OK to 
share stories of late-night concerts, hangovers, 
and one toke over the line, sweet Jesus. “Johnny 
is just Johnny,” said Dale Dudley of the KLBJ 
morning show, who has known Walker for 25 
years. “He just sounds like one of your buds.” 

But it hasn’t been that way for a while. Three 
years ago, Emmis demoted Walker to part time 
and shifted him from afternoons to the prere- 
corded evening show. For more than a year, 
Walker has worked a full-time gig selling com- 
puters. After his shift, he’d go into the station 
and sit in front of a computer, recording station 
breaks when the computer told him to record. 

Although Walker is off the air for the first time 
in 30 years, he’s not eager to find another job 
in radio. “Radio is soulless,” he said. “I think 
we can bum it all down and start over again.” 

No Apologies 

Needless to say, Walker, now 52, didn’t get 
rich as a rock & roll deejay. He lives in a small, 
cluttered apartment in Northwest Austin, deco- 


rated with his Chronicle reader awards and his 
collection of vintage radios. Long-divorced, he 
has a 22-year-old son, Tyler, who attends 
school in Austin. Lounging on his beat-up 
couch in jeans, a Jefferson Airplane T-shirt, 
and no shoes, he is a bit taller than 6 feet, with 
a shaved head, a gray beard, and tattoos of a 
flaming horseshoe on one arm and a cowgirl 
riding a six-shooter on the other. The biggest 
misconception about him among listeners, he 
says, is that they think he’s fat. He’s not. 

Walker refused to talk about Emmis, his 
former employer, citing conditions of his sever- 
ance agreement. He’s not bitter, he says, and 
he’s moving forward and feels good about the 
future. But he was willing to talk about a peri- 
od in radio that now seems like long ago, when 
not everything at a station was directly related 
to the bottom line. “I lived in a bubble for 13 
years” at KLBJ, Walker said. “They really treat- 
ed us like a family. You had to really screw up 
to lose your job.” 

Walker was well-traveled in the world of radio 
before he landed at KLBJ, which was then owned 
by the family of the late President Lyndon 
Johnson. After falling into a radio job on the Texas 
Tech campus, where he studied music composi- 
tion, he bounced to stations in Lubbock; 
Albuquerque, N.M.; Reno, Nev.; and Spokane, 
Wash., working for country, Top 40, and rock sta- 
tions. In 1987 he landed at Z102 in Austin as part 
of a morning show called The Breakfast Flakes, a 
gig that lasted about two years. “They decided to 
‘go in a new direction,”’ Walker said, a phrase he 
heard several times early in his career. 

KLBJ’s status as one of the top AOR (album- 
oriented rock) stations in the country was well- 
established when Walker joined in 1991. It was 
part of a legendary group of stations, like 
KMET in Los Angeles, which made FM radio 
cool, creating stars of Jimi Hendrix, the Doors, 
and the Foreigners of the world. The stations 
craved rebel personas, speaking to a generation 
of bikers, misfits, and dopeheads who believed 
that Happy Days Top 40 radio was bullshit. 

At KLBJ, Walker found a sense of freedom on 
the air. Like many former employees, he 
describes that era at KLBJ as some sort of radio 
nirvana. It was simple, he says. “We played a 
ton of local music and had a really good time.” 

While radio in general was already fairly 
uptight, there were few restrictions on the dee- 
jays at KLBJ other than to avoid the infamous 
“seven dirty words.” Walker was still confined 
by a playlist, but it was a long list, with plenty 
of opportunity to roam. He could bounce from 
Zeppelin to the Cult to Nirvana without com- 
plaints from a consultant. He was also able to 
put local bands on the air like Pushmonkey 
and Little Sister. When he switched to after- 
noons, he played Soulhat’s “Bonecrusher” at 
5pm every Friday to hail the coming weekend. 
(Soulhat’s Web site notes that Walker always 
played the longer radio version, despite com- 
plaints about profanity and the length of the 
song, which ran about nine minutes.) 

As much as ratings, Walker’s popularity was 
measured by his knowledge and interaction 


with his legion of unruly, T-shirt-clad fans. 
“They love who he is, and Johnny never pre- 
tended to be anything but what he is,” said 
Patty Lotz, aka Powermouth Patty, who teamed 
with Walker in the afternoons for two years. 
“He’s a very grassroots-rock guy, no apologies. 
He was not pretentious in any way.” 

For Walker, it was fun being a rock & roll 
deejay. He became part of the rock & roll 
scene. On the air, Billy Gibbons of ZZ Top or 
Joan Jett might stop by for an unannounced 
chat. Off the air, he was a staple at clubs like 
the Black Cat and Steamboat. He’d get off his 
shift at midnight and be in the clubs by lam. 
“I was on Sixth Street six nights a week,” 
Walker said. “They expected you to be in the 
clubs and on the streets. It was all part of the 
job.” One night he’d be diving from stage at a 
Soulhat show, and the next night he’d be 
onstage with Cheap Trick. 

Bob Schneider, who was cementing his repu- 
tation for debauchery with his early band, Joe 
Rockhead, was a familiar companion. “We got 
pretty good at staying up for long nights at a 
time, without the help of any drugs,” Walker 
said (some might smirk at the no-drugs recollec- 
tion). They brought their own energy to station 
road trips for concerts. “He and Bob Schneider 
were in a league of their own when it came to 
partying on bus rides,” Dudley said. When 
Schneider disbanded Joe Rockhead, Walker felt 
a special sadness. “After they broke up, I thought, 
‘How am I going to get laid now?”’ 

But he remained part of the scene, going to 
shows and playing local music on the air, when- 
ever he could squeeze it in. “He’s one of the dee- 
jays who actually came to see a band live if he liked 
them,” said Jason McMaster of Broken Teeth. ‘And 
he would bring people with him. It was a big deal. 
. . . And he wouldn’t ask to be on the guest list.” 


Kicked to the Side 

Walker’s run at KLBJ 
lasted longer than most in 
the modern radio industry, 
which went through cata- 
clysmic changes at the end 
of the 1990s. Clear Chan- 
nel and other companies 
were gobbling up smaller 
companies, spurred by the 
Federal Communications 
Commission decision to 
relax ownership regula- 
tions . With stations attempt- 
ing to mine every format 
niche, rock radio split into 
different genres, diminish- 
ing the pull of the classic- 
rock stations. “Rock has 
been fragmented more 
than any other musical for- 
mat, more than AC [adult 
contemporary], more than 
Top 40,” said Tom Taylor, 
editor of Inside Radio, an 
industry newsletter. “There 
used to be just ‘rock,’ and 
now the genre has been 
splintered all over the 
place, both musically and 
on the radio.” 

The turn of the century 
was a watershed for the 
industry. Hundreds of disc jockeys lost their 
jobs as stations cut budgets and, in many 
cases, switched to recorded or syndicated 
shows. Other than morning shows, stations 
were no longer paying big bucks for rock & roll 
“personalities.” “I think they’ve been treated 
like $2 dogs and kicked to the side,” said Lotz, 
who is now out of radio. “There is no such 
thing as a career in radio anymore.” 

A year after Emmis bought KLBJ in 2003 - 
and a year after Emmis President Jeff Smulyan 
said he didn’t expect major changes at the 
Austin station - Walker lost his full-time gig, 
along with Lotz and longtime LBJer Peg 
Simmons (who now works part time for the 
station). Although he maintained his evening 
show - and his health benefits - clearly not 
everyone in management was a Walker fan. 
Since then, Emmis, like radio companies 
around the country, has been tightening bud- 
gets and sticking to “more music and less 
talk,” making Walker’s dismissal last month 
less than a total surprise. 

To let Walker go “to save a little cash” is “dis- 
appointing on so many levels,” Dudley said. He 
sees the end of Walker’s tenure at KLBJ as part of 
the “homogenization” and “dumbing down” of 
media. “Johnny fought to the bitter end,” Dudley 
said. “I’m still hoping that somebody will come 
along and recognize [deejays like Walker] have 
something to contribute.” 

Walker says he would return to radio, in the 
right situation, but he refuses to look for a job 
outside Austin. “I don’t want to leave Austin,” 
he said. In addition to his full-time gig selling 
computers, he’s promoting shows at bars and 
producing charity events with local motorcycle 
clubs. “You’re going to see a lot of me,” Walker 
said. “They can take me off the radio, but they 
can’t take my name away.” ■

Family Life in Genesis

There are actually two creation myths in 
Genesis, but the first is too good to be ours. 

Version one (Kingjames edition): God creates 
the world, then makes man “in our image, after 
our likeness” (1:26); “male and female created 
he them” (1:27). “Man” in 1:26 can be taken as 
generic, so male and female are made in God’s 
image. But that’s too sane, so Chapter 2 adds a 
second creation. God creates man all over again 
from “the dust of the ground” (2:7), then creates 
Eden and the Tree of the Knowledge of Good 
and Evil (2:9), which “thou shalt not eat of” 
(2:17). Next verse: “And the Lord God said, It 
is not good that the man should be alone; I will 
make him a help meet.” Two stories, two differ- 
ent Gods. The first God creates Earth and gives 
it without qualification to a man and a woman. 
The second creates Eden, makes a man out of 
mud (saying nothing about “in his own image”), 
gives Eden to the man “to dress it and to keep 
it” (2:15), calls the man Adam (in version one 
he’s nameless), and then makes a woman from 
Adam’s rib, in order to help him - she’s less than 
he. And the God of version two puts limits on 
what may be done: Eat not of the Tree. 

Chapter l’s unlimited and unqualified cre- 
ation is quickly forgotten in Chapter 3 as the 
serpent coaxes “the woman” (not yet named) 
to eat forbidden fruit. We blame her for seduc- 
ing the man into doing the same, but there’s no 
such drama in 3:6: “She took of the fruit there- 
of, and did eat, and gave also unto her husband 
with her; and he did eat.” The serpent talked 
to the woman, but Adam was “with her,” right 
there, mum. She had to be coaxed; uncoaxed, 
he chomps away. All hell breaks loose. God 
tells the woman (3:16-17), “I will greatly mul- 
tiply thy sorrow” and her husband “shall rule 
over thee”; to Adam, “Cursed is the ground for 
thy sake; in sorrow thou shalt eat of it.” In this 
creation story, the roots of family enmity - and of 
all pain - come straight from God. 

Long before TV and relativistic morality, we 


needed to explain why family life was so difficult. 
The story we conceived is that God wants it that 
way. God being God, he doesn’t need much rea- 
son. In fact, the less reason the better. For only a 
crazy story can justify why we’re so crazy. If fam- 
ily craziness comes from God, there’s nothing to 
do but endure it - a point Genesis reinforces for 
48 more chapters, a veritable catalog of severe 
dysfunction. An irrational species cannot have a 
rational God (nor gods - as Greeks, Celts, etc., 
confirm); people who behave as we do cannot 
have rational progenitors. Genesis must be our 
mirror, or it can’t be Genesis. 

In 4:1, Eve (now named) “bare Cain,” a 
farmer, and Abel, a shepherd. Cain brings the 
Lord an offering of fruit; Abel offers sheep. “And 
the Lord had respect unto Abel and to his offer- 
ing: but unto Cain and to his offering had not 
respect. And Cain was very wroth.” Cain can’t 
understand what he’s done wrong or why Abel 
now gets “to rule over him” (4:7). Seems like 
the Lord is just making trouble for two boys 
who’ve done him no harm. In 4:8, “Cain talked 
with Abel his brother” (their conversation goes 
unreported) and “rose up against Abel his 
brother, and slew him.” Right off, for this First 
Family of all, family life is inexplicably crazy and 
murderous - with the Lord as chief instigator. 

In Chapter 5, there is much begatting. By 
6:5, God sees “that the wickedness of man 
was great in the earth.” Then comes Noah, the 
ark, and the flood. Finally in 8:21, God calms 
down, saying, “in his heart, I will not again 
curse the ground any more for man’s sake; for 
the imagination of man’s heart is evil from his 
youth; neither will I again smite any more every 
thing living, as I have done.” They’re just kids, 
after all - let’s give them a break. Covenants are 
then established. Everything’s fine until Noah 
has one too many in 9:21-25. 

In his tent, nude Noah “drank of the wine, 
and was drunken.” Young Ham enters the tent, 
sees Pop’s condition, leaves, tells his brothers. 


His brothers take a garment, walk backward into 
the tent so they won’t see their father naked, 
cover him. When Pop awakes, he knows “what 
his younger son had done unto him.” Done?! 
The kid did nothing. But the penalty for Ham is 
that his son Canaan - who’s really done nothing 
- will be cursed. Noah’s rage is inexplicable but 
familiar. Family feuds come out of nowhere and 
go on forever. Our ancestors took these stories to 
heart because they were about people as crazy as 
they were. As crazy as we are. 

Chapter 10, lots more begatting. Chapter 
11, the Tower of Babel - a story neatly explain- 
ing why nations misunderstand each other. 
That, too, comes from God. 

In Chapter 12, the Lord commands Abram 
to leave his kin and lead a caravan to the land 


of Canaan. A famine takes them to Egypt, where 
wife Sarah’s beauty makes Abram fear for his life. 
He tells her to pretend to be his sister. “And [after 
Pharaoh pays Abram handsomely] the woman 
was taken into Pharaoh’s house” (12:15), and 
we all know what that means. The Lord sends 
plagues to Pharaoh, and Pharaoh understand- 
ably says to Abram, “Why didst thou not tell me 
that she was thy wife?” (12:18). Because Abram 
was chicken is why. Chicken and greedy. 

Chapters 13 and 14, lots of arguing within 
the clan (Abram and Lot), lots of smiting, and 
brothers reconciling. Chapter 16 finds Sarah 
barren, so she offers Abram her Egyptian slave, 
Hagar. He accepts; Hagar conceives. Sarah gets 
mad. Abram says Sarah may do what she wants 
with Hagar. Sarah deals “hardly” with her (16:6). 
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Hagar bears Ishmael, whom the Lord promises 
will be “a wild man” (16:12). Hagar had no 
choice. Ishmael certainly doesn’t. This is a lamily 
project gone very wrong. The Lord’s response? 
He changes Abram’s name to Abraham and 
promises him a special covenant, the sign of 
which is circumcision. So Abraham circumcises 
all of his male slaves and relatives (Chapter 17). 
One can only imagine their surprise. 

Sarah, now old, is promised a son by the Lord. 
She laughs (18:12). The Lord doesn’t like that. 
She denies she laughed. God knows better. But 
he’s more concerned with the sins of Sodom. He 
wants to destroy it, but Abraham argues, “Wilt 
thou also destroy the righteous with the wicked?” 
(18:23). Abraham barters bravely and well for the 
lives of Sodom’s righteous. Lot (citizen of Sodom) 
is made of lesser stuff. Visited by angels, his 
house surrounded by angry neighbors who want 
to know what’s what. Lot offers the mob his two 
virgin daughters to “do ye to them as is good in 
your eyes” (19:8). The angels tell Lot to get out of 
town while the getting is good, with his wife and 
daughters, and to not look back. Lot gits. The 
Lord blasts Sodom and Gomorrah. But Lot’s wife 
looks back. Zap. She’s a pillar of salt. Perhaps she 
thought this a better fate than remaining with a 
husband who’d offer her daughters to be raped. 
With Mom gone, her daughters have ideas of 
their own. They get Lot drunk to sleep with him, 
so as to preserve his seed. Family life has always 
been really, really weird. 

Then Abraham gives Sarah (his “sister” 
again) to another king! This guy’s just as 
baffled as Pharaoh at Abraham’s weirdness. 
Abraham lamely says Sarah is his half-sister. 
Then Sarah, with good reason to laugh, births 
Isaac - whom Abraham (at God’s request) is 
all too willing to kill, until God says, in effect, 
“Willingness to kill one’s children is enough for 
me. Sheath that knife.” 

Isaac marries Rebecca. Isaac loves their son 
Esau; Rebecca loves son Jacob. Jacob blackmails 
Esau out of his inheritance for a mess of pot- 
tage. Then in 26:7-11, Isaac, a chip off the old 
block, does the wife-sister bit with Rebecca! 
(“Lest I die for her,” 26:9.) And it seems never to 
end! Chapter 27: Rebecca and son Jacob cruelly 
deceive the dying Isaac into leaving Jacob, not 
Esau, his holdings. Family life is a snake pit. 
Nobody can trust anybody. Chapter 29: Jacob 
loves his cousin Rachel, but when the time 
comes, Rachel’s father sends her sister, Leah, to 
Jacob’s bed, and Jacob somehow doesn’t know 
the difference (somebody’s lying here). Jacob mar- 
ries both gals. Leah conceives often, but Rachel 
is barren and full of envy (Chapter 30). Rachel 
does a Sarah and gives him her maid to screw, 
then Leah gives him her maid, and there’s divine 
intervention and lots of (as the King James has it) 
opening of wombs. Genesis goes on for another 
20 chapters with pretty much more of the same. 

One might wonder how this unremittingly 
cruel and crazy behavior could become holy 
writ. But, like the Greek myths, Genesis is holy 
writ not in spite of but because of its familial 
insanity. Here is behavior that mirrors the 
worst in anyone’s family. That behavior feels 
real, so the metaphysics also feel real. Here are 
progenitors worthy of us. Here are stories that 
say the craziness is built-in; even the devout can’t 
escape it. Therefore, turn to God. God’s is argu- 
ably a mightier craziness, but at least God can 
control it, set limits, make judgments. When 
any day’s headlines show that setting such 
limits is beyond our capacity and always has 
been, well, Genesis starts to make sense. ■

UT PERFORMING ARTS 
CENTER: Wadsworth 
announces retirement 

Next month, the lights go down in 
Bass Concert Hall for its much-talked- 
about $14.7 million renovation, and 
when they come back up in another 18 
months, the woman who has run that 
hall - and the other five venues that 
make up the UT Performing Arts Center - 
for 15 years now won’t be around to see 
it, at least not in an official capacity. 

Come New Year’s Day 2008, Pebbles 
Wadsworth will leave her position as 
director of the UT PAC for the green 
fields of retirement. The longtime admin- 
istrator, who came to Texas from the 
UCLA Performing Arts Center, is only 59, 
but she says that the timing is right for 
someone younger to take the helm and set the institution’s course for the next 
quarter-century: The Bass upgrade is on schedule and paid for, the capital cam- 
paign for a similar makeover for Hogg Auditorium is moving forward, the PAC 
sees more than a quarter of a million visitors annually, Wadsworth has presided 
over the center’s splashy 25th anniversary season, and she expects to give its 
$11 million endowment a financial boost before she goes. Certainly, she’s leav- 
ing the center in better shape than she found it. At the end of its first decade, 
the PAC had gone through four directors, was struggling to stay out of the red, 
and had some organizational issues. Wadsworth’s version of cleaning house 
sent more than a third of the staff packing and led to a lawsuit, but when the 
dust cleared, she was still standing - and lasted longer in the job than all her 
predecessors combined. Highlights of Wadsworth's tenure include establish- 
ment of the PAC endowment; the founding of ArtesAmericas, a program estab- 
lished with the Teresa Lozano Long Institute of Latin American Studies to bring 
Latin American performing artists to UT and give them a point of entry for tour- 
ing in North America; and developing the PAC as a rehearsal and development 
facility for professional musical productions. - Robert Faires

The new theatre being built by the Zachary Scott Theatre Center is still a few 
seasons away from its first opening night, but its stage already has a name: the 
Karen Kuykendall Stage, in honor of the Austin native who is to many in the city 
our one true diva. (And so she was named in the Chronicle’s 1999 “Best of 
Austin’’ Critics Picks.) Kuykendall has a tremendous history as an artist and 
arts supporter - with Ballet Austin, singing cabaret with Sterling Price-McKinney, 

even performing with the Rude Mechanicals, 
and her efforts earned her a place in the Austin 
Arts Hall of Fame in 2004 - but she has a spe- 
cial spot at Zach, where she has performed reg- 
ularly - and always with distinction - for 
decades. Think of Angels in America, The World 
Goes 'Round, her Ann Richards in House Arrest, 
her Andy Warhol in The Rocky Horror Show, her 
sublime solo turn as Diana Vreeland in Full 
Gallop. You could go on all night. So it seemed 
fitting for this divine performer’s name to grace 
the stage of the new 500-seat theatre Zach will 
build on the corner of South Lamar and 
Riverside. Zach Artistic Director Dave Steakley 
informed Kuykendall and her family of the deci- 
sion on March 28, then shared the news with 
friends at a reception in Kuykendall’s home. As 
part of the capital campaign to fund the new 
facility, a Kuykendall Steering Committee will be 
formed to raise $2 million in support of this tribute. “I've worked with Karen for 
16 years," says Steakley. “No one in Austin deserves this honor more.” For 
more information, visit www.zachscott.com.

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'THE BARBER OF SEVILLE': 

Oh, we meant to 
do it this way 

For most of its 20-year history, 

Austin Lyric Opera has performed at 
Bass Concert Hall, one of the many 
venerable performing-arts venues on 
the University of Texas campus. A year 
from now, ALO, like other Austin arts 
organizations, will be performing at the 
new Long Center on Town Lake, but 
about two years ago, ALO was informed 
that it would have to obtain a new per- 
formance space even before they 
moved into the Long. “Bass is closing 
down to totally remodel,” says Molly 
Browning, ALO’s longtime marketing 
director. “There were fire-code issues, 
and they’re correcting those, but they 
also decided that renovation was sort 
of long overdue. Bass is going to be 
closed for a long period of time, some- 
thing like 18 months. The only other 
available space on the UT campus was 
Hogg Auditorium, and there's no way 
that could accommodate opera. So we 
were sort of in the same boat as the 
Austin Symphony in that we needed a 
large hail to perform in.” 

The hall they’ve ended up sailing in 
is Riverbend Centre, Dr. Gerald Mann's 
richly realized modern version of a 
Greco-Roman amphitheatre on Capital 
of Texas Highway. Directing the compa- 
ny’s new production of The Barber of 
Seville is longtime ALO vocalist Joey 
Evans, who teaches voice at the 
University of Houston. “We’re taking 
what is fundamentally a liability and 
turning it into an asset,” says Evans. 
“We’re making it look like we intended 
to do it at Riverbend in the first place. 
Conceptually, we had to figure out a 
way to use a space that has no 
orchestra pit, no proscenium arch, no 
wing space, no way to do a typically 
theatrical kind of situation. So, some 
platforms were built to extend the 
stage a little bit, but the orchestra is 
actually onstage and part of the 
action. The conductor’s part of the 
action. We may even make you a part 
of the action!” 

Whether you’re made part of the 
action or not, it’s fairly certain that, 
even if you’ve seen Rossini’s classic 
before, you've never seen it performed 
quite like this. Says Evans, “I sat down 
with David Nancarrow, our production 
designer, and we designed two colorful 
rolling cubes, and they transform into 
everything: a house, a shop, a balcony. 
The entire show comes out of those 
cubes. The chorus is pretty much cho- 
reographed from beginning to end. 
There’s a lot of running and jumping, 
so everybody’s losing weight. A lot of 
stuff goes on that we let the audience 
see that they wouldn't normally see. At 
one point there’s a quick costume 
change that takes about 11 seconds. 
It’s a lot of fun.” 

Opera that’s fun? You might want to 
take the kids to this one. - Barry Pineo

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The lights come up, and there he is, like a 
batter at the plate, alone. For some, this would 
be a nerve-wracking proposition, like staring 
down a 99 mph fastball, but not this guy. This 
guy has been here before - many, many times 

- and even if you didn’t already know that for 
a fact, you could tell it from the confidence he 
exudes, the steadiness, the stillness. Fie knows 
what he’s doing, all right. This guy is in com- 
plete control. If he were holding a bat right 
now and facing Clemens, say, or Oswalt or, just 
to be nostalgic, Mike Cuellar, he could totally 
call his shot. 

That’s Ken Webster, who’s once again flying 
solo on the stage of ffyde Park Theatre, where 
he’s been artistic director for six seasons now 
but mounting plays for more than 20. Webster 
in a one-man show is hardly news, even if the 
one he’s doing this time - Thom Pain (based 
on nothing), by Brooklyn playwright Will Eno 

- was a finalist for the Pulitzer Prize for Drama 
in 2005; this will be Webster’s fourth one-man 
play, and considering that he’s revived the 
other three at least one time each, you can 
argue that it’s more like his ninth or 10th solo 
show. Even so, it’s an occasion, as it has been 
every time he’s performed Eric Bogosian’s Sex, 
Drugs, Rock & Roll and Daniel Maclvor’s House 
and Conor MacPherson’s St. Nicholas, as it is 
whenever a skilled player of many seasons, a 
player of quality, steps up to the plate. 

That’s what we have in Ken Webster. Tie’s 
logged almost 30 seasons straight on the local 
theatre scene, appearing in at least 50 produc- 
tions as an actor and directing more like 60 
shows. Add to that 15 nominations for Austin 
Critics Table Awards and 42 nominations for B. 
Iden Payne Awards, and the numbers start to 
sound like stats on the back of a baseball card, 
the stats of a player headed for Cooperstown, if 
not already there. As it turns out, Webster is a 
bona fide Hall of Famer, having been inducted 
into the Austin Arts Hall of Fame last year. But 
unlike most players who receive that kind of 
lifetime-achievement honor, Webster hasn’t 
retired. He’s still in the game and playing hard- 
er than ever. This season alone, he’s already 
done one one-man show himself and directed 
another one for Zell Miller III (My Child, My 
Child, My Alim Child), he opens his second one 
this week and is on line to direct the Austin 
premiere of Martin McDonagh’s The Pillowman 


in St. Nicholas, the crisp staging of My Child, 
My Child, My Alien Child - this “Iron Man” is 
in shape to keep his astounding streak alive for 
several seasons to come. 

The Natural 

Of course, as is often the case in situations 
like this, the streak was never planned. In fact, 
if he’d stuck to the script life had worked out 
for him, Webster wouldn’t be in theatre at 


collegiate position at a radio station just on the 
other side of the Sabine River, which means 
that, instead of this story, we well might have 
had the Baton Rouge Advocate running a fea- 
ture on his 30th anniversary as the drive-time 
jock for WJBO. 

But as has happened so many times in the 
history of man, there was a woman. And she 
was in Austin. So Webster gave up Louisiana 
and gainful employment at the mic for 
romance. Only once he made it here, Webster

as soon as Thom Pain comes down. That’s a 
more furious pace than he kept up as a young 
turk in the early Eighties cranking out produc- 
tions of unknown writers named Mamet and 
Shepard and Durang. And as is apparent from 
his recent work - his slyly hypnotic storytelling 


all, much less Austin. While a student at the 
University of Houston, the Port Arthur native 
panicked at the prospect of being unable to 
make a living from the stage and abandoned 
the theatre department for Radio-Television- 
Film. From that point, he had lined up a post- 


never actually wound up dating that young 
lady, so he had some free time on his hands. 
And that eventually led him to theatre. About a 
year after landing here, Webster’s interest was 
piqued by an audition notice for a production 
of Peter Barnes’ satire The Ruling Class to be 


staged at Symphony Square. Despite the fact 
that the production team was made up of some 
of Austin’s theatre elite at the time and Webster 
was just a twentysomething from the Bayou 
City with no credits, he was cast alongside Ed 
Neal of Texas Chain Saw Massacre fame and 
John Hawkes, who has since gone on to a fine 
career in Hollywood (D eadwood. The Perfect 
Storm, Me and You and Everyone We Know). 

And that was all it took. From there, he 
jumped into a small role in One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo’s Nest directed by Bil Pfuderer, which 
led to parts in a handful of musicals staged by 
the late director, which led to Webster decid- 
ing just to up and start producing shows him- 
self at Fifth Street Playhouse, a tight little 54- 
seat storefront just west of Congress (what’s 
now the Apple Bar) that makes his current 
theatre in Hyde Park feel like the Paramount. 
Under the name the John Bateman Players 

- a tip of the orange cap to Webster’s beloved 
Astros and their hulking catcher (1963-68) 

- Webster mounted productions of Bruce 
Jay Friedman’s Steambath and Peter Nichols’ 
A Day in the Death of Joe Egg, and when he 
couldn’t find someone to direct Jules Feiffer’s 
Little Murders, well, he just staged it himself. 
(Making that production yet more memo- 
rable, by the way, was Webster’s casting of a 
teenage Mary-Louise Parker.) 

It was the most natural of moves, actually. 
Webster was one of those kids who discov- 
ered the allure of the footlights early on and 
started staging plays in his garage. In his 
case, they were based on the then-popular 
gothic soap opera Dark Shadows and could 
be seen for the bargain price of one penny. 
“And when neighborhood kids showed up 
without the penny, he would say briskly, 
‘Go back; ask your mom for one,”’ accord- 
ing to actress and writer Katherine Catmull, 
Webster’s partner in theatre and in life for 
23 years now. “Not just a born actor/director 
but a born producer! Keeping a tight rein on 
those comps!” Small wonder, then, that he 
was able in 1985 to put together a produc- 
tion of Harold Pinter’s The Homecoming with 
$600 borrowed from a local restaurateur. 

But that’s Ken Webster. He does what he 
wants, and he always finds a way. When he 
finds a script he likes, he produces it, even if it 
seems to have no commercial prospects and is 
by someone that no one’s ever heard of. (Daniel 
Maclvor? Who the hell’s that? Anne-Marie 
Healey? Melanie Mamich? Will Eno?) When he 
needs actors who aren’t afraid of offbeat, edgy 
scripts, he seeks them out, leading to casts 
packed with gifted, fearless performers. And if 
he wants to pay them for their work - and he 
has always wanted to pay them for their work 

- he does, no matter how small a budget he’s 
working with (and even in ’85, 600 simoleons 
was chump change for staging a play). When 
Webster started producing, the only place 
in Austin that was paying actors was Project 
InterAct, the children’s theatre company at 
the Zachary Scott Theatre Center (a company 
that, believe it or not, Webster was a member 
of for a few seasons in the mid-Eighties). He 
led the way among independent companies in 
compensating actors, and that stands alongside 
his achievements as an actor and director as his 
legacy to local theatre.

devote themselves to a show with him, he holds 
a deep respect, and he makes it his job to pay 
close attention to them and forge out of their 
efforts the tightest performances he can. 

“Ken is my favorite director in town for many 
reasons,” says Andrea Skola, who’s worked with 
Webster as an actress and currently serves as 
Hyde Park Theatre’s technical director. “One of 
them is his ability to create a rehearsal environ- 
ment that produces an amazingly tight-knit 
ensemble. And I love that, as a director, he has 


Kathy Catmull met Webster back in 1984, 
when he was staging Mamet’s Sexual Perversity 
in Chicago for the first time, and she auditioned 
for him with her roommate at the time, Bill 
Friedman. Webster cast them both, thinking 
they were lovers, which they weren’t. Besides 
setting the stage for her and Webster to become 
a couple, the experience brought Catmull to 
a new understanding of acting. “Ken basically 
taught me how to act. I tend to be too small 
and filmic, and he would coax me along to 


music of language really well, and the music 
of . . . feeling, for want of a better word. That 
is why he is virtually peerless at spotting act- 
ing talent, I think. He can hear, immediately, 
whether a performer is ‘acting’ or accessing 
something genuine - that’s so precious in act- 
ing, the ability to access something real. Those 
are the only moments on stage that justify 
the existence of theatre at all, really. But it’s 
astonishing to me how many directors can’t 
tell lousy acting from good - it’s like being a 


tone-deaf choirmaster; it’s criminal. But Ken 
has perfect pitch for acting truth and for lan- 
guage. He drives some actors crazy because 
he does loads of table work before he puts a 
show on its feet, and it’s mostly just reading 
scenes over and over, with some brief conver- 
sation of discussion, and then reading again. 
Just hearing a text opens it up to Ken. That 
sensitivity to the musical arc of a text, and his 
own ability to access what’s real inside him, 



is also what makes him such a joy to watch as 
an actor, of course.” 

Webster will tell you himself that attention 
to text is paramount to him. He won’t get to 
blocking “the first two, sometimes three weeks 
of rehearsals,” he says, so as to break down the 
text - marking out beats, underlining phrases, 
circling key words - and get that music of lan- 
guage that Catmull refers to flowing from the 
actors’ mouths. But the repetition, repetition,

repetition is not just for the benefit of the actor, 
allowing him or her to discover the rhythms in 
the language and which words are crucial; it also 
provides Webster as director with the way he can 
serve each performer. See, actors come at their 
art from all different directions, employing dif- 
ferent methods to achieve results and speaking 
about it in more languages than you'll hear at 
the UN. Webster learned over time that you can’t 
direct every actor the same way, so he listens for 
cues that tell him what direction an actor is com- 
ing from. “The table work teaches you how to get 
the best work with that actor,” he says. 

It’s an approach that’s improved his work, 
he insists. “I’m a much better director now 
than I was 10 years ago.” (“You were screwed,” 
he adds with a laugh, referring to the three 
shows he directed that I was in late in the 
Eighties.) That sense of artistic development 
may be why, when asked to name his favorite 
productions he’s directed, Webster weights the 
list toward shows of more recent vintage: A 
Lie of the Mind (1988), Blue Surge (2004), The 
Glory of Living (2006). (“For some reason, The 
Glory of Living was such a great group. I don’t 
think I’ve ever seen a cast and crew that liked 
each other so much and got along so well. I 
was really sorry to see that one go.”) 

But then Webster does the same when tick- 
ing off his favorites as an actor: House (1999, 
2001), Vigil (2002), St. Nicholas (2006, 2007). 
He even has Thom Pain (based on nothing) on 
the list already, just based on his enthusiasm 
for the script and his work performing it for 
friends and associates in rehearsal. It isn’t that

Webster’s memory is failing; he’s notorious for 
his total recall - “He’s always watching, watch- 
ing the actors, listening to the audience,” Skola 
attests, “and after the show, he can recount 
every moment, each thing an actor did or any 
audible audience response” - and, indeed, 
during our interview for this feature, Webster 
is able to provide the specifics of productions 
(not to mention quotes from reviews) through- 
out his three-decade career. He remembers it 
all. He just favors what he’s been doing lately. 
He has his head in the game today.

Even so, what is it that keeps Webster 
plugging away, when he’s more than earned 
a rest on his laurels? I mean, after a while 
even Cal Ripken called it a day. According to 
Catmull, he soldiers on in theatre “because 
he knows that the likelihood he’ll be hired 
to manage a professional baseball team gets 


smaller every day.” Skola has a take that’s a 
bit less tongue-in-cheek: “I can’t imagine Ken 
doing anything else other than theatre. Ken 
has a lot to say and it seems he found a way 
to say it [and say it well] through theatre and 
stuck with it. I think he still does it because, 
like many informed and passionate people, 
he still has a lot to say. He’s an opinionated 
person, and in choosing works that speak to 
him, I feel as though he, in turn, communi- 
cates a lot to his audience about art, human- 
ity and the world around us.” 

For his part, Webster says, “One of the rea- 
sons I still do it is I’m fortunate enough to do 
the plays I want to do. And throughout the 
time I’ve been doing theatre in Austin, that’s 
been the case almost exclusively. From 1979 to 
today, I can count on one hand the number of 
plays I didn’t really want to do.” He gets to do 
the plays he wants with people he likes; he has 
his own theatre in which to play and a board 
that supports what he does. That would seem 
reason enough to keep going, but Webster 
offers up one more rationale, and it may be the 
most important of all. “It’s still so much damn 
fun,” he says. “I had so much fun doing House. 
I had so much fun doing St. Nicholas. This 
morning, when I woke up, before I made cof- 
fee, I was doing lines in my head.” ’Nuff said.

THE UNKNOWN 
TERRORIST 

by Richard Flanagan 
Grove, 336 pp., $24 

Australia might 
be one of the least- 
understood nations. 

In The Unknown 
Terrorist, novelist 
Richard Flanagan 
steps beyond the 
ad-friendly sands 
of Bondi Beach 
and onto the grimy, 
corrupt streets of 
Sydney’s Kings Cross red-light district. Fie 
chronicles the last four days of the Doll, a 
stripper working in a low-end bar and $300 
away from buying herself out of the life. FHer 
exotic looks have always been a selling point 
but soon become her doom. After run-ins with 
two men - one a tabloid journalist out for a 
lurid story, another a seemingly innocent com- 
puter programmer - she becomes the target 
for a terrorism investigation that soon spirals 
into a witch hunt. 

Flanagan deals with the interface of race 
and class in Australia using brutality the same 
way Tom Wolfe used humor in The Bonfire of 
the Vanities to deal with it in America. What 
he finds is a stream of bigotry, apathy, and 
insecurity flowing as broad through the lais- 
sez-faire street world of the Doll as it does 
among the insular snobs at media parties and 
the back rooms of police stations. His 
Australia is a nation on edge, dealing slowly 


and painfully with a history of institutionalized 
racism, where imported drugs and sex slaves 
are a more pressing concern than terrorism. 
But to Flanagan, even more worrying is the 
way all three are ignored or manipulated by 
police, media, government, and the average 
Australian. 

The Unknown Terrorist isn't flawless. 
Flanagan lets internal monologues spell out 
too much for the reader, and that same purple 
prose leads to some skimmable sex scenes. 
It's also unapologetically Australian. But 
Flanagan hits hardest when he uses the clear, 
brusque tone of the Ocker - the average 
Aussie on the street. Fie writes against a 
background of draconian anti-terror laws 
passed in 2005 and the Bali bar bombings 
and shows how another nation has fallen into 
a post-9/11 state of panic. While it may be 
written as a wake-up call for Australia, it’s also 
an alarming primer on the paranoia that is 
sweeping the world. - Richard Whittaker 

RANT: AN ORAL BIOGRAPHY 
OF BUSTER CASEY 

by Chuck Palahniuk 
Doubleday, 288 pp., $24.95 

What do you do if you’ve invented a char- 
acter who embodies the violent rejection of 
modern society, an incandescent rebel whose 
very existence is an assault on the pussifica- 
tion of the American male, and that character 
becomes more popular - in large part due to 
his portrayal by Brad Pitt on the big screen - 
than you ever dreamed he would? If you’re 
the writer Chuck Palahniuk, you might try to 


invent, later in 
your career, a new 
iteration along the 
lines of Tyler 
Durden. Especially 
since, popularity 
be damned, 
Durden’s the sort 
of guy you've 
always liked to 
write about and is 
so handy in pro- 
moting the soci- 
etal critiques you 
want to share with the world (or, at least, 
your famously rabid fan base). 

Palahniuk’s latest, Rant: An Oral Biography 
of Buster Casey, serves up a title character 
who shatters the same-old-same-old of his 
small Midwestern town almost before he’s left 
the womb. Buster “Rant" Casey grows up 
spending much of his time with one arm or 
the other down holes belonging to whatever 
critters live below - rattlesnake, gopher, coy- 
ote - in order to feel like he’s truly alive. In 
order, also, to contract and intensify a strain 
of rabies that will, much later, become a 
world-changing epidemic. Along the way, he 
commits a few murders, several lesser felo- 
nies, and much sexual conquesting before 
ditching his familiar Podunk for the Big Apple. 
In New York, he gets involved with an under- 
ground society of thrill-seekers who continual- 
ly wreck their cars in a sort of “10th Victim’’- 
on-wheels scenario. And the population is 
increasingly divided, by law, into Nighttime 


people and Daytime people. And sensory 
experience is recorded and sold like so many 
DVDs. And Rant’s story gets even wilder. And 
this is all good and presented via the tran- 
scribed voices of many different characters, 
as if Studs Terkel were behind this project, 
and so everyone in the story is an unreliable 
narrator. Said unreliability is supposed to 
ease our swallowing of the sci-fi fantasy that 
this urban myth eventually spirals into. 

It’s unfortunate that Palahniuk chooses to 
spike his compelling mix of two-fisted tales of 
near-future eccentrics with what amounts to an 
inelegant hack of Robert Heinlein’s “All You 
Zombies.” It’s disappointing to have to suspend 
disbelief of time-twisting autogenesis (or its pos- 
sibility), to be soaked in warmed-over genre 
tropes, when the gritty albeit freakish realism 
that preceded it was what kept the pages turn- 
ing. Stephen King, say, might require vampires, 
parallel dimensions, and such to redeem the 
bulk of his stories; Palahniuk probably doesn’t. 
Here’s hoping that, in the future, he leaves them 
and their ilk to people who need them more.

SOMETIMES, BIGGER IS BETTER 

I’ll admit to having a bias for the little guys in the wine business. 

There’s a better story in a small producer fighting the odds and break- 
ing through with a delicious wine than in a huge megacorporation 
throwing 10s of millions of dollars into something. But sometimes, 
big wineries surprise me and offer distinctive wines at prices that 
shame their competition. I have recently found two. 

Kendall-Jackson’s 2005 California Vintner’s Reserve Zinfandel 
($12) is a real surprise. Jess Jackson has made a career of offer- 
ing Chardonnay with enough residual sugar left in to make the flavor 
palatable to folks who only think they love dry wines. These wines run 
between 1 and 2% sugar, and folks suck them down like soft drinks. 

Well, something interesting happened to Jackson on his road to bil- 
lionaire status. He decided he wanted something money can’t buy: 
respect. So little by little, he’s been making improvements to all of 
his wines. One of the first big successes is this Zinfandel. It has just 
enough Zin - 76% - to be legally called Zin. The rest is made up from 
Syrah, Grenache, and Mourvedre. Those additional grapes add up to a 
delicious bottle of wine with a great deal more complexity than is usual at the price. What we 
have here is a $25 wine for $12. 

The other big find is the 2004 Chateau St. Jean Merlot Sonoma County ($25). If you 
saw the movie Sideways , this is the type of wine Paul Giamatti’s character hated. Don’t let that 
dissuade you. Yes, it is a huge, dark, rich, and highly extracted wine that values muscle over 
sophistication. But sometimes you want a grilled rib-eye steak more than Tournedos Rossini. If 
a wine of this quality were a Cabernet or a Pinot, it would run more than $50. - Wes Marshall

The clever entrepreneurial idea is 
generating plenty of media attention - Hurt was 
the subject of a news feature in The Daily Texan 
when he opened last week, and a Fox 7 news 
crew was there filming when I stopped by. Vanilla 
and chocolate cupcakes ($1.85 each) are deco- 
rated with a swirl of frosting and sprinkles, and 
the menu includes 
milk, bottled water, 
and ice cream. Hurt 
plans to add other 
flavors of cupcakes 
in the future...

IN PRINT 

THE WAY WE GARDEN NOW 

by Katherine Whiteside 
Clarkson Potter, 300 pp., $29.95 

Nationally recognized gardening writer 
Katherine Whiteside was in Austin recently, 
and I was lucky enough to get to talk with 
her about her valuable new book, The Way 
We Garden Now. Now, normally I don’t get 
excited about gardening books that are writ- 
ten for a national audience, because there’s 
no place like Texas ... literally. 

The rest of the nation has deep 
acid soil, perfect for growing 
damn near everything; here, we 
have half an inch of alkaline 
caliche. Elsewhere, bulbs reli- 
ably come up every spring, with- 
out needing to be dug up and 
stored in the freezer. In most 
other regions, it rains through- 
out the growing season! 

In short, most national garden 
writers might as well be writ- 
ing about some other planet, 
and a Texan does well to stick to gardening 
books by other Texans. But this book is the 
exception. In it, Whiteside takes on one of 
the biggest gardening challenges of our time: 
the fact that most of us simply don’t have the 
time to garden. We’re all working longer hours 
than ever before. Even if we would love to 
have fresh, homegrown vegetables or glorious 
displays of banks and banks of flowers, where 
would we find the time to create and maintain 
them? Many would-be gardeners throw up 
their hands in despair: Having no idea where 
to begin, they give up before they start (or 
shortly thereafter). 


Whiteside has the know-how to make it 
doable, and the answers are in this book. 
Over the years, as she has pursued both 
being an ardent gardener and a big-time 
gardening writer, she has figured out how to 
begin and maintain a glorious garden by put- 
ting in a few hours on the weekends and an 
occasional half-hour in the morning before 
work. She describes her methods as the 
Lazy Woman’s Way - the Lazy Woman’s Way 
to start a bed (or make compost or put up 
a deer fence or weed) - but what she really 
means is the busy person’s way. Her meth- 
ods and shortcuts work 
just as well here in Texas 
as anywhere. As I read The 
Way We Garden Now, I felt 
my gardening burdens begin 
to lift. 

In addition to making it 
all easier, faster, and less 
backbreaking, Whiteside has 
broken gardening down into 
simple, discrete projects. 

You can start out with what 
interests you most: maybe 
an herb garden or some 
tomatoes, perhaps a few rosebushes, and 
then, if you wish, you can proceed to the 
next project that interests you. Intimidation 
melts away. Even such areas as formal 
garden design and making bricked patios 
are rendered easy and comprehensible by 
her inimitable, matter-of-fact instructions. 
Whiteside puts the relaxation and joy back 
into gardening, never letting you forget that 
your garden exists for your pleasure, not the 
other way around. “Forget making a perfect 
garden,” she advises. "Instead, focus on hav- 
ing a perfectly enjoyable garden.”

Back in 1997, Johanes Muljadi and wife 
Shinta opened Java Noodles Restaurant 
on Oltorf to high praise, and for four years 
they prospered with a strong showing of 
regular customers. The Sunday Rijsttafel 
Buffet was wildly popular, especially with 
Indonesian students at the University of 
Texas. In 2001, they tried a larger space 
out on Research and found their situation 
there hampered by the economic downturn 
after September 11 compounded by mas- 
sive highway construction that made it 
difficult to locate and access the new res- 
taurant. Java Noodles hummed along with 
new management, while Johanes worked 
the roasted-meat counter at Central 
Market South and dealt real estate for 
almost four years. About 18 months ago, 
they formed a partnership to take over the 
old China Garden Restaurant on South 
Pleasant Valley. Johanes and Shinta were 
back in the kitchen where they belong. 

They were partnered with Martin Brown and his 
Indonesian wife, Claudia, with their son Iwan running the 
service end. Martin lived in Java for five years and learned 
the food and culture while there; Iwan managed hotels in 
Indonesia for the Chedi Group. Even though they had a tight 
management team, with the members familiar with their 
roles, they had one more hurdle: The China Garden regulars 
were familiar with Chinese buffet food, and the old Johanes 
fans had no idea he was back in the game. Java Garden 
couldn’t totally abandon the sure thing they had with the 
China Garden regulars, but they had to slowly introduce the 
old crowd to the new food and win back the fans from the 
old days. A compromise was reached. 

During the week, the lunch buffet is almost entirely 
Chinese (with seven Indonesian lunch specials avail- 
able from the menu), while the evening menu is mostly 
Indonesian, with a few Chinese items remaining for the regu- 
lars. "In a perfect world, the menu for every meal service 
would be totally Indonesian, but we can’t afford to lose the 
regulars we have,” Johanes says. The Sunday buffet ($7.95) 
is primarily Indonesian, and it’s this option that they hope 
will bring back the missing regulars. 

The Sunday buffet menu changes each week, and the 
menu is posted on their Web site by Saturday. We sampled 
the Sunday spread and found it delectable. There was an 
incendiary shrimp samba/ with vegetables that left us in 
tears. In the ikan balado salmon was subbed nicely for the 
more typical mackerel and baked in a spicy red sauce with 
onions. Their chicken satay is the stuff of legend, and it’s 


hard not to gorge on 
those sticks of good- 
ness. Beef rendang is a 
slightly different version 
than they used to do; 
it’s done here with more 
coconut milk, and it’s a 
nice change. The fried 
chicken (ayam goreng) 
is a standard, with a 
wonderfully spicy coating 
on the outside, and it’s 
different from the chicken 
wing coating, which is 
spicier. A beef with green 
peppers dish and beef 
with jalapeho (empal) 
were two of the beef 
options available, but 
there was also martabak. 

Martabak is a pie 
stuffed with potatoes, 
vegetables, and ground 
beef cooked very slowly 
in a huge, very heavy 
cast-iron wok. It gets 
topped with a rich coco- 
nut cream sauce with 
strips of tender beef and spicy pickled cucumbers. Shinta 
also had a sweet martabak version, stuffed with chocolate, 
peanuts, and condensed milk. Excellent. Bakso was good: 
a wonton soup in a rich broth with meatballs and scallion. 
Shrimp with vegetables is a fresh, crunchy treat: the veg- 
etables and shrimp just-cooked (and perfect with a dab of 
Johanes’ spicy chile sambal). Of course, there was bakmi 
goreng, stir-fried noodles with egg and veggies, as well as 
chicken resoles. A salad bar with boiled shrimp, two soups, 
fried and steamed rice, and about a half dozen other items 
- mostly Chinese in origin - rounded out the groaning board. 
As a special treat, Shinta had made a batch of lapis legit 
("thousand-layer cake”), an intoxicating spice cake made up 
of many dozens of very thin, patiently constructed layers, 
resembling a German baumkuchen (illustrating some of the 
historical Dutch culinary influence). 

We zipped in later for a batch of an old favorite, Tabu 
Balado ($6.50), a delicious mixture of cubes of fried tofu, 
green pepper, onion, and pineapple, all in a red, aromatic, 
spicy, chile-infused sauce. It was the must-have dish at the 
old location. The luscious coconut curry soup with mixed veg- 
etables ($6.95) is the perfect accompaniment for the tofu. 
For vegetarians, there is a section of the menu that offers 
vegan options, including tempeh. And Johanes and Shinta 
will cook any Indonesian dish requested if they are given 
enough notice. To lure in the students, they’re offering a 10% 
discount with student ID, and there is also free Wi-Fi. Free 
delivery is available within a 3-mile radius of the restaurant.

Last year, Amy 
Simmons and her team 
at Amy’s Ice Creams took 
on a new venture that 
seemed like a natural: 
a burger joint adjacent 
to one of the ice cream 
shops. Reading the menu, 

I was filled with anticipa- 
tion. The burgers are clev- 
erly named after Austin 
neighborhoods, and they 
all sounded delicious. 

The Allandale ($6.50) is | 

your basic cheeseburger | 

with traditional toppings J 

served on a sourdough 5 

bun. The Crestview ($7) is 
a classic chili cheeseburger, while the Violet Crown is topped with blue 
cheese and grilled onions inside a jalapeho cheese bun. The menu also 
offers corn dogs, foot longs, beer, and even Texas wines on the menu. 
They have potato and sweet-potato fries, and you can order a mix. Of 
course, there are shakes made with Amy’s ice cream. 

Sadly, the only flaw at Phil’s Icehouse is the cooking. 

Knowing that new restaurants need time to adjust and perfect execu- 
tion, we give them four to six months before we schedule a review. Phil’s 
has been open longer than that, and on a recent visit I was still disap- 
pointed. We started with a Mini Burger Sampler Basket ($7.50), which I 
thought would be the best way to try as many burgers as possible. While 
the tiny meat patties were juicy and tasty, the slightly sweet buns were 
very dry, and since the size doesn’t allow for too many toppings, the 
overall impression was bland. For example, the chili is tasty, but there’s 
less than a teaspoon in each miniburger. My 8-year-old buddy Felix really 
liked the Brentwood (bacon cheeseburger with the works), and I enjoyed 
the 78704 (with avacado, jalapenos, Monterey Jack, and chipotle mayo.) 
So my best advice is to leave the miniburgers for the kiddos and go for 
the full-sized treatment yourself. Felix and I split a heavenly chocolate 
shake, so rich and dense it only could come from Amy’s. 

The Plot and Crunchy Fish Sandwich ($6.50) is described as "a bat- 
tered fried trout fillet” in a toasted sourdough bun with chipotle mayo. 
Regretfully, the fish was neither hot nor very crunchy, and it looked 
remarkably like a generic prebreaded fillet. The grilled Foot Long Hot Dog 
($6) was not grilled, so the cheese never melted; the bread was dry, and the 
overall result was disappointing. But my worst disappointment was the 
fries: Limp and cold, they seemed to have been cooked hours before. I 
can only imagine how good they could have been hot out of the fryer. 

Phil’s offers a family-friendly environment chock-full of fun for the kids. 
The adjacent playscape is extremely popular. The young front-of-the- 
house staff is enthusiastic and friendly, but the kitchen staff could use 
some extra training. - Claudia Alarcon

A Decade of Cine 

'El Violin' kicks off the 
10th Cine las Americas 
Film Festival 

It's become trendy to invoke the “three 
amigos” - del Toro, Cuaron, and Inarritu - 
while declaring that Mexican cinema has 
entered a second golden age. These film- 
makers’ critically acclaimed work certainly 
demand attention, yet using them as the 
definitive representation of film from Latin 
America (perhaps with Spanish filmmaker 
Pedro Almodovar thrown in for good mea- 
sure) would be incomplete. Just ask the 
organizers of the Cine las Americas 
International Film Festival. Now in its 10th 
year, the festival presents a pantheon of film

from across the Americas exhibiting the rich 
cinema culture that operates outside the 
Hollywood system and is largely invisible to 
North American audiences. 

Cine Las Americas opens this year's festi- 
val with Mexican filmmaker Francisco Vargas 
Quevedo's multi-award-winning drama, El Violin. 
Relatively unknown when compared to the Mexi- 
can triumvirate, Quevedo’s El Violin is a stunning 
film that dazzles with its deceptive simplicity.

“I was a bit nervous about [£/ Violin] since it 
is the first time the festival will open at the 
Paramount. Nevertheless, the power of the film 
speaks for itself," says Cine las Americas Execu- 
tive Director Eugenio del Bosque. “Mexican 
directors figuring among the best in the world, 
while a new talent like Quevedo is struggling to 
release his film in Mexico, led us to believe that 
opening with El Violin is good for everyone, 
especially Austin audiences, who are going to 
get to see [it] before audiences in Mexico.” 

“He has the confidence and authority of a sea- 
soned filmmaker and is truly gifted in narrating a 
story," Quevedo’s compatriot Guiiiermo del Toro 
says. “His visuals are elegant and sparse, but 
they are not limited by any lack of experience. 

His style seems fully formed and directed not to 
impress an audience but to communicate the 
emotion and the progress of the story unfolding 
on the screen." 

At first glance, viewers might assume that 
the Zapatista movement in Chiapas is the back- 
drop for El Violin, instead of the campesino 
revolts of the 1970s. After a disturbing moment 
of brutality early in the film, El Violin turns its 


attention to three generations of 
men struggling to make a living as 
farmers and street musicians. 

They are also insurgents, forced 
into hiding after a military raid of 
their village, determined to wage a 
counterattack. The wily family 
patriarch, Don Plutarco (Don Angel 
Tavira), decides to take matters 
into his own hands, launching a 
dangerous contest of wills with the 
army captain (Dagoberto Gama) 
who invaded his family’s village. 
The titular violin belongs to Don 
Plutarco, but it becomes the meta- 
phor for all that is precious and 
vulnerable, both for Plutarco and the captain. 

El Violin is one of seven films in the New 
Releases program. Other programs include 
the Emergencia Youth Film Festival, compet- 
itive programs for narrative features, docu- 
mentary features, and shorts, among oth- 
ers. Films from South America, Canada, 
Spain, and the U.S. appear in all parts of 
the festival, with a strong presence of Afro- 
Latino and indigenous films and filmmak- 
ers. New to this year's festival is a New 
Visions/Works in Progress program, featur- 
ing the work of filmmakers seeking produc- 
tion or completion funds. 

The 10th Cine las Americas Festival is 
April 19 to 26. Related events include a pre- 
festival fundraiser on April 18 and special 
screenings featuring the work of Austin film- 
maker Marcy Garriott ( Inside the Circle) and 
special guest of honor Brazilian filmmaker 
Lucia Murat with two of her critically 
acclaimed films, Qua se Dois Irmaos (Almost 
Brothers ) and Olhar Estrangeiro (The Foreign 
Eye). Unless otherwise indicated, all films 
have English subtitles. - Claudia Alarcon

TWIN PEAKS: 

THE SECOND SEASON

Last year I earned some seri- 
ous nerd cred when a friend men- 
tioned local band Sparkwood, and 
I gushed, “Sparkwood? Like the 
last street Laura Palmer was seen 
on alive?!” (Still waiting for an 
answer on that one, fellas.) Yes, I 
am basically a Twin Peaks Trekker, 
which I guess would make me a ... 

Tweaker? Too bad that label’s already taken. 

After six years of false alarms, the second 
season has arrived. Now that I’ve dispensed 
with any suspicion of bias, a word for the uniniti- 
ated: There’s no good reason to buy the second 
season without seeing the first. There is every 
reason to watch both, but I must warn against 
mistaking “prequel” Fire Walk With Me for some- 
thing that should be watched before the series 
- or, ever, really. The pilot, yet to be released 
on DVD in America, is available in Austin’s finer 
video stores and well worth a viewing before- 
hand. Fire Walk With Me, on the other hand, 
reveals some of the series’ central mysteries 
and is irritatingly unfaithful to the series’ mood. 


For those who have seen the 
series, or at least the first sea- 
son, this DVD box set, featuring 
all 22 episodes of the second 
season, should be a treat. The 
packaging is not as flashy as the 
first season’s, and the menus 
seem to be re-creating the look of 
badly dubbed VHS tapes, but the 
Log Lady intros are all accounted 
for. There are interviews with 
series directors and actors, and 
though each interview is closed 
with credits that should’ve gone 
elsewhere, they’re worth a watch. 
Particularly special is Donald S. Davis’ (Garland 
Briggs) anecdote about gastric distress that 
alienated him from a young PA. A caveat: The 
actor interviews do contain spoilers and are 
best saved for last. 

As for the show itself, well, it was certainly 
one of the most exciting and innovative shows 
of its time. This was before HBO series, and 
Twin Peaks still ranks with the best of them. It’s 
generally believed that the second season is 
inferior to the first, and perhaps there’s some 
truth to this. Laura’s killer is revealed before 
the middle of the season, which caused some 
viewers to lose interest, but the story doesn't 
end there. Part of Twin Peaks’ beauty is its utter 


unpredictability: The owls are not what they 
seem, and neither are the characters. The story 
gets ever more snarled, and new characters 
arrive: hermetic orchid tenders, child magicians, 
David Duchovny as an even foxier FBI agent, 
and Mr. Lynch himself, triumphant as bureau 
chief Gordon Cole. Some of these plotlines are 
more engaging than others. Things sputter a 
little by the time Heather Graham shows up, 
but the series finale is not to be missed. A very 
good reason to stay indoors this summer.

STARS LIGHT UP 
'FIREFLIES/ 'KINGS' 

Add Willem Dafoe to the star power 
behind Fireflies in the Garden, which is film- 
ing now in the Bastrop area and previously 
around the University of Texas with a cast 
we previously reported includes Julia 
Roberts, Carrie-Anne Moss, Emily Watson, 
and Ryan Reynolds. Also joining the project 
about a family torn apart by tragedy, 
according to The Hollywood Reporter, are 
Shannon Lucio, Hayden Panettiere, loan 
Gruffudd, and George Newbern. Meanwhile, 
Kings of the Evening, about an underground 
contest in a Deep South ghetto, has Tyson 
Beckford, San Antonio native Bruce McGill 
(D-Day from Animal House), James Russo, 
and Lynn Whitfield in its cast.

Without Really Trying," which has been 
invited to screen at the Wildsound 
Feedback Film Festival in Toronto... Kat 
Candler is teaching two summer filmmak- 
ing workshops, one for adults and one for 
teens, through the Austin School of Film. 

Yes, 
Fox’s Prison Break will shoot most of its 
third season in the Dallas area, with 
some taping also in Louisiana and 
Florida, two states that already offer film- 
ing incentives. No word yet on the progno- 
sis for Austin-shot NBC series Friday Night 
Lights... Look for Quentin Tarantino’s 
“Death Proof” half of Grindhouse to add 
scenes and appear as a stand-alone film 
for non-English-speaking countries. Variety 
speculates the longer film could turn up 
at the Cannes Film Festival.

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How excited would you get if your friend 
called you up and said, “Hey, let’s go see that 
Christian film tonight! It’s gonna be awe- 
some!”? At best, the thought of a “Christian” 
film brings to mind that nostalgic memory of 
suffering through Chariots of Fire with your 
dad. At worst, images of schlocky contrivances 
like A Walk to Remember, kiddie inanity like 
Veggie Tales, or horrific, in-your-face 
psychodrama like The Passion of the 
Christ. But what’s the reality? Does 
Mel Gibson really have the mar- 
ket cornered on this one? What’s 
really meant by the term “Christian” 
movie? 

Austin’s All Saints Presbyterian 
Church is attempting to address 
these questions. The church has 
rented out the Alamo Drafthouse 
South Lamar for their third annu- 
al Growth in Grace Conference. 

This year’s series, titled “Stories in 
the Darkness: Engaging Film as a 
Christian,” addresses what the 
church describes as “how movies 
help us to be human.” Will it be 
about how we should all rush out 
and purchase the new DVD of The 
Nativity Story ? Apparently not. 

With such discussions as 
“Humanity in a Technological World: 

Three Sci-Fi Films,” planned and 
presentations that include films rang- 
ing from 2001: A Space Odyssey and 
Blade Runner to Match Point and The 
Station Agent, this is not your typical 
Christian film event. The keynote 
speaker, Denis Haack, co-founded 
(along with his wife, Margie) the 
Ransom Fellowship, a ministry located in 
Rochester, Minn. Ransom is a writing, men- 
toring, and speaking ministry that, according 
to Haack, addresses the “intersection of the 
historic Christian faith with arts and culture.” 

Both the Web site (www.ransomfellowship.org) 
and newsletter ( Critique ) are filled with articles 
about culture, music, and books. A large por- 
tion of the ministry is devoted to film. The 
Web site includes pages of film reviews, guides 
to leading a film discussion group, and film- 
related resources. While Haack is what can 
only be called a devoutly committed Christian 
(their Web site includes a statement of faith 
that asserts “We believe in the One true Infinite 
Personal Creator God - Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit”), most of the “culture” that he address- 
es is distinctly secular. And many of the films 
discussed are not “Christian,” at least not in 
the traditional sense. 

An issue of Critique from 2006 includes 
more or less positive reviews of Brokeback 
Mountain and Closer. Haack writes that the 
films are, “both finely crafted, truthfully told 
stories, [which] invite us to reflect on the 
nature of desire.” He goes on to assert that, 
though “there are good reasons for choosing 
not to see Closer and Brokeback, it is impossible 
to imagine becoming truly wise without reflect- 
ing deeply on desire. How we live with desire, 
and supremely, what we make the object of 
our desire will define our character and set the 
course of our life.” 

Says assistant pastor at All Saints and Haack’s 
close friend, Greg Grooms: “The common

ground isn’t religious in these discussions; the 
common ground really is being human. ” Pastor 
and the Rev. Bill Boyd explains his excitement 
about Haack’s ministry, “He’s fearless. He 
thinks as Christians we should be seeking to 
engage reality, and film helps us to do that. 
We’re not just interested in Christian films, but 
in film that tells a story about what’s true: the 
good, the bad, and the ugly.” 

Ever since the box-office explosion of The 
Passion of the Christ, 

Hollywood has attempted 
to engage Christians with 
movies. Translation: to 
make some money from 
a previously untapped 
audience. Little specialty 
studios have popped up. 

FoxFaith, for example, 
released the ridiculous 
The Ultimate Gift. And Walden Media, owned 
by Philip Anschutz, an oil magnate and pro- 
fessed Christian, released the Christian classic 
The Chronicles of Narnia: The Lion, the Witch, 
and the Wardrobe. But while Hollywood rushes 
to figure out what they can manufacture to get 
those holy butts in the seats, Christians have

showing people’s crap for crap’s sake.” He uses 
Peter Jackson’s epic as an example: “Lord of 
the Rings; the book was written by a Christian 
[Catholic J.R.R. Tolkien], but it’s not like, 
[affecting a falsetto voice] ‘Hello, I’m Jesus.’ It 
just shows this struggle of life, good vs. bad, 
and these, what I believe to be, eternal truths. 
But it’s not a Christian film.” 

“Then there are films like Raising 
Victor Vargas, In America,” Akel con- 
tinues, “these real slice-of-life films 
that kind of show you that, man, you 
know, I do matter; I’m unique.” 

But there will always be people who 
think that a Christian movie has to 
include a cross to be worthwhile. And 
having spent much of his adolescence 
in the Philippines, where his parents 
worked as Christian missionaries, 
Haack is intimately familiar with this 
conservative mentality. Indeed, one of 
the major influences on his ministry 
was “growing up in a fundamentalist 
family in which the arts and culture 
were actively discouraged and dis- 
missed.” Upon returning to the states 
for his junior year of high school, he 
“discovered museums and film and 
was overwhelmed with beauty and 
the sense that if my faith truly had 
nothing to do with these things, then 
my God was too small to worry about. 
When I finally understood that these 
things were not antithetical, but in 
fact Christianity spoke to them as 
truly as to spiritual realities, this was 
an affirmation of life.” 

Their hope for the conference seems 
to be to invite questions and provoke 
reflection. “Christians are afraid of 


been quietly going to movies anyway. Other 
kinds of movies: difficult, provocative, and 
even good movies. And they’ve been seeing 
their belief system reflected in them. 

Austin filmmakers (and Christians) Mike 
Akel and Chris Mass have a few things to 
say on the subject. Their locally produced 
feature comedy Chalk was nominated for 
an Independent Spirit Award and is open- 
ing in theatres across the country this May. 

Says Mass, “The most 
powerful film to me is 
not Left Behind .” Akel 
adds, “What we believe 
is that all truth is God’s 
truth, whoever it comes 
through. I believe every 
one of us is made in the 
image of God. So it’s like 
everybody has a glorious 
divine touch to them. I don’t understand it, 
but it’s mysterious. It’s beautiful.” 

“Take a film like Magnolia,” Mass says. 
“That film speaks to me because life is messy. 
I know I’ve lived a messy one, and most people 
I know have some messes that they’ve been 
through. I think that film goes beyond just 


genuine 

movies; they see them as kind of insidious and 
foreign and subversive,” Grooms says. “My 
hope is that they can realize that I can indeed 
watch a movie to the glory of God. There’s 
something that I can learn here, for me person- 
ally, and I can get better insights into the minds 
and hearts of my friends and neighbors that I 
just never had before.” 

The Rev. Boyd embraces the idea that people 
can learn from movies. “Film is a way to learn 
to talk about what’s true and what’s not, to 
learn to have something around that allows 
deep dialogue, to help us understand what it 
means to be human,” he says. “In the best of 
films, that’s what’s happening: They’re helping 
us live. They’re acknowledging the difficult 
things of the world, helping us get things out 
on the table and helping us live together. As 
Christians, we’re very interested in that.” 

“A couple of years ago I did a discussion 
with a group of high school students,” Grooms 
recalls. “I showed them a clip from My Fair 
Lady and a clip from Blade Runner, and I asked 
them afterward which was the more Christian 
presentation. Every one of them said My Fair 
Lady, because it’s bright, happy, and cheerful. 
I told the students that in a real sense, both 
movies are offering similar perspectives on 
human nature: We are shaped by the society 
in which we live. But Blade Runner is doing it 
much more realistically than My Fair Lady. 

“The idea that this one is Christian because 
it makes me feel good, where does that come 
from? The Bible is not a romantic comedy.” ■

The new word from PBS regarding The War 
and how to quell the outrage at the omission 
of Latinos from the Ken Bums documentary 
occurs after this issue has gone to press. This 
is one of those rare quiet moments in the 
midst of a storm when you can look at it from 
another angle. 

It is not an exaggeration to say that PBS 
brought the world to me. Where else would 
a 15-year-old Mexican kid growing up in 
Nebraska have gotten to see Zoot Suit one sum- 
mer afternoon? Recalling this formative experi- 
ence in the present moment startles me. At the 
time, I was a drama nerd and a closet writer, 
but it didn’t occur to me that a life in either of 


those worlds was possible. When I saw Zoot 
Suit and all those brown faces in a theatrical 
event, my concept of the world exploded like 
an Easter cascarone. And it’s not like it was a 
feel-good story. Set during the Zoot Suit Riots 
of World War II, Zoot Suit tells the story of a 
pachuco leader falsely accused of murder prior 
to entering the army. The riots, or the Pachuco 
Wars, were between U.S. servicemen and zoot- 
suited Mexican-American youth “coming out” 
in a culturally flamboyant, self-assertive way. 
A successful beat-down included stripping a 
zoot suiter and shredding his “drapes.” It was 
a form of psychological as well as physical 
oppression, the message being, “You can serve 
in our military; you can pave, clean, pick, 
haul, build - dream the American dream if you 
want - but don’t think for a moment you can 
be who you are. You don’t belong.” 

Twenty years later, I related the experience 
of watching Zoot Suit to Edward James Olmos, 
who starred as the iconic El Pachuco, at a San 
Antonio arts conference. I got misty in the 
telling, but he urged me on. The story of a kid 
in the sticks watching Zoot Suit on PBS wasn’t 
new to him, but he never tired of hearing it. 

Thousands of taxpayer dollars have been 


invested in Burns’ work over the years. And 
since Latinos pay taxes . . . you know how this 
sentence ends. Yet, I hate to suggest joining the 
“let’s scrutinize PBS’ checkbook” bandwagon. 
Do we really want PBS to bow to the demands 
of the most powerful, be it the left or the right? 
No, I still dream of a public television that is 
open, diverse, and challenging in a way not 
found in commercial television. “It is in the 
public interest,” President Lyndon B. Johnson 
said in his remarks upon signing the Public 
Broadcasting Act of 1967, “to encourage the 
development of programming that involves 
creative risks and that addresses the needs of 
unserved and underserved audiences, particu- 
larly children and minorities.” 

Perhaps what Johnson didn’t conceive of in 
1967 was that those chosen few tapped to shep- 
herd public TV would eventually need to share 


their custodial role. This idea seems to 
incite fear. But who says that one candle 
lighting another extinguishes the for- 
mer? Which is why the statement issued 
by the National Association of Latino 
Independent Producers regarding The 
War encourages me. (Full disclosure: 
I am a NALIP member and was a 
onetime NALIP-Austin board member.) 
Instead of punitive language, NALIP 
offers a menu of ways to infuse Latino 
writers, directors, producers, and talent 
into PBS signature programs and offers 
suggestions for integrating (not privileg- 
ing) American Latino history, culture, 
music, art, and other contributions to 
American life in future programming. 

“Given that Mr. Bums has a contract with 
PBS through 2022, we ask that PBS commit to 
hire at least one Latino/a associate producer, 
co-producer, and segment producer on each 
Ken Burns project from the project’s concep- 
tion ... [to] provide Mr. Bums a resource to 
help him consider ways to include Latinos in 
his series and/or reach out and find them when 
his stories warrant.” 

Sweat, blood, bravery, and diligence are valu- 
able on the battlefield. The same will be tme 
when it comes to expanding - not dismantling 
- the future of public television.

PUTTIN' ON THE RITZ 


When the Alamo Drafthouse moves into the Ritz building 
in August, its Music Mondays will roost in the balcony. “I like 
that it will be more intimate," says programmer Kier-La 
Janisse. “It allows you to be a little crazier with the program- 
ming when you have half the seats to fill.” 

Improved lighting and sound will also allow for more live- 
music tie-ins downstairs, Janisse adds. Though nothing has 
been signed, or even suggested, one potential tie-in might be 
Roky Erickson; Palm Pictures releases Kevin McAlester’s 
Erickson documentary, You’re Gonna Miss Me, on DVD July 10. 
It wouldn’t be the first time music and movies have coexisted 
at the Depression-era theatre. 

When Armadillo World Headquarters poster artist Jim 
Franklin and late partner Bill Livengood reopened the dor- 
mant Ritz in 1974, Monday nights were as dead then as they 
are now, so they showed old cowboy movies and booked 


bands to warm up. “We had Willie Nelson, Asleep at the 
Wheel," recalls Franklin. “Some stellar talent." 

Original owner Elmo Hegman couldn't afford top-shelf 
names like Gene Autry (who appeared instead at the 
Paramount), so he booked vaudeville-trained B-stars like Tex 
Ritter, Gabby Hayes, and Max Terhune, who could toss a 
playing card from the stage to the balcony. (State law back 
then mandated separate entrances for white and black 
patrons, which is why the staircase to the balcony opens to 
the outside.) Ritter was fond of asking the people in the balco- 
ny, “How are y’all doing up there on the shelf?” 

Bookings during Franklin’s tenure included Bukka White - who 
told Franklin he played a National steel guitar because, “I tear 
up a wood guitar” - the Weather Report, and Chuck Mangione. 
“It was a great room for sit-down music,” Franklin muses. 

For his first-ever Austin show, Bo Diddley fronted a pickup band 
including Jimmie Vaughan, Doyle Bramhall Sr., and Paul Ray. 
Diddley planned to play about 10 minutes and take a break. 
“He said, ‘I’ll wear these guys out,”' recalls Franklin. “I said, 

‘I don’t think you’ll wear these guys out, but you’re the boss.’ 
“He was pleasantly surprised.” 

After about a year, Franklin tired of people only calling to ask 
about bookings, not his artwork, so he and Livengood decided 
to close down. Their last show was none other than Townes 
Van Zandt. “He said, ‘This is about the fifth theatre we've 
closed,”’ Franklin laughs. “He was getting all these bum gigs.” 


BULL MOOSE 

It may be the least-known 
live-music venue in Austin, but 
the Moose Lodge at 2103 
E.M. Franklin Ave. still might 
look familiar: It was the site of 
the Dillon Panthers' football 
banquet on last week’s Friday 
Night Lights, and several mem- 
bers of the fraternal and ser- 
vice organization's chapter No. 

1735 appeared as extras. The 
increased visibility couldn’t 
come at a better time, because 
the flurry of development 
around the old Mueller airport 
is putting the squeeze on the 
Moose. Although the property 
is paid for, its steadily increasing value means more taxes, 
which are draining the chapter’s coffers. Instead of selling to 
hungry developers, they’ve decided to start a membership 
drive and enlisted local accordion master Bradley Jaye 
Williams to book a series of dances. “It's an old Fifties build- 
ing, but they have a really cool pecan grove with a dance slab 
and little stage area,” says Williams, a Moose member since 
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The Moose Lodge on a slow day 


last year. “Boy Scouts used to camp out there.” Williams’ lat- 
est project, the Fabulous Polkasonics, play the lodge with 
Brave Combo in July, and next Saturday, he’s bringing in the 
Kings of Sixth Street, a collection of conjunto old-timers - 
Chencho Flores, Chon Martinez, Johnny Degollado, 
Williams’ Los Pinkys bandmate Isidro Samilpa, and special 
guest Flaco Jimenez - about whom Williams and Stacker cin- 
ematographer Lee Daniel plan to shoot a documentary this 
summer. Admission to Saturday’s dance is $10 or $5 for 
members; a one-year Moose membership is $30.

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Early Winter 

The introduction of electric amplification 
around the 1930s put instruments on equal 
sonic footing with one another as the plugged- 
in bass met its match in high-watt guitar and a 
miked bass drum. A decade later, electric guitar 
and amp pairings could be purchased through 
the almighty Sears catalog. By the time rock 
reared its four-four head in the early 1950s, the 
music wasn’t just fast; it was loud. 

That suited the bands of the era just dandy, 
especially rockabilly groups that prided them- 
selves on a stripped-down sound. As employed 
by vocal combos, jazz and blues ensembles like 
Oscar Peterson and Muddy Waters, and classi- 
cal threesomes for decades before, the trio was 
a standard musical configuration. Yet some- 
thing about a trio’s compact nature, mobility, 
and independence lent itself naturally to the 
rowdy, burgeoning genre of rock & roll.

story in Rolling Stone led to Columbia Records 
signing the Beaumont-bom guitarist and his 
band, bassist Tommy Shannon and drummer 
“Uncle” John Turner. 

The trio had already recorded under the 
moniker the Progressive Blues Experiment by 
the time Johnny Winter was released in 1969. 
Winter immediately achieved the godlike sta- 
tus accorded Hendrix and Clapton, and his 
encyclopedic knowledge of blues rubbed off 
heavily on Shannon, who later played with 
Stevie Ray Vaughan & Double Trouble (see 
sidebar). Shannon had plenty of experience 
playing the rock hits and soul music so popu- 
lar during the 1960s, but a blues trio was a 
whole ’nother bag for him. 

“There’s a real art to a trio,” Shannon 
muses. “First of all, you have to have a really 
good guitar player who understands rhythm 
and rhythm guitar. You don’t want to leave a 
hole in there. You have to constantly work. 

“Johnny Winter was a good trio player,” 
continues the bassist. “Johnny taught me a lot. 
Used to be I’d look at a Cream album and see 
Robert Johnson’s name and think, ‘That must 
be some friend of theirs.’ I didn’t know shit 
about the blues, couldn’t play them well or 
anything. One night Johnny sat me down for 
about six hours and started back with slave 
field hollers and took me up through country 
blues then electric blues to the present. I got it. 
After that, I could play blues.” 


Lean and Mean 

Groove is an almost spiritual experience for 
Tommy Shannon. 

“You feel it when you’re playing,” he asserts. 
“All that power coming out, and you don’t have 
to budge; just stay in the groove. Everything 
else takes care of itself. It’s definitely a spiritual 
thing and lifts you up. Some of the most spiri- 
tual moments of my life are onstage playing.”

The Power of Three 


Little ol' bands from Texas keep it 'lean and mean'

“The trio is,” declares Billy F. Gibbons, “a 
nat’chul fave, doncha know!” 

Gibbons would know. He’s the founder and 
master guitarist/songwriter for ZZ Top, the holy 
trinity of Texas bands. In their 
fourth decade of performing and 
recording, the little ol’ band from 
Texas is still so popular, they’re 
“actually pleading with manage- 
ment for an intimate booking 
along the tour trail which, we 
believe, is on schedule in Austin 
for an appearance at the Backyard. All right!” 
The “intimate booking” sold out its first 
night, this Saturday, in seven hours, and the 
second is likely to sell out the night of the 
show, Sunday. That says a lot about ZZ Top and 
their earthy boogie-swagger, but it also says a 
lot for the appeal of trios. In rock & roll, two’s 
company, but three’s never a crowd. You might 
call it the power of three. 


Though outfits such as the Blue Moon 
Boys, Johnny Burnette Trio, and Buddy Holly’s 
Crickets paved the way, trios virtually rein- 
vented themselves after the British Invasion 
of 1964 because bands like the 
Beatles, Kinks, Rolling Stones, 
and the Animals made quartets 
and quintets the configuration 
du jour. In 1967, both Fresh 
Cream and Are You Experienced 
hit America, making superstars 
of Cream and the Jimi Hendrix 
Experience overnight. It also made trios a 
viable option once again. 

Never content to let anyone one-up itself, 
Texas - which had already made major contri- 
butions to rock with the Sir Douglas Quintet, 
13th Floor Elevators, and Janis Joplin - got 
into the threesome game with an albino blues 
freak from East Texas named Johnny Winter. A

the trio is that it lies in thirds, but the guitar- 
ist is the key. For some threesomes that’s the 
downfall, Shannon believes. 

“A problem with a lot of trios is that the 
guitar player steps up to play a solo, then steps 
back and tinkers around on guitar instead of 
playing a cool rhythm until it’s time for the 
next solo,” explains the bassist. “That’s when 
a trio doesn’t work. When you have three guys 
up there, it’s so much easier to keep a groove. 
It’s harder with five guys. With a trio, you can 
keep it really tight. 

“When Stevie played a solo, nothing fell out. 
He’d be soloing and then go into the rhythm

'I LIVE IN TRIOS' 

Though he’s known for playing in two 
of rock’s most famous trios, Johnny Winter 
and Stevie Ray Vaughan & Double Trouble, 
Tommy Shannon has distinguished his resu- 
me by playing in six trios throughout his 
lifetime. That’s why when asked to comment 
on his experience, his reply is quick: “Oh 
yeah! I live in trios!” 

That wasn’t true for his early days of playing 
music in the Sixties. The Tucson-bom bassist 
moved to Dumas, Texas, in 1955 where he 
began picking guitar in a high school group 
called the Avengers. After high school, he 
migrated to Dallas, playing soul music with the 
New Breed. Among his bandmates was a well- 
respected drummer from Beaumont known as 
“Uncle” John Turner. 

He and Shannon teamed up in a series of 
acts until Turner moved back to Houston to 
play in a cover band with his childhood friend, 
a guitarist named Johnny Winter. Turner 
pushed them to play blues, which seemed 
like a pipe dream until the three underwent 
a transcendental experience 
watching Jimi Hendrix live 
in 1968. Turner dubbed 
them the Progressive Blues 
Experiment, and they began 
making the rounds of the 
famous rock ballrooms of 
the day, including Austin’s 
Vulcan Gas Company on 
Congress Avenue. 

Turner’s moniker lasted 
until Clive Davis signed the 
band to Columbia Records 
in 1969, where they recorded 
simply as Johnny Winter. The 
three left Texas for New York, 
touring and playing such his- 
toric festivals as Woodstock, 
but the trio was short-lived, breaking up after 
releasing three albums, two for Columbia. By 
1970, the rhythm section was headed west, 
joining a group of Texpatriates in California 
called Krackerjack. There, the high life became 
Shannon’s downfall. 

Moving back to Texas, Shannon played 
briefly in Blackbird with a young Dallas 
guitarist he’d met a few years before, Stevie 
Ray Vaughan. Once Blackbird flew south, 
Shannon was drafted by Austin six-stringer 
Van Wilks for his hard-rock trio Fools. 
Despite their enormous popularity in the 
mid-Seventies, Shannon managed only about 
two years in Fools. 

The drugs got worse. Shannon went into 
rehab. He came out disoriented and lost, 
taking jobs laying bricks instead of playing 
bass. Slowly things turned around as he 
picked up work in trios with Rocky Hill, 
brother of ZZ Top’s Dusty Hill, in Houston, 
and then with Alan Haynes. One night, 
he ran into Vaughan, and once more they 
clicked. In 1980, Tommy Shannon joined 
Double Trouble. 

Thus begun the well-document- 
ed decade of Shannon’s life: the suc- 
cess and fame, the Grammys, the sec- 


ond fall into drugs and alcohol, the 
second stint in rehab, the sweet vic- 
tory of overcoming addiction, a new life 
to enjoy, and the horrific news in the early 
hours of August 1990 that cruelly ended 
his dream. 

The death of Stevie Ray Vaughan wasn’t 
the end of Shannon’s career, though. He 
joined the Arc Angels, then Storyville, and 
even released an album with Chris Fayton as 
Double Trouble. Along the way, the Rolling 
Stones flew him to New York to audition for 
the departing Bill Wyman. 

“I know they liked me, liked the way I 
played,” he recalls with obvious pride. “They 
called Guitar Player magazine to get in touch 
with me, and I said, ‘Hell yeah, give them 
my number!’ I don’t know who else tried out 
because they kept us all in different hotels. 
It was only supposed to be 30 minutes, but 
they kept me there over an hour. I played 
‘Brown Sugar’ and ‘Start Me Up,’ and they 
threw in a few ringers. They finally picked 
Daryl Jones, but it was an honor just to be 
there with them. 

“Playing with Stevie was the great- 
est experience of my life. He was my 
best friend. Storyville and the Arc Angels 


were something different. David Holt and 
David Grissom were so good together [in 
Storyville]. I got so used to Holt; he was 
always on my side of the stage and an excel- 
lent rhythm guitar. He and I would lock in 
and not budge.” 

Tommy Shannon and his wife Kumi live 
in town these days, keeping a Hill Country 
home for the horses she raises. He treasures 
his memories and collects instruments, 
including a 1962 Fender Jazz bass played 
by Jimi Hendrix. Though it’s been 20 years 
since he’s gotten high, he battles hepatitis C 
and other ailments. He prefers not to tour 
but likes the variety of bands he splits his 
time with. 

“I’m playing in three bands these days. 
We got some gigs with Storyville, some Arc 
Angels this summer, and I play some with 
Joe Ely. Chris went out with Kenny Wayne 
Shepherd, but I didn’t go because the tour 
was just too fucking long. 

“A lot of people are worried about me, but 
my health is better. I did go into the hospital 
for four days a while back, but I feel great. 
I’m taking care of my body and trying to 
take care of my mind. I feel like I am in very 
good health.” -M.M.

STEPHEN MARLEY 

Mind Control (Tuff Gong/Universal) 

Stephen Marley’s solo debut is every- 
thing a modern reggae album should be. 
Producer of myriad Marley family record- 
ings, Stephen - Bob and Rita’s second son 
- has developed an ambitious ear resulting 
in five Grammys, more than any other reg- 
gae artist in history. Mindful of the music’s 
deep roots yet awash in dancehall toasts 
and hip-hop beats, Mind Control layers 
sound skillfully, with an exotic assortment 
of world-music flairs and choice samples. 

An impressive roster of guests includes 
Marley’s half-brothers Damian and Julian, 
as well as Mos Def and Ben Harper. It's 
not his father’s Legend, but this is state-of- 
the-art reggae nonetheless. At album’s end, 
there’s a charming moment when a trio of 
young Marley children, the next generation, 
chant inna style of the Rasta elders to the 
delight of their father. The tradition rests 
in strong hands. (Stephen Marley calls 
down Jah at Antone’s, Thursday, May 3.)

The Cost (Anti-) 

Following 2005 
scorcher Burn the 
Maps, the Frames’ 
sixth studio disc 
goes for broke and 
comes up bust. 

While the Irish dar- 
lings always har-

tions, The Cost’s overblown arrangements, trite 
songwriting, and frontman Glen Hansard’s hope- 
lessly predictable whispers building into cring- 
ing falsetto result in maudlin caricatures. Even 
Colm MacConiomaire’s violin, the most dynamic 
element of the group, sounds overwrought and 
sentimental behind Hansard’s wail. Although 
“People Get Ready” hints at Snow Patrol’s 
restrained grandiosity, “True,” with dramatic 
vocals that recall fellow countryman Damien 
Rice’s earnest swells, explodes into self-indul- 
gent pathos exaggerated by lyrics that would 
make emo bands groan: “I find it so hard to be 
true/I’m gonna try my best for you.” Everything

Deep, repetitive 
grooves match fat 
synth lines, and 
something primal 
happens.

Costello Music 
(Interscope) 

Glasgow’s 
Fratellis were hoist- 
ed above the stock- 
pile of SXSW 07 
buzz bands by Pete 
Townshend with 
a rousing live collaborative on the Who’s “The 
Seeker.” The trio’s brash and boisterous debut, 
Costello Music, staggers in comparison. Lacking 
the Libertines’ erratic edge, the Fratellis forgo 
the Rakes’ cycle of “Work, Work, Work (Pub, 
Club, Sleep)’’ in favor of adolescent arro- 
gance with slapstick tales of “Creepin up the 
Backstairs” and “Vince the Loveable Stoner,” 
not unlike the Arctic Monkeys. With an unfailing 
backbeat and chunky guitars, "Henrietta” and 
iPod plug “Flathead” work best, keeping things 
sleazy and easy, though the effect diminishes 
with each spin. “The Gutterati?” and “Chelsea 
Dagger” end up as drunken lullabies, while 
the hand-clap heavy “For the Girl” and slower 
“Doginabag” tire toward the end. Diminishing 
returns or no, the kids are still all right.

DR. DOG 

We All Belong 
(Park the Van) 

“The thing the 
Sixties did was to 
show us the pos- 
sibilities and the 
responsibility that 
we all had.” So 
said John Lennon, 
and Dr. Dog, in their continued mining of the 
Beatles’ every beat, fully embraces those nos- 
talgic possibilities on their fourth and most 
polished release, We All Belong. With utopian 
harmonies, pounding piano rhythms, and lazy 
summer guitars, the ragtag Philadelphia outfit 
bounces through an “Octopus’s Garden” of 
excellently executed pastiche (“The Girl,” “Ain’t 
It Strange”), at times even pruning from classic 
R&B (“Keep a Friend”) and slow-bum Seventies 
folk-rock (“Alaska”). While the album revels 
in retro cross-pollination, and the title track’s 
dream that “It won’t be long before we all 
belong to love,” echoes Lennon’s counterpoint 
of responsibility throughout, Dr. Dog’s zealous 
frivolity is infectious but ultimately fleeting. 


Their idealism can’t ignore the real world any 
more than the group can sustain a sound 
based largely on appropriation.

ANDREW BIRD 

Armchair Apocrypha 
(Fat Possum) 

Taking flight from 
the retro swing of 
his Bowl of Fire, 

Chicago-based trou- 
badour Andrew Bird 
gets comfortable in 
the nest he’s been 
building since 2003's Weather Systems. While 
nothing on his Fat Possum debut, Armchair 
Apocrypha, is as instantly engaging as “Fake 
Palindromes” from 05’s Andrew Bird & the 
Mysterious Production of Eggs, “Imitosis" and 
“Plasticities” are more intricate and intimate, 
creating backdrops of pedal-looped pizzicato 
violin, acoustic and electric guitar, and xylo- 
phone, on top of which Bird spills his quivering 
poetry and thereminlike whistling. Slow pacing 
reveals a handful of sleepers (“Cataracts,” 
“Spare-ohs”), with sideman Martin Dosh on per- 
cussion, Wurlitzer, and atmospheric noises, Bird 
coming closest to pop perfection with grandiose 
waltz “Armchairs” and spacious, thought-provok- 
ing centerpiece “Darkmatter.” “Yawny at the 
Apocalypse” closes the album with an ethereal 
instrumental. Bird continues spreading his wings.

Cassadaga 
(Saddle Creek) 

Named for a 
Florida spiritualist 
community, Bright 
Eyes’ seventh 
studio LP takes its 
tenuous conceit 
from communion with the dead. Although Conor 
Oberst has never been particularly well-attuned 
to voices outside of himself, Cassadaga man- 
ages a better balance of the political and 
personal as exemplified on “Four Winds” and 
“Cleanse Song.” Saddle Creek uber-producer 
Mike Mogis accentuates Oberst’s continued 
channeling of Dylan with dusty layers of mando- 
lin, Dobro, and pedal steel, while Gillian Welch, 
M. Ward, and Sleater-Kinney’s Janet Weiss, if 
not fully taken advantage of, at least provide 
depth throughout. For all of the expectations 
the album fulfills, it also lacks an overall edge; 
“Classic Cars” is more Jackson Browne than 
Gram Parsons, and “Make a Plan to Love Me” 
squanders an entire orchestra. Cassadaga, 
while not exceptional in Oberst’s canon, dem- 
onstrates a maturity that ensures his legacy 
beyond emo-folk.

Back to Black (Republic) 

North London’s Amy Winehouse is putting 
the soul back in R&B with the help of New 
York’s Dap-Kings (as in Sharon Jones) and a 
bottle of whiskey. The Jewish phenom has been 
churning waves (and tabloids) overseas since 
the release of her 2003 debut, Frank. Now 
the 23-year-old’s addictive “Rehab” is poised 
to join the modern grit of Macy Gray with the 
latter-day growl of Shirley Bassey.

Winehouse’s sophomore LP Back 
to Black, oozes sweat and tears in "Me & Mr.

FOUNTAINS OF WAYNE 

Traffic and Weather (Virgin) 

In anticipation of hurricane season, 

Fountains of Wayne proffers an uncommonly 
strong batch of shiny red pop songs as a 
salve for hot afternoon commutes with no air 
conditioning. Although their strivings toward 
pop-cultural Zeitgeist seem quaint in an age 
of fragmentation, you have to admire Chris 
Collingwood and 
Adam Schlesinger 
for their everyman 
voices and cheeky 
middlebrow wit. 

As its drive-time- 
inspired title sug- 
gests, Traffic and 
Weather concen- 
trates on life and 
love in the ever- 
moving workaday world. “Someone to Love” 
offers a bouncy message of hope for dead- 
heading white-collar careerists, while "Yolanda 
Hayes” uses horn-laden Britpop to reveal the 
colorful soul within a DMV bureaucrat. The 
Jersey quartet lets its classic rock fantasies 
run wild on "’92 Subaru” before channeling 
Tom T. Hall on "1-95,” an evocative road ballad 
peppered with fading radio signals and truck- 
stop kitsch. Front to back, this 14-song slice of 
bop-worthy Americana hits the spot like ham- 
burgers and coffee.

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then go back up and down the neck. Best trio 
player I ever played with. We were a trio that 
sounded like five people.” 

“Uncle” John Turner, like Winter, was bom 
to the blues. Raised in Port Arthur, just down 
the road from Beaumont and over the Sabine 
River, Turner’s Texas and neighboring Louisiana 
came by the blues that saturated his life natu- 
rally. Turner is also a veteran of numerous trios, 
beginning with Johnny Winter and continuing 
to the present, as he heads up his own epony- 
mous threepiece. 

“When I was growing up,” he chuckles, “the 
object of the game was to get as big a band as 
you could afford - hom bands. We cut our 
teeth on bands like the Boogie Kings. Slowly 
but surely economics whittled it down. 

“Johnny Winter played so much guitar, he 
didn’t need any help. On old R&B records, 
the guitar and bass parts were not very impor- 
tant. We’d let the guitar or bass play the most 
prominent hom part. When I first heard Jimi 
Hendrix play, his guitar parts sounded like a 
hom section to us. He came from a musical 
background where that was the natural thing 
for him to do. Hendrix and Cream were the 
first [rock] trios to work like that, and Johnny 
Winter was right behind them.” 

Rock & roll has taken its toll on Turner who, 
like Shannon, battles hepatitis C. Yet the les- 
sons learned outweigh the damage done. It was 
Turner who pushed Winter to quit the cover 
songs and embrace the blues. He came up with 
the original band name, the Progressive Blues 
Experiment, and understood instinctively how 
the trio dynamic worked. 

“The drummer has to incorporate the promi- 
nent part of the rhythm,” explains Turner. “If 
need be, you add punches and accents to get 
the feeling of a larger band. On the other hand, 
when you have original music, you don’t worry 
about that. You write music for a trio. That’s 
what Johnny Winter did. He wrote songs for a 
trio. Making a trio work is understanding how 
to adapt that larger-band sound.” 

The real secret to a trio is, Turner insists, 
three words: 

“Lean and mean.”

Uno, Dos, Tres 

Another Texan paid attention as Winter and 
company stormed the country. Houston-bom 
Billy Gibbons took richly deserved pride in 
opening Hendrix’s 1968 tour with his band the 
Moving Sidewalks. The Voodoo Chile approved 
of Gibbons’ fuel-injected Texas blues-rock, 
declaring him a favorite guitarist. The Moving 
Sidewalks spawned one classic regional hit 
with “99th Floor,” then broke up. 

Gibbons had long been taken by trios, cit- 
ing Jimmy Reed’s famed lineup with Eddie 
Taylor on guitar. He reels off favorite outfits like 
Eliminator riffs. 

“Bo Diddley’s outfit - Bo, Jerome Green, 
and Clifton James,” begins Gibbons. “Now 
that’s a trio: guitar, a drum, and mara- 
cas! The Jimmy Smith Trio featuring B-3, 
[Kenny] Burrell on guitar, and Grady Tate. 
Smashing stuff. The Jimi Hendrix Experience 
and Cream ain’t nothin’ short of stupendous. 
All killer [trios] doing it on the shy side and 
doing it as you like it.” 

Free to start another band of his own musi- 
cal direction, Gibbons formed a trio he called 
ZZ Top. Led by his blues-sharpened, rock-hard 
buzz-saw guitar with thundering bassist Dusty 
Hill and lightning-quick Frank Beard on drums, 
the band may be the most successful U.S. rock 
trio ever, a power trio to the nth degree. 

n “Sweet and to the point,” 
3 Gibbons says. “Third time’s 
I a charm. [And it’s] cheaper 
3 than a James Brown revue 
troupe. When the three in 
a trio are hittin’ it, in the 
collective groove, mix in a 
goodly hand of distortion 
and the ‘skinny’ gets phat 
quick.” 

Still, isn’t the temptation 
to expand the trio? 

“Three is three,” pro- 
nounces Gibbons. “Four 
is more.” ■

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION

Sacramento, Calif., veterinarian Bert Brooks told a KOVR-TV reporter in February that he 
had a record of curing pets by having them stare at a computer monitor showing psychedelic 
images ("harmonic translation"). "I didn't learn this in vet school," he told the reporter, 
but "[t] here's a lot going on in the universe that we don't understand today." 


In March, a jury in Los Angeles listened to 
nine psychiatrists testify, along with other wit- 
nesses who openly described their sex lives, 
before finally deciding that neither party in the 
shrink-vs.-shrink contest was all that emotion- 
ally healthy. Dr. David Martorano had sued 
the UCLA psychiatry department, blaming a 
loss of promotion on a failed affair with his 
supervisor, Dr. Heather Krell, who denied the 
affair, especially Martorano’s claim of oral sex 
in a parked car. Krell’s witnesses “diagnosed” 
Martorano with narcissistic personality disor- 
der and being “addicted” to having women fall 
in love with him.

She told police 
that her house had been “replaced” “in the mid- 
dle of the night” and that the original was being 
stored at an undisclosed location. 2) Brook 
Akins, 34, was arrested in January in a Salt Lake 
City suburb after calling 911 12 times in five 
hours to complain of a toothache and demand 
to speak to someone who could help him. 

THINGS PEOPLE BELIEVE 

Super charismatic Stacy Finley, 34, pleaded 
guilty in January in Shreveport, La., to defraud- 
ing 22 middle-class victims by somehow con- 
vincing them to pay a total of $989,000 to have 
medical scans done of their bodies by overhead 
satellite and to be administered secret thera- 
peutic drugs while they slept, by CIA agents 
who would sneak into their homes. 



SIGNS OF THE TIMES 

Ariel Milby explained her ostentatious 
sweet- 16 party (televised in February on MTV) 
by pointing out that her dad owns his own oil 
company. “I love oil,” she said. “Oil means 
shoes and cars and purses.” “[Oil] smells like 
money.” But it’s not just 16-year-olds who 
are spoiled. Reuters reported in January that 
New York City party designers get $25,000 
and up for kids’ birthday and coming-of-age 
bashes, including one 60-guest celebration 
for a 1-year-old, who of course slept through 
the whole thing. (In December, at a spare-no- 
expense birthday party for a 7-year-old girl 
in Coral Gables, Fla., a cougar brought in to 
dazzle the kids attacked a 4-year-old, who 
required hospitalization.) 


LEAST COMPETENT 
CRIMINALS 

1) Andre Henry was convicted on 27 criminal 
counts in Philadelphia in February (e.g., bank rob- 
bery, threatening witnesses and police officers), 
despite his cocky attitude on the witness stand. 
After the prosecution played back a recording of 
Henry confessing his crimes to a wire-wearing 
inmate, Henry was unfazed, quickly declaring that 
the confessor was really Henry’s “twin brother” 
(except that the prosecutor easily showed that he 
doesn’t have one). 2) A 17-year-old was arrested 
in January in Sheboygan, Wis., and charged 
with stealing a snowmobile from the Sheboygan 
Yamaha lot. However, the next morning, even 
before the dealer realized the vehicle was missing, 
the boy had brought it in for service. 


• In February, when housing officials in 
Loebau, Germany, ran out of small apartments 
for low-income residents, they decided to put 
them in quarters that were larger than regula- 
tions allowed. However, the officials made the 
residents close off some rooms to stay within 
the allotted space and said inspectors would 
make regular visits to see that no one cheated. 

• Fire officials in Crystal River, Fla., stopped 
the planned performance in January of Jesse 
Aviles, “The Human Bomb,” who was set 
to lie facedown across two bar stools at the 
Oar House Restaurant and Lounge and have 
himself blown across the room by explosives. 
According to Oar House, the performance was 
canceled for the lack of permits. City Manager 
Andrew Houston, asked by the St. Petersburg 
Times what kind of permits might be necessary 
for a person to be exploded from a bar stool, 
said, “I have no earthly idea.” 

• Garri Holness, 39, is one of the Britons in a 
bad place at the time of the July 2005 subway 
bombings, and he suffered the loss of a leg, 
for which government programs compensated 
him with more than £100,000 British pounds 
(about $190,000). That is more than 10 times 
the amount of government compensation (in 
2005 pounds) received by each of the two teen- 
age girls from a vicious 1985 gang rape that 
Holness was convicted of participating in (and 
for which he served seven years in prison) . 

• Hurricane Katrina Trailer Fiascos: In March, 
while FEMA was busy evicting the last Katrina 
victims whom it had housed in trailers, it also 
disclosed that it has been stuck with 8,000 
mint-condition trailers that have sat vacant 
for 18 months now in a field near Hope, Ark., 
because the agency hasn’t been able to give 
them away (to government agencies, as federal 
law requires). (Also, WWL-TV in New Orleans 
reported in March that area hospitals continue 
to be overcrowded while specially equipped 
medical trailers, which were ordered just after 
Katrina hit and which took eight months to 
arrive, continue to sit unused.) 

CREME DE LA WEIRD 

Passions: 1) Entomology doctoral stu- 
dent Rebecca O’Flaherty of the University of 
California - Davis is a specialist on maggots, 
even to the point of creating “maggot art” (dip- 
ping them in paint and letting them writhe 
around on the “canvas”), though she doubts 
her passion is helping her land a teaching job. 
She told McClatchy newspapers in February 
that she admires the swiftness and elegance 
of maggots’ ability to devour. 2) Clarence 
Homer’s hobby, apparently, was collecting 
tombstones, in that upon his death in 2006 in 
Lincoln, Neb., authorities found 47 of them in 
his rented storage locker.

The first thing you hear when you step out of your car at the 
Brown Ranch and Hummer House south of Christovai is the 
squeaky chirping of unseen birds in the thick canopy of pecan and 
oak leaves. Occasionally the chorus is interrupted by the shrill whis- 
tle of a songbird, but the high-pitched tweaking of the black-chinned 
hummingbird fills the air like the chirping of crickets. 

"We have documented sightings of 126 species of birds here at 
the ranch,” Cathy Brown says, as she begins a tour of the natural 
garden around the three cabins she rents to guests. Not only is the 
thick forest along the South Concho River the summer home of the 
largest concentration of black-chinned hummingbirds, but it is on a 
major flyway of migratory birds. 

Dan Brown has lived on the family ranch south of San Angelo 
nearly all of his life. A gemstone cutter by trade, Dan’s family created 
a patented star facet design in the bottom of the jewel. A lifetime of 
working with sheep and cattle has given Brown the burnished, weath- 
ered look of a Texas rancher in his faded jeans and blue work shirt. 
Cathy is the perfect complement to his plainspoken ruggedness. 

“We both enjoy meeting people," Dan says. “Or we wouldn't be 
doing this.” He manages the ranch, and Cathy takes care of the 
cottages; they both can give a good nature lesson and cut a gem- 
stone in their signature Lone Star design. 

Growing up on the ranch, Dan realized it was a special place for 
seeing wild turkeys, deer, birds, and other wildlife that thrive along 
the river, but he was amazed at the number of hummingbirds. About 
12 years ago, the Texas Parks & Wildlife Department offered to 
help the Browns develop educational and conservation plans for 
the ranch that would allow them to open to the public. The result is 
one of the worst-kept secrets in the Hill Country. “I ranch people now 
instead of cattle,” Dan says. He still keeps about 200 head of sheep. 

The Brown’s Observation Room is legendary on the tour-bus cir- 
cuit. For a nominal fee and by reservation only, you can look out the 
windows and see nature at its liveliest. Oblivious to the crowd 
watching from behind the glass, the hummingbirds dart about and 
surround the red feeders like flies. A few yards from the windows 
the female hummingbirds peck nesting material from the stuffing of 
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an old pillow tied 
to the trees. 

Dan estimates 
that there are 
about a thousand 
of the black- 
chinned hum- 
mingbirds spread 
out along the 
bend in the river.

The resident hummingbirds are black and brown and make up for 
the lack of color by being very active and vocal, even by humming- 
bird standards. Twice a year the colony migrates between the South 
Concho River Valley and northern Mexico. The first hummingbird 
arrived at the Brown Ranch this year on March 10 and will leave in 
September. After hatching from an egg the size of a black-eyed pea, 
the hatchlings swell the flock from May to July. Cathy's favorite sea- 
sonal visitor, the red, yellow, and blue sparrow-sized painted bun- 
ting, will arrive around the first of May. 

You don't have to cut short your visit to the wildlife viewing; the 
Browns have overnight accommodations. The original cabin, the 
Hummer House, is a fully stocked home away from home. It has 
two bedrooms, two baths, four hummingbird feeders, and a patio 
overlooking a butterfly garden. 

After 12 years, the waiting list became so long for the Hummer 
House that Cathy added two new cabins. Across the yard, the 
Hideaway is a one-bedroom kitchenette with the best view of the 
wild turkeys strutting around the feed corn. The Lodge is the largest 
of the three and has two bedrooms and a sleeping porch. 

The Brown Ranch is 18 miles south of San Angelo and two miles 
outside of Christovai. Overnight lodging ranges from $125 to $250 
for double occupancy. To make reservations, call 325/255-2254 or 
go to www.hummerhouse.com.

Take Me Out 

Zachary Scott Theatre Center Kleberg Stage, through May 6 
Running time: 2 hr, 30 min 

Darren Lemming may wear the pinstripes of his team, the Empires, but you can tell at a 
glance that he considers himself a man apart. He has that cocksure stance of the athlete 
who knows what a supreme physical specimen he is and the cool, self-satisfied smile that 
says there’s nothing you can throw at me that I can’t hit - and not just hit but smash clear out 
of the park. He has the aura of one for whom mortal laws of physics simply 
do not apply. He knows that he is, as Michael Jordan was and Tiger Woods 
is, a paragon of his chosen sport, one of a kind. So it didn’t seem to this god 
among men any big deal that he should reveal a personal fact about his life to 
the press one day. He was only talking about himself, after all, so why would it 
affect anyone else? But Darren’s revelation about his “true nature" - that he’s 
gay - sets in motion a chain reaction of disruptions: among his teammates, 
among fans, among friends. Prejudices that had been hidden, like Darren’s 
homosexuality, suddenly surface, revealing the “true nature" of those around 
him, people whose fears or religious beliefs or just deeply ingrained hatred 
have bred in them a bigotry toward gay people. And so this man who holds himself apart, who 
keeps a deitylike distance from even those men who belong to his own team, is forced to deal 
with people and the messiness of being human. 

Jody Reynard’s deftly shaded turn as Darren is central to our understanding of Richard 
Greenberg’s Take Me Out as produced by the Zachary Scott Theatre Center; that purposeful 
aloofness allows us to see what the character is blind to: how his actions affect others. But 
while Reynard may project the 'tude of the superstar, his interaction with his co-stars makes 
it clear this actor knows that theatre, like baseball, is a team sport. He plays well off others, 
most notably John Rochette, who plays Kippy, arguably the brainiest shortstop in the history 
of the game and the one teammate of Darren's who can claim friendship with him. Rochette 
boasts an open, amiable grin and easygoing charm that contrasts nicely with Reynard’s 
reserve - a warmth to Darren’s coolness - and you can sense how they complete each other; 
their scenes together have that satisfyingly smooth snap of a neatly turned double play. 

But to be fair, that sense of team play extends across the 11-man cast. Although the actors 
come from diverse backgrounds and few have worked together, director Dave Steakley has 
coached them into an ensemble of admirable unity, in both how they tell the story and how 
they convey a sense of men whose job is a game that requires them to function as a unit. 

Like the players themselves, each actor knows his role and what he has to contribute when, 
whether it’s Micah Sudduth, ebullient as the Empires’ dim-bulb catcher; Tom Green, firm as 
the team’s paternal coach; Zach Thompson, scary as Shane Mungitt, a monstrously gifted 
pitcher from the sticks with a monstrous core of rage blazing inside him; or Marc Pouhe, first 
affable, then fiery as Darren’s best bud, a pious player for a rival team who turns on his friend

after learning of his “true nature.” Everyone delivers fine work individually, but it’s the group 
effort, that interplay of ensemble, that makes the whole thing click. 

If one cast member stands out, it’s by design more than anything. Greenberg created one 
character who isn’t on a baseball team: Mason, a financial adviser charged with managing 
Darren’s portfolio and a gay man who sees Darren’s coming out as a heroic act. But his true 
purpose is to serve as mediator between the audience and the game of baseball, to explain 
it to those who don’t know the game and rhapsodize about it to those who do. Greenberg 
has Mason address us directly and speak in the passionate terms of the new convert, giddy 
with devotion. It’s a smart device and an engaging one, especially when delivered by the likes 
of Martin Burke, an actor of enormous appeal who, in Mason's soliloquies, attains a state of 
euphoria - his face as bright as the grid of stadium lights that designers Michael Raiford and 
Jason Amato use to back the set - that’s infectious. Through his eyes, we see baseball in all 
its symmetry and beauty, how the game can take you out of yourself and what it can mean, as 
a metaphor for democracy and life. 

It’s possible that this story could be told in another sport - certainly Tim Hardaway’s homo- 
phobic rant this year proves its timeliness for basketball - but in no other game do you get 
that tension between the individual and the group as in baseball, where in every inning, play- 
ers must stand apart from their team and face the opposing side alone. That leads us to 
glorify, even deify, those single players - batters and pitchers - who thrive in that duel at the 
plate. But Take Me Out powerfully reminds us that no individual’s action is without ramifica- 
tions for the team. We’re all connected, all playing together. No man is an island - or a home 
plate - entire of itself. - Robert Faires

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Lettice and Lcvage 

The Vortex, through April 29 

Created by playwright Peter Shaffer as 
a vehicle for Dame Maggie Smith (known 
to Harry Potter fans for her portrayal of 
professor Minerva McGonagall, the tart 
deputy headmistress of Hogwarts in the 
film adaptations), Lettice and Lovage is 
the story of the unlikely friendship that 
springs up between Lettice Doufett, a 
tour guide with a taste for the dramatic, 
given to elaborating what she consid- 
ers the scant historical interest of the 
Tudor house where she is employed, 
and Charlotte Schoen, her straitlaced 
superior at the British Preservation 
Trust. Charlotte, far from charmed by the 
inventive inaccuracies of 
Lettice’s narrative style, 
terminates her employ- 
ment, and out of this 
inauspicious incident, with 
a little help from a potent 
Elizabethan cordial, the 
two women soon recognize 
each other as kindred 
spirits, bonding over a 
shared a love for the colorful trappings of 
the past and a mutual distaste for the dull 
aesthetics and general mediocrity of the 
present era. 

There are difficulties inherent in taking on a role created for 
someone else, and at times in this Different Stages production, it 
is hard not to think wistfully of Smith’s incomparably dry diction and 
virtuoso capability for archness, but Bobbie Oliver handles the title 
role well, playing the colorful, theatrical Lettice with a brittle nervous- 


ness that gradually wins one over, as 
the frailty of the lonely older woman 
is revealed behind the ostensibly 
winsome, at times shrill theatrics. 
Jennifer Underwood's easy confidence 
onstage as the prosaic and conserva- 
tive Charlotte is a pleasure to watch, 
and she provides an excellent balance, 
a solid counterpoint to the rather viva- 
cious charm of Oliver’s characteriza- 
tion. The first act seemed to suffer a 
little from opening-night awkwardness, 
and some of the comedic sparkle was 
dulled by a leaden tempo, a hesitancy 
that can be especially fatal to sharp 
British humor, but while it took them a 
while to find their stride, by the amus- 
ing conclusion of the first act, the two 
leads were in fine form, and the rest of 
the play flowed engagingly on the easy 
rapport between them. 

The great pleasure of this play is the 
script and its abundance of excruciat- 
ingly articulate British wit. Lettice’s 
distinctive brand of overblown, archaic 
conversation produces some absolutely 
delicious bursts of comedic verbiage, 
and by the time the plot twists itself 
into total absurdity in the third act, it 
is pretty much impossible not to be 
entertained. At times, this celebration 
of British eccentricity veers just a bit 
toward the mawkish - a common enough pitfall for stories of whimsi- 
cal, flamboyant characters given to expounding philosophies of life 
such as, “Enlarge, enliven, and enlighten!” as Lettice proclaims. The 
sharpness of the dialogue, however, and the straightforward funni- 
ness of the climactic plot device conspire to make this overall an 
enjoyable and entertaining evening of theatre. - Iris Brooks

Bclm Studies 

Through April 25 

(Because of the significance and scope of the Texas 
Biennial, which is statewide in reach and spread across four 
Austin galleries, the Chronicle's visual-arts writers chose to 
review the exhibit collectively, in a dialogue. They covered 
each gallery separately. The review of works in the Butridge 
Gallery at the Dougherty Arts Center appeared in the March 
30 issue. The reviews of works at Okay Mountain and Site 
1808 appeared in the April 6 issue.) 


Salvador Castillo: If we were to extract each of the spaces 
from the context of the Biennial, I believe the dynamics of the 
Bolm chapter would hold up. 

Nikki Moore: I agree. So many issues came to the fore in 
these works, from mechanized uniformity in 
Tiffany Ann Carbonneau’s work to surveillance 
in the work of William Betts, which ultimately 
lapses back onto mechanized uniformity in 
its creation, making a nice loop. David Ubias’ 
work was strong; several pieces floating 
through Austin have shared the piecemeal 
style and freehand appearance of his 100 
drawings, but something in the combination 
of themes and technique set his work apart. 

Mimi Kato’s Yokai Zyukkei: Scenery With 
Monsters, mixing Toba Sojo’s 11th century scroll-print style 
with contemporary imagery and dynamics is one of my favor- 
ite works in the Biennial, and I liked Yuppie Graffiti Tagger for 
its playfulness and thoughtful implications. 

Beyond that, William Hundley’s pieces surprised me: 
vibrant, glossy, colorful. They are a mix of scripting and free- 
dom that hints at the potential for variance and unpredictabil- 
ity even within prescribed spaces and actions. 

Salvador Castillo: I was going to reveal my attraction to 
Roberto Bellini’s work, but after your description of the works. I 
believe I must apply it to all of them. I was seduced into deeper 
thoughts. The aesthetics focused my attention into the works.

Forced to really look, my mind drifted excitedly among form, con- 
cept, and execution. I found this act especially rewarding from 
the Bellini, Hundley, and Kelly O’Connor pieces. Not so much 
with Ubias, Mark Collop, and David Chien, but vibrant is an 
accurate descriptor. Maybe it was the gritty characteristic that 
fortified the venue. There did seem to be an ecological/environ- 
mental awareness to the works. Carbonneau and Kato address 
human-Earth relations, Chien and Hundley address urban visu- 
als, and, to a mechanic’s son, Buster Graybill’s inner tubes 
speak of industry before they suggest tubing. 

Nikki Moore: Taking in your response, Salvador, I can’t help 
wondering what worked here that didn’t quite coalesce for the 
rest of the Biennial. 

Salvador Castillo: Pure luck? 

I learned that after the artists were chosen, the organizers 
and venue representatives sat around with scale models of 
the art and spaces, swapping pieces until the layouts were 
declared. I can see identities forming at each of the spaces: 
the DAC being “brainy,” Okay Mountain being “pretty," and Bolm 
being a healthy mix of the two with a dash of urban grit. Site 
1808, without a core identity besides “outdoorsy” installations, 
could easily have its work dispersed among the other venues. 

I could see Jarrod Beck, Tom Matthews, and Kurt Mueller at 
Bolm; Bunnyphonic and Gary Sweeney at Okay Mountain; and 
Noah Simblist, Brad Tucker, and Rebecca Ward at the DAC. 


Nikki Moore: i have a hard time with the “brainy” descriptor. 
I’m not quite sure I could single out a description of the DAC. 
Its underlying threads - if there were any apart from the obvi- 
ous “Texas artist” filter - were not clear to me. Actually, apart 
from Bolm, I had no real sense of where Texas art is active in 
a way that sets both the state and the artists in it apart from 
any other art scene. 

Amanda Douberley: Where were the jurors - Ursula Davila, 
Fairfax Dorn, Kate Green, Valerie Cassel Oliver, and John 
Pomara - in all this? Their lack of presence - in the catalog, 
in programming, and apparently in the installation - is by 
turns annoying and totally mystifying. It is as if these art- 
ists were the obvious choices for the show, rather than the 
Biennial being the result of a set of criteria for evaluation 
that, it seems, we’ll never be let in on. 

Salvador Castillo: I think that’s it. The lack of actual cura- 
tion leaves the work wanting. Perhaps I gave the Biennial a 
free pass knowing the organizers are trying to bridge dialogue 
across the state - to be more inclusive before they begin to 
edit and craft themes. But how punk rock are they? Is it a DIY 
effort through and through? Why seek the legitimization from 
having institutional jurors? 

Nikki Moore: If the Biennial is to serve as a bridge, then 
some curatorial cohesion, in the catalog and in the staging of 
the exhibition, is imperative. If it is a buffet, then a different 
approach is needed. 

Amanda Douberley: We’re getting at a key question: What 
is the Biennial supposed to be? Like “New American Talent” 
at Arthouse, the Biennial is a juried exhibition, so the pool of 
artists is limited to those who submit their work for consid- 
eration. I appreciated last year's “NAT” because juror Aimee 
Chang was up front about how she put the show together. 

Ditto for Dan Cameron two years ago. He said that he chose 
the work he would want to hang in his apartment and live 
with. Chang compared her picks with work coming out of 
Southern California, where she's a curator. Both exhibitions 
necessarily reflected personal choices that shaped the shows. 
I'm not sure I really want the Biennial spaces divvied up 
according to big themes splashed on signs, but even a juried 
show has a logic behind it that needs to be articulated some- 
how. The Texas Biennial should tell us something meaningful 
about art-making statewide over the last two years. Otherwise, 
what’s the difference between one Biennial and the next?

Flat out, Air Guitar Nation (winner of the Audience 
Award at South by Southwest 06) is a damn good 
time. Following the inception of the U.S. Air Guitar 
Championships (founded by Cedric Devitt and Kriston 
Rucker) through the 2003 World 
Championship in Oulu, Finland, the film 
is a lovingly hilarious portrait of a bizarre 
and endearing pastime. Beginning in 
New York, the story commences with the 
East and West Coast contests, which 
will determine the American champ, who 
is sent to the world competition. The 
performances immediately resonate as a 
strange mix of performance art and fan- 
tasy rock, alternately hilarious and inspir- 
ing. There’s the government budget analyst, whose stage 
persona incorporates a Sunset Strip, Eighties glam-metal 
look. There’s the guy dressed in black leather and a 
T-shirt that reads “God Rocks,” who performs in a wheel- 
chair, only to use the chair as part of his act. There are 
nude performers, acrobatic ones, and competitors from most of 
Western Europe, New Zealand, and Australia. Ultimately, two distinct 
front-runners emerge. C-Diddy (David S. Jung), the Korean-American 
sporting red Lycra pants and a FHello Kitty breastplate, repeatedly 
threatens to release his “Asian Fury” upon the screaming crowd. And 
indeed, his precision, wild moves, and general “airness" (defined 
as “the extent to which the performance transcends the medium 
and becomes a higher form of artistic expression”) rocks every 
contest. And any good hero must have a good nemesis. For C-Diddy, 
it's Bjorn Turoque (Dan Crane), the perpetual runner-up who won’t 


take no for an answer. A diva, a dreamer, and an air-guitar addict, 
Turoque emerges as both endearing and obsessive. Director Lipsitz’s 
clear passion for the material results in a genuine good time. The 
film never mocks the participants but celebrates the weirdness. 
Indeed, the tone seems to laugh both at and with the competition, 
ail the while somehow managing to honor the belief that “air guitar 
is not simply an art form. It may save the world.” As Rucker tellingly 
observes early in the film, “It sounds like a joke, but it’s the kind of 
joke that when you tell it 100,000 times, you start to forget that it’s 
a joke and you kind of believe it.” - Toddy Burton

AQUA TEEN HUNGER FORCE COLON 
MOVIE FILM FOR THEATERS 

D: Matt Maiellaro, Dave Willis; with the voices 
of Willis, Maiellaro, Dana Snyder, Carey Means, 
Andy Merrill, MikeSchatz, Fred Armisen, Bruce 
Campbell, C. Martin Croker. (R, 86 min.) 

Count it as one of the great Flollywood 
mysteries - right up there with the death of 
Natalie Wood and the career of Vin Diesel 
- that we’ve had to wait this long for a 
movie starring a talking milkshake, a float- 
ing box of french fries, and a ball of ground 
beef. Surely Edison didn’t think it would 
take a hundred years, or he wouldn’t have 
bothered inventing the Kinetograph. Based 
on the popular Cartoon Network TV show, 
Aqua Teen Hunger Force Colon Movie Film 
for Theaters is every bit as ridiculous as its 
name. And in all honesty, I have no real idea 
what it’s about, though I was able to piece 
together a few things: 1) The movie’s afore- 
mentioned heroes - Master Shake, Frylock, 
and Meatwad - are in possession of a piece 
of exercise equipment, called the lnsane-0- 
Flex, that has the power to destroy Earth; 2) 
the Insane-O-Flex’s creators (who are either 
aliens, robots, or lesser-celebrated Matisse 
paper cutouts) have come to New Jersey 
to retrieve their invention; and 3) there is 
a character called MC Pee Pants. That’s it; 
otherwise the plot is totally incomprehen- 
sible. Which doesn’t really matter, because 
the plot is incidental anyway; it’s just a 
frame in which to hang a massive collection 
of absurdist non sequiturs and deadpan 


pauses, which, depending on your tastes 
(and possibly your affinity for mind-altering 
drugs), are either the stuff of comic genius 
or proof that the world has stopped making 
sense entirely. Show creators Maiellaro and 
Willis choose to ignore the siren song of 
broad commercial appeal and instead run 
stubbornly - admirably, one could say - in 
the opposite direction, creating a film that’s 
even more random and inscrutable than the 
series, which is saying something. While 
watching it, I decided that after each page 
of the script was finished, it was put aside, 
never to be looked at again, for fear that 
some logical connection might possibly be 
found between the action on that page and 
the next. Which would never do. Because 
when your film’s villain is a slice of water- 
melon, the last thing you want is your view- 
ers thinking rationally. - Josh Rosenblatt

ARE WE DONE YET? 

D: Steve Carr; with Ice Cube, Nia Long, John C. 
McGinley, Aleisha Allen, Philip Bolden. 

(PG, 92 min.) 

Who could have ever foreseen that Ice 
Cube - the rapper who announced his 
music career with Straight Outta Compton 
and his subsequent acting career with 
Boyz N the Hood - would now be mak- 
ing movies about family life in the sub- 
urbs and the pressures of dealing with 
less-than-upfront real estate agents, 
the idiosyncrasies of housing contrac- 
tors, the agonies of remodeling, and the 
fight-or-flight threats posed by bats and 


raccoons? Although an unlikely career 
path, it has served Cube well, and in addi- 
tion to morphing into a decent actor and 
popular star of family movies, he has also 
moved into the producer’s chair for these 
projects. So, to answer the presumably 
rhetorical question posed by this movie’s 
title, I am sad to report that we are hardly 
done yet. Not by a country mile. In this fol- 
low-up to 2005’s Are We There Yet?, Cube 
resumes the role of Nick Persons. He has 
now married Suzanne (Long), the object of 
his affections in the previous movie, and 
has become a loving and dutiful parent to 
her annoying children (Allen and Bolden). 
He’s sold his Portland, Ore., sports memo- 
rabilia store and has vague plans for start- 
ing up a new sports magazine (and in a 
movie that has only a passing relationship 
with reality, the plans for this publishing 
venture are the most absurd aspect of 
all). McGinley wears many hats (and he 
literally changes hats) as the local real 
estate agent, contractor, building inspec- 
tor, and midwife (handy because Suzanne 
is pregnant). In a ferretlike frenzy, he 
chews scenery faster than termites can 
chew the Persons’ woodwork. Nothing is 
very funny in this movie, and everything is 
predictable - except for the Washington 
State University T-shirts Cube wears in 
nearly every scene. Are we done yet? 

Not when the move to the countryside is 
accompanied by the overpowering aroma 
of franchise. - Marjorie Baumgarten

DISTURBIA 

D: D.J. Caruso; with Shia LaBeouf, David Morse, 
Sarah Roemer, Carrie-Anne Moss, Aaron Yoo, Jose 
Pablo Cantillo, Viola Davis, Matt Craven. (PG-13, 
104 min.) 

Up-and-comer LaBeouf (Holes) is a 
young actor to watch, but he’s had bet- 
ter opportunities than this teen thriller to 
show what he’s capable of. Resembling, 
without copying, the voyeuristic storyline 
of Hitchcock’s Rear Window, Disturbia 
also brings to mind other techno-thrillers 
like Coppola’s The Conversation or fear- 
of-neighbors comedies like Joe Dante’s 
The 'Burbs. In Disturbia, LaBeouf plays 
Kale, a smart kid who winds up under 
house arrest for the summer because 
of an impulsive action, which is treated 
generously because of mitigating factors 
(his dad dies in an excellent pre-credits 
sequence). Mom (Moss) is always work- 
ing, so Kale is generally home alone - and 
bored. Eventually, he discovers the indoor 
sport of spying on the neighbors through 
binoculars. This activity gets him up close 
and personal with the girl who just moved 
in next door (Roemer) and arouses his 
suspicions about the man who lives by 
himself (Morse) across the way. Nearly an 
hour of film time passes before anything 
suspenseful happens, which is way too 
long for us to remain primarily focused 
on teen lassitude. Once the commotion 
hits, it barrels ahead with an ugly forceful- 
ness that reminds us that Ted Bundy, John 
Wayne Gacy, and the BTK killer were all 
also somebody’s neighbors. The always 
effective Morse is also underserved 
by Disturbia’s script (by Christopher B. 
Landon and Carl Ellsworth), which requires 
little more of him than to walk a steady 
line between creepy and respectable. The 
one notable aspect of the story is the 
modern integration of desktop technol- 
ogy to unravel its tale. With computers, 
walkie-talkies, designer cell-phone rings, 
and the like, the film makes good use of 
the technology available at the average 
teen’s fingertips. No matter that some 
of the details don’t make sense if you 
stop to think about them. (A trimmer edit 
of the film might have helped forestall 
the appearance of nagging questions.) 
Disturbia, which screened during SXSW, 
ultimately seems like something of a 
missed opportunity. - Marjorie Baumgarten

As we exited the theatre, my 5-year- 
old son turned to me and proclaimed 
Firehouse Dog the greatest movie ever. He 
said it had a bad guy and lots of rescues, 
and it was sort of scary but he wasn't 
scared because he’s 5 now. Once the dog 
rescued a firefighter (Claudette Mink) by 
digging her out of a cave-in with his paws! 
That dog was a really great dog, he said. 
And there was this other part where dogs 
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ran around in a contest, racing through 
tunnels and jumping through fire, he said, 
and a funny joke where one of the firefight- 
ers went down the pole too fast and land- 
ed on the other firefighter. I agreed that 
the movie had all these things, but I didn’t 
like the other parts as much, like the 
setup, about a Hollywood pooch (animal 
actors Arwen, Frodo, Rohan, and Stryder) 
who gets lost during a stunt and ends up 
a stray outside a downtown firehouse cap- 
tained by a single dad (Greenwood) with a 
stubborn school-skipping son (Hutcherson, 
of Bridge to Terabithia). I liked the parts in 
which the boy and the dog became friends 
and the boy solved a mystery; I thought 
the kid was good, and the dad (who used 
to make movies with this Canadian guy 
Atom Egoyan) was actually pretty awe- 
some. But I didn’t like how the dog wore a 
cheesy bouffant hairpiece and silk robes 
and did computer-animated stunts and 
rode a skateboard and farted a lot. All 
these things were supposed to be funny, 
but I’d seen it all before in movies about 
funny animals - and besides, who could 
beat surfing penguins at that anthropo- 
morphic game? I also questioned the film- 
makers’ taste at times. (Item: When Rexx 
returns to the film set, his handlers reward 
him with three pastel-tinted lady poodles.) 
Perhaps the lesson to be learned is 
that just because we can use computer 
technology to give dogs goofy faces, that 
doesn’t mean we should.

O GLASTONBURY

Fittingly, for an annual event of such epic 
breadth and sweep and stubborn longetivity 
as England’s Glastonbury Festival, this doc- 
umentary begins with a solemn, stentorian 
narrator recalling the history of the area: 
“Epicenter of the spirits of Albion, resting 
place of the Holy Grail, burial site of King 
Arthur, that reconciler of Celt and Saxon, 
convergence of the power lines of the 
mind: Jerusalem.” And then some cheeky 
bloke in a Land Rover (who turns out to be 
festival founder Michael Eavis) nods to the 
camera to add, just as fittingly, “But it’s not 
real, is it?” before cutting to a whirlwind 
shot of some anonymous raver screaming 
“Give it to me, Glastonbury! We want it 
hardcore!” And that pretty much sums up 
the persistent, dueling allures of the larg- 
est and longest-running (since 1970) music

festival in the world. Temple wisely foregoes 
the standard concert-film straightaway in 
favor of keeping an eye on the fans. As in 
D.A. Pennebaker’s Depeche Mode 101, it’s 
this swarming mass of humanity (some 
300,000 strong), assembled first by dairy- 
farmer Eavis, that makes the film as excit- 
ing as it is.

Applying the spirit of the 
infamous Revelation Records 
NYC compilation to Texas, this 
weekend's inaugural the Way It 
Is Fest brings two knee-bruising 
days of hardcore that's sure to 
get messier than Cottage Cheese 
From the Lips of Death. 

“It's a celebration of the 
diverse array of bands from the 
hardcore punk scene that are 
starting to get some national 
attention," says booker Rich 
Elrath of Posi Productions. “A 
lot of us have been working for 
about a decade to build some- 
thing like this." 


The black parade, which ben- 
efits MonkeyWrench Books and 
Project Abundant Life, kicks off 
Friday night with Dallas headliners 
Damage Case and the abrasive 
Houston noise of the Jonbenet, 
plus Unit 21, Blood of Patriots, 
and a fistful of others. Saturday's 
two-stage hostile takeover is 
dominated by H-town’s heaviest 
hitters, including near-legends 
Will to Live, metal mongrels 
EyeAgainst. Pride Kills, and 10 
Crowns, alongside local thrash- 
ers Condemned Unit and Total 
Abuse and Laredo's Flawless 
Victory and Full Contact. 


“Houston is the capital of 
hardcore right now, the breeding 
ground for a lot of what’s coming 
out,” says Jared Cannon, co-man- 
ager of Red 7 and Bitter Tongues 
mouthpiece/drummer. “One of 
the purposes of this festival is to 
draw attention to the local scene 
and establish Austin as a city 
that shouldn't be passed over on 
the national circuit.” 

“It’s more than just music," 
Elrath insists. “Hardcore’s con- 
nected to radicalism and activ- 
ism. And I live by that maxim.”

NUTS AND BOLTS OF 
FILING YOUR TAX RETURN 

So you still haven’t filed your tax return even though the 
deadline is only days away? You may want to read last week’s 
“Common Law” column, which discussed the basics of filing 
a request for an automatic extension to file an individual tax 
return (Form 4868). For the rest of the procrastinators out 
there, here are some short answers to basic questions related to 
filing a tax return. 

April 15 is on a Sunday this year. When is the deadline 
to file? 

April 17. This year taxpayers will have extra time 
to file and pay because April 15 falls on a Sunday and 
the following day, Monday, April 16, is a legal holiday 
in the District of Columbia (Emancipation Day). Most 
of the IRS forms state that April 16 is the deadline to 
file and pay for 2007. However, the IRS only recendy 
realized its error and has since issued an instruction 
that any IRS form or publication that shows an “April 
16, 2007” deadline should now be read as “April 17, 
2007.” The IRS uses the “timely mailed is timely filed” 
rule, which means that the tax return will be consid- 
ered timely filed as long as the tax return is postmarked 
by April 17. It is always best to use certified mail to 
have proof of the mailing date, particularly if you are 
filing the tax return at or near the deadline. 

Should I still file a tax return if I can’t pay the money 
I owe? 

Yes. It is not a crime if you fail to pay your taxes 
immediately upon filing your tax return. It can be a 
crime, however, when someone intentionally and will- 
fully fails to file a tax return. Someone who fails to file 
a tax return can also be subject to significant fines. 

How long should I hold onto the documents that sup- 
port my tax return? 

Documents that support an individual tax return 
should be kept for at least three years, mainly because 
the IRS has three years after you file a tax return to 
complete an audit. A more cautious approach is to keep 
the documents for six years, which is the limit the IRS 
can audit someone who it suspects has underreported 
income by 25% or more.

CAR WARM-UP NO LONGER NECESSARY 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 2002 VW Passat. I live in 
the Chicago suburbs. I park it outside 
in a public lot all day while I’m at 
work. How long should I let the car 
warm up before driving it home at the 
end of the day? Keep in mind, while 
it is getting warm, I am very cold. My 
late husband was obsessive about this, 
but I’ve been told that new cars and 
oils don’t need to warm up. I don’t 
have time to read the manual. Please 
help. Thank you so much. — Carolee 

RAY: You don’t have time to read the 
manual? What about all that time you 
spend shivering while waiting for the 
car to warm up! 

TOM: Actually, what you’ve been 
told is correct, Carolee. Modem cars 
don’t need to be warmed up at all. 
Nor do older cars. 

RAY: If your car starts and doesn’t 
stall when you put it in gear, it’s ready 
to go. In fact, the best way to warm it 
up is by driving it. 

TOM: It’s best to drive it gently for 
the first three to five minutes, to allow 
the oil to fully warm up and thin out. 
So, you don’t want to pull out of the 
parking lot and immediately floor it 
on a highway ramp. But driving it 
gently is an ideal way to warm it up. 

RAY: The only exception is when 
the temperature is inhumanely, butt- 
freezingly frigid (like below 10 degrees 
Fahrenheit). Then it’s not a bad idea 
to let the car idle for 30 seconds or a 
minute before heading out. 

TOM: But generally speaking, you 
don’t need to warm it up at all. Turn the 
key and drive, Carolee.

Last Saturday it sleeted. In April. In Austin. That can’t be a good 
sign. This Saturday you may want to pack a Kevlar umbrella for the 
plague of amphibians that will surely rain down - probably frogs 
or toads, but you don’t want to rule out Barton Springs salaman- 
ders. The Almighty is not without a sense of irony. Who invented 
irony in the first place, right? It wasn’t George W Bush, although 
he would certainly be on the multiple-choice test. So anyway, 
what next? Will the Colorado River run red? Blood red? Something 
has to be causing that horrible stench. We’re already up to our 
ear holes in gnats and flies, which inevitably seems to beget a 
plague of ineffectual Ziploc baggies filled with water and pennies. 
Unhealable boils? They’re called herpes. Most estimates show that 
more than 60% of the population has either simplex 1 or 2. That’s 
a plague by even the most conservative standards, but don’t go 
painting your doorpost with lamb’s blood just yet. We still have 
fire, locusts, and darkness to cross off our lists. Fire is actually the 
tastiest of the three Taco Bell sauces although hardly spicy enough 
to justify its name. It is a plague nonetheless (though maybe not as 
calamitous as their Chihuahua ads) because of the insipid quotes 
printed on the back of the packet, presumably so TB could print 
the ingredients in an even smaller, more illegible font. Could be 
potassium sorbate, could be sodium benzoate, could be pureed 
locust extract.

As for the Darkness, they’ve pretty 
much become passe since their second album tanked, Justin 
Hawkins went to rehab, and Dan Hawkins’ guitar tech became the 
frontman. That doesn’t mean they won’t rise like a phoenix from 
the ashes and unleash a whole new plague of arena rock on us, 
but it does make it less likely. If you want to hear a truly interest- 
ing take on some arena rock, head down to the Continental Club 
this Saturday night when Jeff Hughes and Chaparral celebrate 
their 25th Anniversary. No one does a better countrified cover of 
“Sweet Child of Mine,” or “You Shook Me All Night Long,” but 
Chaparral has been earning its keep since 1987 by keeping the 
dance floor packed by playing an interesting blend of traditional 
country, interesting covers, and well written originals. Any band 
that lasts more than a year or two in Austin deserves a medal, and 
by that standard Chaparral deserves a plague of medals - or at 
least a plague of silver dollars in the tip jar.
